Quebec, Aug. 31.— Up to ;i late hour 
tonight no more bodies were taken out 
of the debris of the Quebec bridge. At 
noon the coroner's jury was sworn in 
and viewed the 13 bodies at the morgue 
anu the inquest was adjourned till 
Tuesday. Tills afternoon the jury 
visited tlie scene of the accident, also 
viewing the bodies of Hardy and Cro- 
leau, who lived near the bridge. 

The scene at the morgue was a 
pathetic one, as the relatives of sonip 
of the victims saw the latter for the 
first time. Cine of the Indians is minus 
his head, and his arm is torn off and 
lies beside him in the coffin. Others 
had part of their legs completely torn 
away, and all the 13 bodies are badly 
mutilated. Fifteen members of the 
Caughinawaga tribe, including women, 
arrived in town today and were given 
leave by the coroner to remove the 
bodies of their tribesmen. The body 
of C. A. Meredith, the only American 
found, was sent to his home in Col- 
umbus, Ohio, this evening. 

There aro still all hinds of rumors 
as to the number of victims, but ac- 
cording to the official statement on 
Thursday night !IS men were at work 
when the bridge went down. Eleven 
were injured, 15 bodies were taken out 
of the debris and GO are still missing. 
However, the men around the works 
are of the opinion that others, not at 
that special work that day, were on 
the bridge looking at their companions 
working. The bodies still missing may 
never be found, as they are probably 
lying under the mass of steel. There 
were 18,000 tons of steel lu position on 
Thursday, most of which went down 
on the rocks and into the river. The 
official list of missing American and 
Canadian bridge workers remains the 
same as sent out last night: 10 Ameri- 
cans; lii Canadian, white men and LM 
Indians. 

Company's Position 

Ottawa, Aug. 31.— Mi P. Davis, eon- 
tractor for the masonary work of the 
Quebec bridge, which stood well the 
test of the collapse, expresses the opin- 
ion that the Phoenix Bridge company 
is liable.

St. John's, Nfd., Aug. 31.— The New- 
foundland cabinet held a meeting today 
to consider the dispatches received 
from the British .secretary of state for 
the colonies relating to a modus Vi- 
vendi between Great Britain and the 
United States for the coming Ashing 
season on the west coast.

-Mr. Cooper also made the statement 
that on Thursday morning, after his 
inspector had come' to see him and 
told him that things did not look well 
for the bridge, he had sent a telegram 
to the man in charge of the work to 
get off the bridge and stay off it until 
ii could be examined.

Receipts and Expenditures for August 
an Increase. 

Washington, Aug. H.— The forth- 
coming monthly statement of the gov- 
ernment receipts and expenditures will 
Show an increase ill the receipts for: 
August. 1007, of about t S.000, as 

compared witli August, 1006. The ex- 
penditures, however, will be shown id 
have been materially greater, so thai 
the surplus for the present month will 
be about $3,451,000, or over $4,690,000 
less than for August last year. The 
civil ami miscellaneous expense will 
lie over $3,000,000 greater than for the 
corresponding month last year. The 
war department expenditures will also 
he greater by $2,000,000, and navy ex- 
penditures greater by $2,500,000. The 
public, works items will also show a 
marked increase. Tin 1 receipts from 
customs during the last month show 
an increase over August, IflOli, id' $704,- 
353, Internal revenue increased J.'iSL',- 
2115 ami miscellaneous Increased about 
$1,126,067. 



Paris, Aug. .11.— The French govern- 
ment today telegraphed instructions to 
General prude, authorizing him to pur- 
sue a vigorous and relentless campaign 
against the warring tribesmen in' the 
Casablanca region, and specifically 
permitting him to make a two days' 
march into tho interior. Ho Is told, 
however, not to make any campaign In 
the nature of an expedition. The gov- 
ernment's idea Is to grant General 
Drudo enough freedom to bring the ir- 
ritating situation quickly to a decisive 
finish, punishing and finishing once for 
all the authors of ' the massacre of Eu- 
ropeans at Casablanca', as well as the 
attacking tribesmen. Vice ' Admiral 
Philibert, in a telegram dated August 
30, reports that the coast cities aro 
calm. He' also reports that the number 
of Moors near Casablanca totals 6,000. 
Tho war department will send two bal- 
loons to Casablanca. 

A dispatch to the Matin from Tan- 
gier says the situation in Morocco is 
growing more alarming. The foreign 
delegations have made an announce- 
ment of places of refuge for Europeans 
in ease of danger. Numbers of cut- 
throats are appearing in and around 
the city. A courier from Fez, the cor- 
respondent adds, stated thai, tribes- 
men have attacked and utterly routed 
the troops under Caid Abel Kader, 
near Fez. The Matin's Casablanca 
rrespondent says that Wednesday's 
tack obviously was directed by' a 
person thoroughly conversant with the 
methods of modern warfare. The cor- 
respondent adds thai the natives made 
a splendid charge, and that only the 
shells from the GLoire broke it. The 
newspaper correspondents had a nar- 
row escape from capture. One of them 
had his mule killed. The correspond- 
ent also says that an Arab fugitive 
has come Into Casablanca, bringing 
M ii hi i Hafig'S letter, in which he're- 
quests the tribesmen to make no fur- 
ther attack- on tlie Frenchmen, say- 
ing that he hopes to arrive 1 Friday, 
when: "] will confer with the French, 
and if good comes from it, It will bo 
for all: if not, I will .join my forces 
with you and lead you." 

Tangier, Aug. 31. — The French 
cruler Duchayla has arrived here from 
101 Arash with refugees from fez. 

Washington, Aug. III. —Willi a sense 
of relief, the 'state department, learn- 
ed today from American Minister 
Gummere thai the forelgner.H at Par., 
tho Moorish capital, are in safety.

London, Aug. 31.— Tho_formal con- 
clusion of the Anglo-Russian conven- 
tion .which has been long awaited, is 
welcomed in Great Britain as putting 
an end to tlie misunderstandings and 
ill feeling between the two powers, 
particularly in respect to tlie Near 
East. It is also welcomed as re- 
moving the fears of many Englishmen 
that sooner or later Russian commerce 
would advance to the southward and 
threaten the Indian empire. 

Thovterms of the convention will 
not be divulged until foreign govern- 
ments are fully acquainted therewith, 
but tlie contents of the agreement 
have been known for months past. 
The convention particularly denotes 
the lino of action which Britain and 
Russia will follow in Persia, Thibet 
and Afghanistan. In Persia the 
spheres of influence are definitely fix- 
ed. Russia maintains her position In 
the north and Great Britain in file 
south of that country. Great Britain 
is thus relieved of anxiety that Russia 
is scheming to secure a port on the 
Persian Gulf. When Lord Lunsdowne 
was Foreign Secretary he decalred 
that any attempt on the part, of Rus- 
sia to do this would mean war. The 
other governments interested in Per- 
sia have been assured that the con- 
vention docs not threaten the integrity 
of the country, and does not interfere 
With tho vested interests of anyone, 
fcld for this reason tlie question of the 
Bagdad* railroad is left to future ne- 
gotiations between the powers, in- 
cluding Germany and France. 

Tlie convention is understood to 
guarantee the maintenance of the pre- 
sent position of Afghanistan and Thi- 
bet, each power agreeing not to en- 
deavor to secure any advantages in 
this Held that might redound to tho 
advantage of the other.

A CANADIAN BUILDING 

Through the courtesy of Mr. Turner, 
Agent-General, the Colonist is able this 
morning to give its readers a descrip- 
tion witli Illustrations of a palatial 
structure, which it is proposed to erect 
in the heart of London in the hope 
that it may be occupied by the Cana- 
dian High Commissioner and the rep- 
resentatives of the severui provinces 
As will be seen from the plan and [he 
accompanying descriptive matter the 
location of the proposed building Is 
exceedingly convenient for its Intend- 
ed use. One advantage of the project 
is that it will concentrate all the Can- 
adian offices in one place, ivhercms 
they are now scattered over a large 
area. The effect of massing the rep- 
resentatives of the Dominion and tie' 
Provinces under one roof, and in n 
structure of Imposing proportions ami 
great architectural beauty, can hardly 
bo exaggerated. There never was any- 
thing like it before, and it would re- 
main almost unique, the only i ipart- j 

son possible being with the proposed 
Australian building, which it would 
surpass in situation anil magnificence. 
In addition to the offices, the' building 
would contain a great hall wherein 
could be maintained a Canadian ex- 
hibit of broad and comprehensive 
lines. 

At present Canada is fortunate in 
[ being represented in London by a 
^gentleman of great wealth, reputation 
and liberality, it is hardly possible 
that when he yu-ales the position, a 
successor can be discovered hi whom 
these dualities w ill be so conspicuous- 
ly combined. Few men of the wealth 
of Lord Strathcona would be willing 
to burden themselves with the dis- 
charge of official duties, which at tine s 
must be quite onerous, it is really 
necessary to provide at an early date 
against such a contingency as tho re- 
signation of (lie present High Com- 
missioner, and we can think of no bet- 
ter way of doing so than by arranging 
that Ids successor shall have Ids offices 
in such a location ami upon such a 
scale and would or themselves attract 
attention. Ho far as the provinces are 
concerned, it is highly desirable that 
the offices of each of them, as are n p- 
resented, or may hereafter be repre- 
sented in London, should be in close 
touch with tlie High Commissioner's 
office, and with each other. The rea- 
sons for this are too obvious to re- 
quire particularlzation. It must be 
admitted that the occupation of such] 
an edifice in such a location would 
cost more than is at present expended! 
by the respective governments in office: 
rent, but there would be some minor 
savings to be offset asainst this in- 
crease, which would reduce it some- 
what. 

Mr. Turner has been entrusted with 
tfie task of bringing this matter to the 
attention of the Dominion and Provin-I 
cial governments. We have reasons 
to hope that his representations Willi 
be favorably received. Tie- provinces! 
now- maintaining Agents-General in 
London are British Columbia, New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia. Hitherto 
Ontario, Quebec and Manitoba have 
felt that Lord Strathcona adequately 
represented their interest...-, which was 
in the sense true, but can hardly bo 
true of any one else who may be call- 1 
od upon to till the position. 'I'ln- same 
may be said of Saskatchewan ami Al- 
berta. Prince Edward's island will 
perhaps not think it expedient to have 
a salaried Agent-General with a suite 
of offices.

THE PULP-WOOD PROBLEM. 

An agitation is on foot and gaining 
great headway in the eastern provinces 
for legislation to prevent the export 
of logs and pulp-wood from Canada, 
although th ■<•■• is some difference of 
'.pinion as to whether ii would he bet- 
ter ;.. prohibit such exports entirely 
o r put on ." high export duly. At the 
tine- of Confederation New Brunswick 
levied an export duly on em-tain lum- 
ber, leal this was abolished, and the 
province, was given a substantial an- 
nual allowance In compensation. 
Those who can recall the discussion of 
this matter will remember that the ar- 
gument against a local export duty, 
which by the way applied tonly to lum- 
ber shipped out of a particular part of 
province, was contrary to the .general 
scheme of fiscal uniformity in Canada. 
In British Columbia the legislature 
has, by a plan of taxation and by cer- 
tain provisions In respect to licenses, 
forbidden the export of certain timber, 
and the effect has been such as to war- 
rant the contention that a provision 
applicable to the whole of Canada 
would result in the general benefit. 
Tin-re an- objections to provincial leg- 
islation on such a subject, am] it may 
not be easy t.. distinguish between 
what may be rogaroed as a matter for 
regulation by that means and what 
would come so far within the con- 
trol of trade anil commerce as to be 
a matter solely c.irnhi the jurisdlc- 
1 1on of th" fc dcral parliament. For 

this r.as 1 1 1 1 1 also for the sake of 

uniformity we would prefer to see the 
lOomlnion Parliament exercise its un- 
questioned power in me premises by 
legislation applicable to the whole of 

Canada. 

There is no present or prospective | 
shortage of pulp-wood in Canada, for 
in addition to Hie well-known supplies 
in this ami the eastern provinces there 
are vast forests between the Rocky 
mountains and Hudson bay that can 
be utilized for pulp. Hut there- is a 
shortage in Hi.- United Slates and oth- 
er countries. Upon this point wo 
quote from the Toronto Globe some 
observations of Mr. w. u. Rowley, 
president of th,. 13. W. Eddy company 
of Ottawa: 

For nearly 30 years, in season ami 
out oi' season, spring, summer, aut- 
umn and winter, I have advocated the 
prohibition of tie- exportation of saw - 
logs and pulp-Wood from Canada'. 
Willi us it is Canada first, lust and all 

tie- line-. Wo manufacture for sale 

in Canada chiefly, and as far as pos- 
sible any surplus we nave is sold un- 
der the British flag-. By far tin? best 
way would be to boldly decide for 
absolute piohibitlon of tin' exportation 
of our raw material in pulp-wood. It 
would naturally follow thai these ma- 
terials would then be manufactured in 
Canada, and (bat is what we and 
all others should be aiming at. Some 
people seem lo be afraid of doing any- 
thing that will bring in more Ameri- 
cans over here to establish lumber 
mills and pulp and paper making mills. 
That is an attitude that I cannot un- 
derstand. We want lo live in pence 
and amity with our neighbors wheth-

Japan Waits and Thinks , 

The indications are plain that the 
United States government hits a serious 
problem to ileal with in regard to Jap- 
anese immigration. 11 Is a problem 
which l.s looming up before all the coun- 
tries washed by the Pacific, except the 
Asiatic countries; only It Is so happen- 
ing that the United States will have to 
deal with its' first. A special corres- 
pondent of the New York Evening Post, 
who has l.e. n studying the situation in 
Japan, writes I nun Toklo that, thanks 
to the enforced moderation ol" the Jap- 
anese press, there is a remarkable dis- 
position in Japan to await patiently the 
Issue of events, hut that no one be- 
lieves that the Japanese government can 
continue Indefinitely its success in per- 
suading the people to acquiesce in din- 
passionately regarding the growing ills- 
abilities of their compatriots in tho 
United States. 

What the Japanese regard as the 
crux of their grievance against the Pit- 
ted States has nothing to do with Cali- 
fornia, nor, indeed, with any one state 
in the union; It is not a local question, 
but one that has to do with tin- Wash- 
ington government. It Is simply that the 
United States admits Immigrants from 
Kuropo and refuses admission to those 
from Japan. During the long course 
of the discussion that lias taken place 
between the two governments, both 
sides have kept this main issue in the 
back-ground, hut it is forcing Itself to 
tin- front. This discrimination is re- 
garded by th- Japanese as not only an 
aspersion unoii their nationality, and 
unfair in Itself, but as a contravention 
of the most favored nation clause of 
the treaty between Janan and the Uni- 
ted States, by which the latter guaran- 
tees to Japanese subjects treatment not 
Inferior to that accorded to the sub- 
jects of any other country. 

The Rvonlng Post correspondent, writ- 
ing from the capital of Japan, says that 
••if the authorities there ran succeed 
in keeping things smooth until such 
time as the Washington government Is 
abb- to make Its Immigration regula- 
tions less openly discriminating, and to 
the Japanese mind, a little more like 
equal treatment for Japanese ami Euro- 
peans, the present differences will doubt- 
less give way to a normal and healthy 
relation between the two countries." 
This pleasing prospect, however, he Pro- 
ceeds to dispose of by proceeding to say: 
"But the fact ought to be fared that In 
Japan there are doubts. It Is pretty 
well understood here that American Im- 
migration laws are not likely to be- 
come less restrictive in the near future: 
and this means that (he Japanese au- 
thorities must devise some extraordin- 
ary means of facing the condition with- 
out disloyalty to their own Ideas or na- 
tional prestige." 

It would appear that the people nf 
Japan are now beginning to wake up 
to the gravity of asking for the removal 
of a discrimination whloh 'he United 
States. In the language of the corres- 
pondent mentioned, "may deem absolute- 
ly necessary to the maintenance of its 
civilization ami Independence as a na- 
tion " Some time ago the Washington 
government made a definite nroposal to 
the Toklo government for the framing 
of a new treaty mutually excluding from 
cither country Immigrants from the 
other: but the Toklo government prompt- 
ly declined to enter 'nto hrsotlntlonfl 
lookine' t" such an end. ft was in th" 
face of this refusal Hint H>" recent 
Tnited S'.-it"S regulations excluding Jap- 
anese Imigniuts were promulgated. 

So far Jfinah has proceeded - In the 
traditional Japanese manner or hand- 
ling differences with other nation 
suggests Indirectly the causes 
grievances and does not openly 
her demands. O/flcinllV I" the

Improvement of the CP. R. Main 
Line at Field Immense 
Undertaking 1 



Vancouver, B. C, Aug. 31. — One nf 
the most interesting and complex un- 
dertakings in connection with r u'- 
way building anywhere on the 
continent one in which engineer- 
ing skill and constructive, ability 
, combine to overcome the obstacles pre- 
sented by nature In hor roughest mood, 
is the driving of two long tunnels on 
the main line of the C. P. R., near Field 
which will cut the grade of the famous 
Big Hill in half. 

Over one million dollars will be spenL 

in the driving of the tunnes and tho 
grading of eight miles of line, which 
lies practically all in rock. The con- 
tract for the tunnel ami rock work has 
been awarded to Macdonell, Gzowskl 
& Co., engineers and contractors of 
Vancouver, in competition with con- 
tracting firms scattered all over Canada 
and tho United States. As mentioned 
yesterday in tho Province, when an- 
nouncement was made of the letting 
of the contract work will bo com- 
menced immediately and In twelve 
months trains will be running over tho 
new lino which will Increase tho 
length of tho C. P. R. transcontinental 
J-aHway by exactly four miles. 

Even oinco the Canadian Pacific, was 
built through tho Rocky mountains 
locomotives in pairs, threes and fours 
have boon puffing and snorting up tho 
long and steep grade of the Big Hill 
with freight and passenger trains, 
throwing out through their stacks hun- 
dreds of tons of half-burnt cinders, 
which now lino tho track. The. grade 
was one of tho heaviest of any trunk 
line on tho' continent, and tho cost of 
hauling trains over it was generally 
known to every railroadman in Ameri- 
ca. To cut this grade in half the 
company Is now spending over a mil- 
lion dollars and it will save money in 
the long run, though decrea 
the long run through decreased costs 
of operation. 

The most interesting feature from 
the -standpoint of the layman In con- 
nection with this project is tho tunnel 
work. Two tunnels one on each side 
of the Kicking Horso river will be 
driven through tho solid rock of the 
Rockies and both will be curved and 
carry a grade throughout their entire 
length. 

The "tunnel which will attract most 
attention is that lying to the* south of 
the Kicking Horse owing to tho fart 
that tho exit will be almost beneath 
tho entrance. This tunhel will form 
practically a complete circle driven 
through th o -solid rock in the heart of 
towering Cathedral mountain. It will 
be 3.S00 foot in length and its western 
end, which will be the entrance for 
westbound trains will be 70 feet higher 
than its eastern end. On leaving tho 
tunnel westbound trains will pass un 
dor and across the track, which took 
them into the tunnel 70 feet above. 

The tunnel on the northern side of 
the Kicking Horse will have a length 
of 3,400 feet, all this distance running in 
the arc of a gigantic circle. Between 
these two tunnels runs the Kicking 
Horse and it will be bridged there and 
also to tho west of the tunnel on the 
north side of the river where the new 
line will again cross the stream lo its 
southern shore. Between til two long 
tunnies will bo one 1220 feet in length 
an insignificant drive where compared 
with tho big bores in such close prox- 
imity to it. The three tunnels will be of 
standard dimensions. 

All these, improvements will be made 
between Field on the west and Hector 
on the east. Tho new line will be built 
from Hector westward io n point about 
a mile and a half east of Field where it 
will join the present main line of the 
Canadian Pacific. By the present line 
the distance between these two points 
is approximately four miles, while tho 
now line will traverse eight miles to 
cover tho same distance. 

The present lino crosses the Kicking 
Horse river in but one place between 
these two points which it follows was 
the only one available in construction 
days when money was not so plentiful 
as it is now and when no lung tunnela 
were built which could be avoided evr-n 
at the expense of saddling heavy 
grades on the line. 

Between Hector and Field, a dis- 
tance of eight miles by tho present 
main line, the difference in altitude is 
1,143 feet. Hector's elevation being 
5,207 feet ami BTIeld's 4.0G4 feel.

Nicola and Grand 
Forks District 
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GEORGE JAY IS TOE 
NEW CITY MAGISTRATE 



Has Been Appointed in Succes- 
sion to Mr. Hall,

of school trustees and judge of the 
small c|obts court lias been offered 
find lias accepted the position of police 
magistrate.

R. M. Palmer, provincial superin- 
tendent of horticulture, returned yes- 
terday from a tour of the districts of 
tlio mainland devoted to fruit grow- 
ing. 

< Tlie crops in Nicola Valley and 
Grand Forks districts tire very good, 
Mr. Palmer states. 

Haymaking lias been delayed by the 
unusual amount of rain. The rainfall 
in tlie interior has been unusually 
heavy this summer and consequently 
the ranges are green and tlie stock 
generally is in good condition. At 
Vernon three and a half Inches of rain 
has fallen during August. 

Mr. Palmer states that it is probable 
that a number of the large holdings 
throughout these districts will be sub- 
divided into smaller sections and de- 
voted to mixed farming. This has 
been made possible by the C. P. R. 
branch line through tlie Nicola val- 
ley. 

While In the Nicola vailed, Mr 
Palmer visited the coal mines operat- 
ed by tlie Nicola Coal and Coke com- 
pany and the Diamond Vaic Coal and 
Coke, company. People of the district 
are very enthusiastic regarding the de. 
vclopmcnt of these. The work so fai 
done on them has produced splendid 
results. lu the tunnel of the Nicola 
Goal and Coke company Mr. Palmer 
saw a scam of coal thirteen and a half 
feet wide, In addition to smaller seams. 

In the Nicola valley more attention 
Is being paid to fruit growing and it 
has been demonstrated that the dis- 
trict is well suited to the growing of 
the harder varieties of apples and 
pears. 

The bog lands along the river are 
particularly suited to the growing of 
small fruits which ripen two weeks 
later than in other sections which Is 
an additional advantage in marketing 
upon the prairies. This is due to the 
high elevation of tlie district. 

In the Grand Forks district tlie fruit 
crops are in excellent condition. Mag- 
nificent -crops of apples, pears and 
plums are being marketed. The newer 
orchards, generally speaking, are in 
excellent condition witli the exception 
of a few owned by absentees. The or- 
chards and nurseries belonging to Mr. 
Burrcll are in splendid condition, fur- 
nishing an object lesson as to the pos- 
sibilities of the district with regard to 
fruit growing. 

Large .areas arc being subdivided 
and Irrigation is being carried on suc- 
cessfully by pumping from the Ket- 
tle river, electricity being used for the 
purpose. , 

Marketing arrangements for the 
fruit crop are not as good as Mr. 
Palmer could wish and organized ac- 
tion is necessary to promote uniform 
packing, grading and handling. 

"I found very groat interest dis- 
played in the question of fruit ex- 
hibits in Great Britain and arrange- 
ments have been made to ensure r. 
good display of fruit from these dis- 
tricts," Mr. Palmer concluded.

Steamer Georgia Sails Tonight for 
Mexico— Oriental Vessels 
Expected 



HAS BIG CARGO 



Three Vessels Will Sail Outward and 

Throe Are on Way Inward From 
• Far East. 



The Canadian -Mexican liner Georgia 
arrived at the outer wharf from Van- 
couver yesterday ,and will sail for Sat- 
Ina Cruz and intermediate ports of call 
on the Mexican coast tonight, carrying 
ii fair amount of cargo and six saloon 
passengers. The cargo includes :!00,- 
©00 feet of lumber loaded at Hastings 
mills for Acapulco. The Lonsdale, the 
other steamer engaged in the Mexican 
Bervice, is on her way north from Sal- 
Sna Cruz and is expected to arrive hero 
ti week from Tuesday. 

During this week a large number of 
Bteamers are. expected at the outer 
docks. Following the Mexican liner 
which sails tonight the C.P.R. steamer 
Empress of India will start on Tuesday 
on her 83rd outward trip to Hongkong 
via the U3iial ports of call, carrying 
u full cargo of general freight includ- 
ing n heavy shipment from Manitoba. 
Tin; Nippon Yusen Kaislia liner Kaga 
Maru is also to sail on Tuesday. She 
as now loading a large cargo of flour, 
<-otton, machinery, etc. at Seattle, and 
•will arrive here about noon Tuesday to 
embark her local passengers and cargo. 
lAfter the Kaga Maru the fourth out- 
ward hound liner will be despatched 
on Wednesday, when the l>lg Blue Fun- 
nel liner Antilochus will sail for Liver- 
pool via the porta of the fur 'list, In- 
cluding Manila, with a very laige car- 
go. 

The Antilochus will carry a largo 
Shipment of flour. She is loading 3,000 
tons of this one commodity. Of lum- 
ber she will have close to .1,000,000 feet. 
And it is to be distributed across two 
continents. There are shipments for 
Liverpool, Glasgow, Belfast, Bombay, 
Yokohama and other ports of call. 

Two hundred and fifty tons of cas- 
cara bark and 1000 tierces of tallow are 
being laden. Quantities of paper, 
horseshoes, sash, doors and other gen- 
oral merchandise will help to fill up the 
big liner's space. She will take to 
Singapore several hundred tons of box 
ahooks for pineapple crates, a lot of 
zinc ore for a smelter nt Bristol, and 
sugar machinery for Moji. Four thou- 
sand cases of canned salmon from Bel- 
lingham will be forwarded to Singa- 
pore. 

Not only will there he a fleet of out- 
ward bound liners at the outer dock 
during the week but there will also 
be many inward steamers. The- Jap- 
anese liner Tosa Maru, which when she 
left the yards of Harland & Wolff at 
Belfast was the four masted British 
steamer Islam, is expected to reach 
port on Tuesday from Yokohama, 
which port she left on August 21. The 
Tosa is bringing 14S tons of general 
freight and 27G passengers, including 
30 Chinese, to bo landed here. 

Another liner expected here on Tues- 
day is the Blue Funnel lino steamer 
Teucer. which has over a thousand 
tons of general freight, mostly from 
the United Kingdom, for local mer- 
chants. The Teucer will as usual land 
her steerage passengers only on her 
inward voyage and will then proceed to 
Tacoma, returning about the end of 
the week to discharge her freight. The 
Teucer is now making her third voy- 
age. She is one of the mastless type 
of large freighters, similar in every 
particular to the four other steamers 
used by Albert Holt & Co. in this 
line. 

The steamer Monteaglo of the C. 
r. R, Oriental fleel is expected later in 
the week, being due here on Friday 
Following the Monteaglo is the Shaw- 
mut of the Boston Steamship company, 
Which left Yokohama on Thursday 
anil is due here :l week from Wednes- 
day. Mr. Pritchard, the Tacoma 
agent of the steamer says the Shaw- 
mut is a full vessel. He said: "Pre- 
sumably much of the cargo is tea. as 
*he has stopped at many tea ports. 
From Manila she is carrying 3,r,00 tons 
of hemp and other merchandise. She 
will bring 100 Japanese and sixty Chl- 
nese passengers. As to the first-class 
list we have received no advices."

QUADRA RETURNS 

Government Steamer Arrives From 
Voyage to the Sandhcads 

The Canadian government steamer 
Quadra, Capt. Hackett, returned yes- 
terday from the Sandhcads, whither 
she went to moor a largo thirty-ton 
buoy with bell, whistle and beacon 
similar to that placed at the Swift- 
sure bank. Site started from here 
on Monday and arrived at Vancouver 
the following day. It was then dis- 
covered that the chain taken on board 
here w.as insufficient to moor tin' 
buoy and a telegram was sent to the 
marine department requesting that 
more chain bo sent. More chain was 
sent. Meanwhile t ho Quadra lay at 
anchor in Vancouver harbor. She 
was anchored there on Thursday 
morning when the southwest gale blew 
in the straits filling the nearby waters 
with derelict logs from broken booms, 
and scattering eleven seventeen-ton 
buoys which were being towed to Es- 
quimau from Vancouver. The Qua- 
dra remained sheltered at Vancouver 
and on Friday proceeded to the Sand- 
heads and moored the buoy, returning 
yesterday. When she was at Van- 
couver orders were sent to her to pro- 
ceed to salve the derelict buoy, but 
the storm was too strong. The buoys 
have since been recovered and are be- 
ing assembled In English bay to be 
brought here.

Waterhouse K. Co. issued a. regular 
circular yesterday giving the latest re- 
ports of the movements of various 
vessels they are operating. 

It shows the British steamer Stiveric 
which recently loaded cargo at Taco- 
me, arrived at MoJI en routo for Clie- 
foo, Dainy, Newehung and Manila Aug. 
29. She left the Sound Aug. 2. The 
Bovoric, .another of the Weir fleet, ar- 
rived at Seattle Aug. 2:i and departed 
four days later for Sydney, N. S. W. 

The Gymerlc, of the Oriental line, 
arrived at Newchang Aug. 13 with car- 
go from Tacoma and other Sound 
ports. She is returning with a cargo 
of coal from Mojl for San Francisco 
and will leave the Sound for Yoko- 
hama again lato In October, with car- 
go from Antwerp. The Corncric ar- 
rived at Macallan Aug. lfi and is due 
on the Sound, the report stales, about 
Sept. 22, after calling at San Fran- 
cisco. 

Inaugurating the new Sound, San 
Francisco-Australian service, the 
steamer Forerle departed yesterday 
from San Francisco for the Australian 
porls and Auckland. She has been at 
Sari Francisco since Aug. 21. The 
Ocenno steamed from Onmo.v, B. C, 
for Nowc.-tstlo Aug. 17, and fakes the 
September .sailing Sydney to Kan Fran- 
cisco. The British freighter YeddO, In 
Tacoma, the. first of the week, Is si ill 
ft. Chemalnus, B. loadlris lumber 
for Australia. She In scheduled to de- 
part from San Francisco for Aastru.Ua 



Tho Norwegian steamer Transit. 
Capt. Thomasscn, chartered from 
Wilhelmsen & Co., of Tonsberg, by th( 
British Coast Steamship company, re- 
cently formed in this city for one year 
to engage in the ore and cattle carry- 
ing trade between Victoria and Alas- 
kan ports, has arrived at Portland 
from Karatsu, Japan, with a cargo of 
1,930 tons of coal for the Pacific 
Coast Steamship company. 

Capt. Foellmer of this city, who was 
appointed pilot and executive officer 
of the Transit by the charterers, has 
gone to join the steamer which is ex- 
pected to arrive here about the end of 
this week from Portland, where she is 
discharging iter coal cargo. On ac- 
count of tho largo supply of coal al- 
ready on hand at Portland it has been 
proposed by the Paeilic Coast Steam- 
ship company to divert the cargo 
brought by tho Transit to Seattle, but! 
the orders did not reacli the captain 
in time and it was decided to unload 
at Portland. 

The Transit is a steel screw steamer 
with well deck, one deck and web 
frames, of 1,334 tons gross, 1,027 tons 
net, built In 1S89 by Wood, Skinner & 
co., of Newcastle, for the Intsk Tran- 
sit's Rederi (W. Wilhelmsen). she is 
250 feet long, lie feet beam, and 15.6 
feet deep, .and is registered at Tons- 
berg, Norway. 

During the voyage of the Transit 
from Karatsu to Portland the crew ate 
flying fish as part of their menu at 
many meals. "In my long experience," 
save ('apt. Thomasscn, master of the 
Transit, "I never s.aw such schools of 
Using fish. In clearing the rail the 
winged swimmers had to leap a dis- 
tance' of about twelve feet. They usu- 
ally came up in groups of about a doz- 
en, just enough for a good feed. And 
they are a fine table delicacy— more 
inviting than any other dish, to my 
way of thinking. They are very simi- 
lar in taste to young mackerel just ta- 
ken out of the water." 

MARINE NOTES 

The Cascade, one of the chartered 
steamers of the marine department, 
has returned from a cruise in the Gulf, 
replacing aids to navigation and tend- 
ing the wants of various lighthouses. 
She ;s now loading coal for Carmanah 
point light station. 

Capt. S. F. MacKenzle, of the Mac- 
kenzie Steamship company, of Van- 
couver! has returned to Vancouver 
from Seattle suffering from the effects 
of an accident which befell him there, 
''apt. MacKenzio slipped and fell, 
breaking a bone in his right leg and 
dislocating his ankle. 

The steamer Princess Beatrice will 
sail for northern British Columbia 
ports one day late, leaving tomorrow 
night instead of tonight. 



It is expected that an announcement 
will lie made shortly with regard to 
tin- building of a new fishery protec- 
tion cruiser similar in model to the 
Canada, for which appropriation was 
made by the government in January 
last. Pending the building of the 
new vessel the fishery protection 
cruiser Kestrel is continuing her futile 
effort to protect the fishing groundsof 
the coasts of British Columbia. It Is 
well known that recommendations 
have been made for some time past to 
the fisheries department that one 
cruiser is absurdly Inadequate for the 
work, and that, tit east two others with 
much faster steaming power than tho 
Kestrel are needed for the work. 

Whether the Hecate strait is con- 
sidered ;ts a closed water or not, and 
the general opinion is that it is not, it 
is shown by tho prevailing conditions 
that energetic patrol is urgently need- 
ed to conserve deep sea fisheries of 
the province for British Columbians. 
At present it is notorious that Uni- 
ted Slates fishing vessels not only 
constantly enter within the three mile 
limit, but make a practise of using 
harbors of the north and west coast 
of Vancouver island, which aro not 
ports of entry. The United States 
fishing fleets are Increasing-, two new 
steamers being under construction at 
Moran's yards for one of the com- 
panies engaged, and it Is considered 
that urgent steps should be taken to 
have a good patrol of the fishing 
banks 

The value of fish annually taken 
from the halibut grounds of northern 
British Columbia waters and of tho 
west coast of Vancouver Island is es- 
timated at millions of dollars and 
nearly all being secured by United 
Stales vessels. In the summer months 
much of the fishing is done by these 
vessels beyond the international lim- 
its, but were it nut for the unlawful 
use of Britisii Columbia harbors for 
shelter, procuring bait, cleaning fish, 
etc., th,' United States fishing vessels 
would be severely handicapped. Dur- 
ing the winter months the Ash ap- 
proach close to the shore and in those 
months patrol is considered more ne- 
cessary owing to the constant depre- 
dations made upon the provincial deep 
sea fishing grounds. 

The l/nite, | States fishermen who 
make a practise of using the British 
Columbia harbors and fishing within 
the provincial limits tire well n formed 
with regard to the movements of tho 
Kestrel and nearly all their vessels 
steam faster than sin: can. They are 
conspicuous by their .absence from 
the loci;! harbors and the prescribed 
limits while the Kestrel is on the 
grounds, but during all other times 
are busy. It is considered that at 
least two other cruisers tire necessary, 
one of which be maintained continu- 
ally on the fishing banks. While no 
seizures might be made by the cruis- 
ers their presence would doubtless 
have a good moral effect upon the 
poaching, 



to load coal for California is published 
In Seattle: At anchor in Port Angeles 
bay, the master of tin; American 
schooner llele.no is in a quandary over 
the restrictions controlling San Fran- 
cisco shipping under prevailing quar- 
antine methods'. It Is planned to send 
tho schooner to Nanalmo to load coal 
for California delivery. Arriving at 
Port Angeles, aopltcatloh was made by 
tho captain to customs officials, .for 
permission to surrender a coasting 
license, under which lie has operated 
for several years, to permit a legal 
foreign landing. Tliia was refused on 
the grounds that without a certificate 
of health showing fumigation; tho cus- 
toms department could not rightfully 
permit entry of the vessel. 

Wishing to avoid the expense of 
towing to Diamond point quarantine 
station for fumigation, and being re- 
fused attention until health regula- 
tions have been complied wlt|i, the 
master is puzzled what to do, The 
case of the Uelene Is the first report- 
ed where hardship has been caused 
shipping since the Inauguration of .an 
embargo against San Francisco ves- 
sels as a prevention against bubonic 
plague. Should the vessel proceed to 
her British Columbia loading port 
without having secured a register for 
foreign entry, as has been proposed to 
simplify the case, marine regulations 
make her liable to forfeiture to the 
Canadian government.

Grain Season Causes Engagement of 
Many Vessels at Coast Ports 

Tli,- approach of the grain season, 
cou[ded with tiie largo number of ves- 
sels required in the coal trade, has 
provoked keen competition among 
shippers to secure charters. hast 
week twenty vessels were chartered by 
various parties in the coast trade. 
Among the latest the German steamer 
Eva, 2,084 tons, litis been chartered by 
the Centennial Mill company for the 
grain and flour trade witli the Orient. 
The Norwegian steamer Jcthou, 3,568 
tons, goes into tin: wheat and Hour 
business between Portland and China, 
o. W. McNear chartered the French 
bark- Joinvllle, 1,742 tons, prior to hor 
arrival la re, to carry wheat to the 
United Kingdom, Havre, Antwerp and 
Dunkirk. The French bark St. Louis, 
1,581 tons, which is lying at Portland, 
Ore., was secured by Kerr Glfford & 
Co., prior to arrival on a similar char- 
ter to that of the Joinvllle. The Brit- 
ish steamer Strathness, 2,811) tons, has 
been Chartered by the American Trad- 
ing company to take a cargo of lumber 
to Melbourne or Adelaide, Australia. 
The Strathness will probably go to 
Newcastle and return with a. cargo of 
coal. The French bark Vinccnnes, 
1,7-10 tons, now tit Portland, Ore., will 
carry wheat for G, W. McNear to the 
United Kingdom and Europe. The ship 
James Drummond, now at Puget 
Sound, has been engaged by Hind, 
Rolph & Co. to proceed to Newcastle, 
Australia, In ballast and return to 
San Francisco with a cargo of coal. 
The bark Puako lias been similarly 
engaged. 

At Portland the British steamers 
fnvoran and Kalomo have been Ilxcd 
the former being taken by the Water- 
house company and the latter by tho 
Portland and Asiatic Steamship com 
pany. 

The Kalomo has capacity for hand 
ling 7,500 tons of flour and wheat. She 
Is about the same size as the Rritlsh 
steamship Algoa, which has tho dls- 
I Unction of having taken out tho big- 
gest cargo of flour ever set afloat at 
Portland, and that time it was the 
record cargo of the world, measuring 
about 00,000 barrels.

The Pacllie, especially in the United 
States coasting trade, is the hist stand 
of the square-rigged sailor. Quite re- 
cently there arrived tit Liverpool two 
big British sailing ships which afford 
a potent object lesson in the delays to 
which this class of deep-water cargo 
carrier is subject just now, says Ship- 
ping Illustrated. Yet, strange to say, 
Scandinavia and Italy appear to find 
these second-hand iron or steel sailers 
paying propositions, The Silberhorn, 
one of the twain, arrived at 'Frisco 
away back in 190"; freights were then 
abnormally low, and ■ there she rel- 
matned tor quite a time. Later on she 

went up to Port Hadlock, and took a 
Cargo thence to Liverpool. The Caw- 
dor and the Elllsland, two ships simi- 
lar to the Sllberhorn, both underwent 
a like experience. A matter of nearly 
four years, spent in carrying one cargo 
from Europe to California and another 
cargo on the return passage is suf- 
ficient to show that there Is a vast 
difference In defect with respect to the 
returns to capital invested In sailing 
ships of the deep-water trade, and In 
a few years this type of ocean carrier 
bids fair to be ousted from the major- 
ity trados in which stoum is used with 
advantage. Tho French bounty system 
for sailing ships was nationally more 
harmful than desirable, and France Is 
losing them so fast that it is evident 
the bounties were the sole reason of 
their existence. The German ftve-mast- 
ed sailer "R. C. Rlckmers, Idled with 
an auxiliary propeller for use in calms, 
made tho run from New York to Sai- 
gon In the fairly respectable interval 
of SI days, but she. is probably a 
unique specimen, and will not bo Imi- 
tated. The hist of the sailing ships 
on deep water is likely to ho found un- 
der tho flag Of either Scandinavia or 
Italy. Steam, and steam only, is the 
order of the day for American owned 
and British owned ships, and the sea- 
manship or half a century bene,, is 
calculated to be as distinct from thai 
of today as today's is from that id' ,",0 
years gao.

Nanalmo, Aug. 31. — The announce- 
ment was made yesterday by 1 lie 
Western h'uel company that a transfer 
slip, the best In the province, Is to be 
built Immediately. The important an- 
nouncement may mean much for Na- 
nuimo, as it is asiti the slip Is to be 
built for the accommodation of the C 
V. It. transfers, and looks like the 
first step on tho part of Unit company 
to concentrate all its Island-mainland 
business at Nanalmo. 

The Western Fuel company will, it 
is said, have complete charge of the j 
work and own the same on comple- 1 
lion. It will likewise handle the C. P. 
It. ears over Its own tracks. A junc- 
tion is to be made With the E. & N. at I 
llarwood, and the colliery company's! 
engines will haul the cars down to the 
waterfront to the transfer slip. It is 
to lie built near the bunker wharf. As 
Is known, the C. P. R. ami '.he West- 
ern Fuel company have been negotiat- 
ing for some time in refdrence to the 
railway company securing a transfer 
slip on the waterfront. All papers in 
connection with the matter have now 
been completed, and work will start 
Immediately. By the deal the Western 
Fuel company gives the C. P. B. con- 
nection with Hie waterfront by run- 
ning over the colliery company's tracks 
known as the llarwood line. A junc- 
tion is made witli the E. & N. at .llar- 
wood, and the company's engines then 
haul the cms down along to the water- 
front past Xo. 1 mine to the tilling 1n 
and to the transfer slip. The filling 
in will lie levelled oft to make yard- 
age and team room, the idea being to 
iitiliz-.c the space here for the loading 
and unloading of freight for the local 
trade. The. track which now comes to 
this point will eventually be extended 
across Commercial street and along 
Bastion street ravine to the Red Fir 
Lumber company's sawmill and thence 
to the Western Fuel company's mine at 
North Held. 

This announcement is a Very impor- 
tant one for Nanalmo. Not only does 
it mean tho expending of a consider- 
able amount of motley immediately in 
the city, lint it means that a large 
amount of trade is secured for the fu- 
ture. Business is growing on the is- 
land, and the E. & N. has been taxed 
to its utmost to handle freight. At 
present the transfer slip tit Ladysmlth 
is inadequate to handle tho traffic-. 

The C. P. B. is handicapped by reason 

of having to contend witli tides at 
Plumper's pass. At Nanaimo no such 
difficulty will be met, for at no time 
will tho transfer barge be delayed in 
entering and leaving Nanalmo harbor. 
Tides will not affect it and "'ors svtU 
not delay it. It is not stated definite- 
ly by C. P. B. officials, but It is not too 
much lo assume that eventually all tho 
island traffic will connect with tho 
mainland by way of Nanalmo. This at 
once makes Nanalmo an important 
centre on Vancouver island. 

There are other matters in connec- 
tion witli Hie work which also have an 
important bearing on the city. Tho 
much required connection with Brech- 
in mines is now assured, and at the 
same time an important industry, the 
sawmill, gets greatly increased ship- 
ping facilities. There is also the mal- 
let of convenience to local merchants 
in the matter of receiving freight. 'With 
a freight yard just a few yards from 
the main street where cars can lie re- 
ceived without delay it is n matter of 
much convenience to local business 
people. 

Xo doubt the Western Fuel company 
will be benellttod in the deal by reason 
of increased shipping faxlltlcs. It Is 
not known what arrangement they 
have made with the C. IV B. ill tile 
matter of remuneration for hauling its 
curs, hut it is evidently satisfactory 
tu the C. 1'. B., and if the coal com- 
pany benefits thereby so much the bet- 
ter, for correspondingly as a local 
company is henetlited so will the city 
feel the result.

Failure of Salmon Run Affects New 
Caledonian and Upper 
Fraser 



The Indians of tho Now Caledonia 
region and tho Upper Fraser are face 
to face with what practically will 
amount to famine unless measures for 
their relief during the coming winter 
urn adopted. The complete failure of 
tho salmon run to tho Upper Fraser Is 
tlie cause. 

since time Immemorial the staple ar- 
ticle of food of the Indian has been 
salmon, and with thai Rone he must 
be assisted or starve. For some time 
he has only been able, as one of the 
canners put it, "to obtain a square 
meal once In four years," when fol- 
lowing the usual cycle the full year 
of the salmon run crops up again, but 
In the poorest of the lean years ho has 
always been able to sec ure an ample 
supply which, when drln,\ will last 
him through the winter. 

It Is understood that the Hudson's 
Bay company has brought, lo tho at- 
tention of tho Indian department the 
condition of tho Indians at Stuart lake. 
Hero thcro was no run of salmon at 
all, .and tho Indians will require in- 
stant relief. 

Tho Fraser canyon was virtually de- 
serted tills year by the Indians. Hon. 
J. H. Turner expressed his surprise at 
tho unwonted Bight, Formerly the 
canyon was alive with Indians, and 
i .tho smell of drying flsh' could he 



caught from the train In passing. On 
the occasion of his passage through 
thi:: year ho saw hardly an Indian. In- 
stead of the hundreds of nude Indians 
Ashing at the different starves in the 
canyon, this year he could observe 
merely a few solitary ones, mostly old 
and descreplt. 

Just what measures of relief will be 
adopted by the Dominion government 
is not known yet. but prompt action 
will have to lie taken. 

The matter furnishes a striking 
commentary of the neglect of the Do- 
minion government to observe the 
warnings of the provincial fisheries 
commissioner, J. P. Babcock, in regard 
lo (lie depletion of salmon.

For the Woods 

The hunting season opens today and 
the woods arc literally full of the nu- 
merous parlies who lor days past 
have been making preparations for ex- 
peditions to their favorite districts. 
Many have come from across the 
Sound and the Mainland, realizing that 
the points to be reached from Victoria 
are the best, from a sportsman's point 
of view, on the whole coast, The sea- 
sons opening today aro: 

Ducks of all kinds, snipe, bittern, 
heron, pjovor, meadow lark. From 
September 1 to February 28. 

Grouse. of nil kinds, Including prairie 
chicken and ptarmigan. From .Septem- 
ber 1 to December SI. 

.Moose (bull), caribou (bull), elk or 
wapiti (bull) and hare. By older-ln- 
council a close season is declared in 
certain districts. From September 1 
to December 31. 

Deer, mountain goat, mountain sheep 
(ram). By order-ln-councll a close 
season is declared in certain districts. 
From September 1 to December 15, 

The order-ln-counci! in regard to 
game follows: 

Close season for all birds mentioned 
in schedule "B" of the "Game Protec- 
tion Act 1S9S." In the municipality nf 
Chllilwack until 15th u£ October, 1907, 
inclusive. 

Close season for prairie chicken, wil- 
low grouse, and blue grouse in the 
Okanagan Electorial district, until 
September 1, 1910, 

Close ::eason for mountain sheep 
(rams) In the Llllooet and Caribou 
Electorial districts, from and after the 
14th day of- November In each year. 

Close •season for all birds mentioned 
in schedule "B" of the "Game Protec- 
tion Act 1S0S," In the municipality of 
Kent (Agassi*) until the 15th of Oc- 
tober, 1907, inclusive: 

Close season for prairie chicken in 
the Kamloops Electorial district, until 
the 31st day of August. 1D0B, Inclusive. 

It is probable that the pheasant sea- 
son will lie open on October l. on Van- 
couver Island and adjacent islands, and 
probably on October 1 em the Main- 
land, it being expected thai an order 
in-COUncil will be passed ,o' thai ef- 
fect. 

Not for six or seven years, in the 
opinion of Chief Chime Warden Henld 
of the (V P. P., has there been such 
an excellent showing of game of all 
kinds. "Pine grouse arc of course 
always rather scarce," he said the other 
day, "bin the willow grouse are thick.

very slim. 1 do not condemn hunting 
With hounds altogether, as it can be 
done in a much more sportsmanlike 
way than many gangs at present do 
it, bul I consider that its abolition 
would be a wise act, and would allow 
the deer to increase far more than 
they are doing at the present time.

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HOW TO HUNT DEER 

An Experienced Sportsman Pro! 
Some Good Advice 



The outgoing 
yesterday and today with enthusiastic 
sportsmen on a hunt for deer, which 
are reported as very plentiful at num- 
erous points along the line of the IS. 
& N, railway and sections adjacent. 
R. Clapham, writing In Rod and Gun 
In Canada, gives some views on the 
question of still hunting which will 
be read With especial Interest just 
now. lie says: 

"There are strong adherents to both 
styles of hunting, but I think that the 
true sportsmen, men who g" to the 
woods for the real pleasures and hard- 
ships of a hunt, aiol with no desire to 
make their trip a paying proposition, 
will agree that, slill hunting is. infin- 
itely more sporting and more scien- 
tific than hunting with hounds. 

"There are of course points in favor 
of hounding deer as well as in still 
huntng, but without a doubt, I think the 
still hunt Is the best and most legi- 
timate method of killing deer, 

"I quite expect to have a clamor 
raised about my devoted head by tin- 
devotees of hounding, but I am quite 
willing to listen to their side of the 
question and shall be only too glad 
to read anything which such devotees 
may deem fit to write upon the sub- 
ject. 

"Personally [ have both still hunted 
and used hounds In the north woods, 
and have successfully brought deer to 
hand by both methods, yet when on 
such trips 1 have seen much which 
has quite put the hounding of game 
into a back seat In my estimation. . 

".Many people claim that a hunter's 
camp is not complete without Its com- 
plement of hounds, 
are many who arc 
dispense with such 
outfit. Otiters ciaii 
hunting alone is alb 
more accidents thi 
is running hounds 
happen under the 1 
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Accidents will 
si regulated olr- 
hul with proper care and 
nulion, fatal accidents in the 
ds should be few and far between. 
"There are people in every commun- 
ity who will shoot at anything which 
moves in the woods, .and who should 
not bo allowed lo handle firearms at 
all, and it is such people, who; if 
hounding was prohibited, would in all 
probability give up the Sport, fur 
they are not capable of still-hunting 
a sheep, much less a deer, and with 
no one to put out their dogs for them, 
they would soon give up in disgust 
ami take to shooting cotton-tails 
nearer home,

any deer which might break cover 
Into the open, and a fusllado of lead 
has swept the air around the luckless 
animal which was forced by 
hounds within their range. 1 1 
more than once seen fleer jum] 
within a circle of fourt#*n or 
hunters, who nearly all took 
a1 the game, and even then, it had to 
be finally killed at close quarters; yet 
they were out for sport. 

"A true sportsman loves the music 
of the hounds, and no one does so 
more than myself, but If these people 
want a rousing hunt with plenty of 
hound music, and a chance to' fire a 
few shots once In a While, let them go 
fox hunting in a more open country 
somewhere nearer homo, and leave tho 
deer undisturbed.

Previous to that, others of us had 
killed ib-er, and had out most Of them 
up for camp meat, yet when wo re- 
lumed to town, rather expecting a 
little taste of the buck thai the ten- 
derfoot laid shot, we were greeted with 
the statement that tin- deer was sold, 
anil tho proceeds had covered tho 
hunter's expenses and also bought his 
winter underwear. 1 thought that 
youth was going to blossom into a 
fairly decent sportsman at one timo, 
but I was woefully deceived, and have 
ever since been extremely careful to 
know with what sort of a person or 
persons I have joined for a hunt. 

"The man who goes hunting with 
the idea. In his mind thai If he can 
only kill enough game to pay his ex- 
penses, ho will be all right, should go 
and hunt rats with a terrier, and 
leave true sportsmanship to those 
who undertsand tho real meaning of 
it. 

"The big gangs think more of tho

Into tho country round the vicinity of 
our towns, and tho insectivorous birds

"The ol fenders arc people who never 
by any chance venture afield when 
the weather Is cool, and autumn or 
winter are with us; Instead, they go 
out when the birds are nesting and 
tho sun is warm, and amuse them- 
selves by shooting birds, quite un- 
mindful thai they aro thus destroying 
far more than they actually shoot, for 

the simple reason that tho young 

broods, when llioir parents are de- 
stroyed, die of starvation. 
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Parliament Buildings — This magnifi- 
cent pile of buildings is acknowledged 
to lie one of the mosl handsome struc- 
tures on tho continent, It overlooks 
Victoria and Is within five minutes 
walk of the Tourist Rooms.

j sportsmen to learn that at no time in 

j the nasi, ten years has game been 
j so plentiful In British Columbia, and 
I that intending huntsmen have great 
treats in stun- for them. All of the 
favorite districts are well stocked, due 
in a large measure to tho untiring ef- 
forts of Provincial (lame Warden A. 
Bryan Williams and his fine corps Of 
assistants. The appropriation given 
the game warden for the employment 
of salaried patrols has resulted in the 
routing of unscrupulous game seekers 
who have been wont to slaughter the 
game right and left, not through a 
spirit of sport, bul merely to satisfy 
thai brutal Instinct to kill. 

Before the Installation of active sal- 
aried patrol, the Llllooet district, one 
of the biggest and finest game districts 
In tho province, was infested by Chll- 
cotln Indians, who were in the habit 
of breaking the game laws and would 
go In there and dry their meat, They 
would slaughter mountain sheep, 
fawns, and all they could lay their 
hands on, and in many ways made 
mal tors disagreeable for tourists. All 
this has changed since Joe Russell was 
installed there as patrol, and tho In- 
dians have been made to observe the 
game laws.

can be gained from the report of Mr, 



especially on this island. Up the line 
grouse aro plentiful, more so than last 
year, and there are more ducks at this 
time than in years past, the recent big 
storms having brought them down. 
Vancouvc r Island Is good right now 
for elk and black bear, and the other 
districts are said to be equally well 
stocked. 

When tho party of twenty-throe 
sportsmen and sportswomen, including 
Lord nnd Lady Hlndllp', left several 
days ago for a six weeks' hunting trip 
to the Telegraph Creek district, in 
Casslar, they helped along the pro- 
tection fund by ¥1150, each of them 
paying in the regulation $50 for a li- 
cense. Lady Hlndllp has been a mem- 
ber of many great, hunting expeditions 
and she took part In hunts In Africa. 
She took out a personal license In this 
province. 

It Is estimated by" Mr. Williams that 
every tourist Coming to British Colum- 
bia to hunt, leaves on an average of 
$1500 Ir. tlM province. Provisions are 
high in the different districts, and then 
there are the salaries of Indian guides 
at from ?-l to $0 a day, the rental of 
horses and the purchase of necessar- 
ies for the trio. 

"The great renown attained by Bri- 
tish Columbia as a haven for hunts- 
men has been the means of bringing 
considerable capital to Victoria," de- 
clares Mr. Williams.

& the Islands of Alaska by Dixon's 
Entrance its western shore fronting 
upon the' ocean. The Queen Charlotte 
gr up consists of two principal islands 
and a considerable number of smaller 
ones They extend In a northwesterly 
direction from 51 degrees, 50 minutes 
to r >i degrees, lf> minutes. The length 
of 'the group is 205 miles. Graham 
Island Is triangular In shape. It is 
75 miles long, and at its broadest 
point, which Is on the B4th paral- 
lel it Is G5 miles wide. Masset In- 
let' and its several arms take up a 
considerable part of the interior. Vi- 
rago Sound and Beimels Sound aro 
the other chief arms of the sea break- 
ing the contour of the coast. The land 
surface of the Island Is about 2,a00 
square miles. It Is, generally speak- 
ing much broken and there are some 
mountains of notable elevations. It 
contains considerable arable land, but 
is chiefly valuable on account of its 
timber and mining resources, tho 
principal mineral known to exist in 
quantity being coal, both anthracite 
and bituminous. Tho Island lias not 
been at all thoroughly prospected, and 
the same observation applies to tha 
Other members of the Queen Charlotto 
group. Writing In 1S77, Admiral 
Cochrane said: "The climate of 
Queen Charlotte Islands, thus tem- 
pered by ocean currents Is mild, and 
their resources from agriculture, min- 
ing and llsherlos will, at no distant 
date be an element of wealth to the 
Canadian Government." As yet very 
little has been done towards the utili- 
zation of any of the resources of thoso 
islands, and the number of settlors 
upon them is very small. 
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In the fall of 1001, Mr. C. A. Mur- 
dock, Of Kansas City, Mo., with Ills 
• friend, Mr. Henry Hunter, of Milwau- 
kee,, Wis., Dr. J. K. Moore, of Alliance, 
Neb., and myself, spent .several weeks 
in Wyoming, hunting elk and other 
game. Wo were near the Yellowstone 
River wliere it passes into the Yellow- 
stone National Park, and just south of 
the Park, in what is known as "Two 
Occati Pass." Our trip was fairly suc- 
cessful, and we there conceived the 
idea - of hunting big game, outside of 
the United Statbs. 

We wanted moose, especially, now 
very scarce in the We'stern States. 

Dr. Moore corresponded with parties 
in British Columbia, received encour- 
aging accounts of the hunting there, 
and our trip to the Cassiar country 
was decided upon. 

Mr. Murdock and I left Kansas City, 
at 9.10, the evening of Aug. 13th, 100(3, 
arrived at Council Bluffs, Iowa, the 
morning of the 14th and at St. Paul, 
the same evening, two hours late. 

The train for the west had left, and 
wo were compelled to spend the night 
in St, Paul, stopping at the Hotel 
Ryan, where wo found good accommo- 
dation, but wo regretted the delay of 
twelvo hours. 

The trip from Council Bluffs to St. 
Paul at this season of the year is espe- 
cially Interesting. We passed over a 
large and fertile tract of country, per- 
haps none more so, in the west. Ele- 
gant agricultural land, nearly the en- 
tiro day, covered with wheat, corn and 
oats, in what seemed unlimited abund- 
ance. Arrived at Moose Jaw, Canada, 
a prosperous town on the Canadian 
Pacific Railroad, too late to make con- 
nections witli train going west, re- 
maining there until nearly midnight, 

Our train from Moose Jaw for the 
,,wcst, was made up at that place, and 
not being the regular train, was with- 
out a dining car. 

At Medicine Hat, a town o£ somo 
importance, wo were directed by the. 
train people, to go to a restaurant 
near the depot for breakfast. The bill 
of fare was inferior coffee and unpala- 
table, unnameable sandwiches, a re- 
pulsive Chinaman was in charge, with 
untidy Indian girls as waiters. A lady 
called for tea, which in course of time 
was brought. Its color was very dark; 
in that respect, it had the appearance 
of coffee. The lady asked: "Is this 
tea?" The girl, Indignant at the ques- 
tion, replied in her broken English, in 
a loud voice: "it" you tlon't believe 
him, smell him." 

To add to our annoyance, we were 
under the impression that our steamer 
was to sail on the morning of tiie 18th. 
En route, our courteous railroad con- 
ductor telegraphed to an official In 
Vancouver, explaining our delay of 
twenty-four hours, which was the 
fault of the railroad and asked that the 
boat wait for us. He received a reply 
later, greatly to our relief, that the boat 
did not sail' until twenty-three o'clock 
Saturday August 18th, which is eleven 
o'clock p'm, 

Our delay was now causing us to be 
cine day late getting into Vancouver, 
whore we arrived August 18th, at 7.25 
i.. in. The five—<Jays' trip had made | 
railroad travel exceedingly distasteful! 
unci monotonous, and we were greatly 
pleased to meet our friend, Dr. Moore, 
and his hunting companion, Mr. Frank | 
.Jones, of Knoxvllie, Tenn., at the de- 
pot. 

We had, in Wyoming, two years ago. 
found Dr. Moore, to be a genial, cour- 
teous gentleman, unexcelled in the re- 
quirements tor camp life in the moun- 
tains. 

We went aboard our boat, the "Prin- 
cess Beatrice," at eleven o'clock in the 

evening, but she did not sail until ;;.3U j i 
the following morning, August 19tli.lt 
The "Beatrice" is IJOt'a large boat, but j t 
she is of modern construction, and we | J 
find her quite comfortable. Bill of fare, j I 
very satisfactory, officers courteous , f 
.and obliging. Our staterooms are very i t 
small, but our beds are good. Today j £ 
we are continually in sight of snow ^ 
capped mountains. The scenery is in- j f 
teresting, the weather cool and refresh- 
ing. 

August 20th: Our pleasant weath- 
er continues. Tile scenery is unchang- 
ed and becoming monotonous. This 
inland passage in most places seems 
like a wide river. Qn both sides are 
low' hills covered with pine and other 
similar evergreen timber. We passed 
today at two p.m. an interesting 
mountain on a small island called 
"The Chinese Hat." From a distance 
it had the appearance of a Mexican 
hat, or a hay stack. As we approach 
it its form seems to have changed. It 
has lost its round appearance. Today 
we saw several whales. One of them 
came near the boat. They spouted 
water vigorously. AVe were much in- 
terested in them. They were the first 
that I had ever seen. Weather still 
' fair, a little cool, requiring an over- 
coat When on deck to be comfortable, 
reminding one of late October or early 
November, but not "chill November's 
surly blast." 

August 21st: Arose at 7.30. Break- 
fast at the usual hour, eight o'clock. 
Arrived at Port Simpson, B. < '. at 8.30. 
Many Indians live here. A few totem 
poles are to bo seen. Most of the In- 
dian inhabitants are absent fishing. 
This is a. balmy, springlike morning, 
warmer than yesterday, though farther 
north. Port Simpson seems to have a 
population of from six to eight hun- 
dred. Tide not. in. Ordinarily, the 
daily tide is twenty feet, and at times 
twenty-six feet. We are nil very well 
this morning. The trip continues to 
bo enjoyable. Would be more so if 1 
could hear that all were well at home. 
Arrived at Ketchikan, the first town 
in Alaska on our trip, tit 2.30 p.m. Re- 
mained there an hour or more. This, 
a thriving down of probably fifteen 
hundred Inhabitants, is especially not- 
ed for its rich copper mines, some gold 
mines also, besides important lumber 
industries. It is a prosperous town, 
and hits a bright future. On the edge 
of the town is a river, the name of 
which I fail to remember, we saw our 
first salmon. The water is literally 
filled with them. At the foot of the 
falls, near the town, there is a broad 
pool where there seems to lie a thou- 
sand or more fish hi sight. The river 
is very low, making it impossible for 
the fish lo get lip the falls, though 
they are continually trying to do so, 
jumping at a. height which seems mar- 
velous to 111'?.

We were trying- to get a 
shot at sonne sheep, and for that rea- 
son did not attempt to shoot the fox. 

September 7th: Bright frosty morn- 
ing. No success today. Saw twenty- 
four sheep, were close to several 
bunches, but found no rams. Return- 
ed to camp early, Cor In the afternoon 
il became very foggy. 

September 8th: Starting at 6.15, 
again ver\- foggy. Delayed by fog on 
the mountain side for four hours. Saw 
thirty-one sheep, but none that I 
wanted. Dr. Moore and frank saw 
several rams, but it was too foggy to 
shoot successfully. Frank killed a gout 
today on the mountain near camp. 

September !Hh: Bast evening sheep 
were seen on the mountain side 
through field glasses from camp. At 
six o'clock this morning Dr. Moore, 
Frank and the two guides sarted after 
them. At 7.45 we heard shootfrtg. A 
few moments after nine the hunters 
returned with a pair of 'splendid horns, 
Dr. Moore the proud owner. They 
measure thirteen inches In circumfer- 
ence, thirty-five inches long, and 
twenty-one inch spread, a superior 
specimen of the Stone sheep.

Eleven years ago ajnan by the name 
of Stone from N.CW York conceived 
the idea that a new species of cari- 
bou could bo found in the Northwes- 
tern part of B. C. The way the story 
runs, he was a salesman In a carpet 
store, with very little means. By dis- 
posing of all of his worldly goods he 
became possessed of $1,500. Though 
entirely without experience; he ■went lo 
Ii. C. in quest of this supposed new 
species of caribou. After days of mis- 
spent energy and money, he returned 
to Telegraph Creel;, his trip as he sup- 
posed an entire failure. He had se- 
cured no new caribou, but had killed a 
number of sheep. Returning to New 
York lie reported bis failure, but turn- 
ed over to the proper State authori- 
ties his trophies, which proved to bo a 
new and heretofore unknown species 
■ of -sheep; Mr. Stone was brought Into 
I immediate, notoriety, and the newly 
'discovered sheep were named for him. 

To add to the good fortune of today, 
Jimmy Hawkins, our cool;, went Out 
with Mr. Murdbck's rifle and returned 
In less than three hours with a pair of 
horns that compare, favorably with any 
yet secured. Frank with Jimmy the 
guide came In alter dark with a fairly 
good head, making three sheep today. 
I saw today at two o'clock a grizzly 
bear and her cubs. They were fully a 
mile and a half away, and only visible 
to me by the use of my field glasses." 
My guide, a young man of twenty", 
bad no gun. and 1 was afraid to tackle 
the trio without backing. I sent my 
guide to camp to borrow the Doctor's 
gun. We started down the mountain 
and had traveled some distance, when 
we came to an impassable precipice. 

It was then too late in the afternoon 
to find the accessible route, and I was 
forced to give up the chase. 1 am 
perhaps the only man in our party who 
would have failed to go after the bear 
at first sight; 

September 10th: Frosty. The 
brightest morning of all. We saw a 
large silver tip bear where 1 had scon 
the three grizzlies yesterday, We at 
once started after him. but were not 
successful in getting a shot. He was, 
when Eirsl seen, probably two miles 
from us. I was nearly worn out when 
we got lo where we ha 
Ing.

It has been 
raining all day, and the condition of 
our camping place may be imagined. 
We estimate that we have traveled 
sixty miles today, and think that we 
have covered a little more than half 
the distance to Wrangell. We saw a 
number of eagles during the day, and 
[did 'some shooting from the boat, but 
clvlll- j found it impossible to shoul accurately 
iclally j with rifles, owing to tile motion of tho 
Which ! boat. 

Early ibis morning we noticed a cow 
moose on the river bank, and think it 
was the same one we saw yesterday. 
Out within easy shooting distance of 
il. 11 has been a rainy, cold, cheerless, 

disagreeable day, Supper !s over, the 
batter cukes that I had prepared and 
cooked, were complimented. No one 
complains of our meager evening meal, 
notwithstanding the fact that we have 
sand in our food, we have sand In our 
blankets, In our clothing, figuratively 
speaking, sand in abundance has been 
needed for this river trip, and in our 
journeying' over mountains, hills and 
valleys, trips often tiresome almost to 
the point of exhaustion, yet fascinat- 
ing in tlie extreme. We contrast our 
condition tonight with the luxuries of 
our homes, and Ihlnk and say: "What 
fools these mortals be!" 

October '7 th : Starting at 0.30. Foggy, 
not so cold as yesterday at this hour. 
Ealing our lunch at twelve o'clock op- 
posite (he Greal Glacier, boat drifting 
as we eat. A pot of Cold beans cooked 
with bacon are very acceptable. 

Twenty minutes consumed at lunch, 
and we again take the oar. At three 



It is true we walked part of tile time, 
but the greater part of the distance we 
crawled and climbed over the ledger 
and shelves of oblique, Irregular, slimy 
rocks, that formed the narrow ocean 
beach, sliding, falling and bruising our- 
selves continually. Above and adjoin- 
ing the beach were rocks perpendicu- 
lar and impassable, or a dense jungle 
that no man could penetrate. By the 
aid und generosity of our hosts, the 
two fishermen, we managed to get 
some supper, after which we spread 
our wet blankets down on their wet 
floor, and slept In spite of the furious, 
raging, howling tempest that seemed 
to threaten 'destruction to the house 
that partly sheltered us, for the dash- 
ing rain came pouring through the In- 
sufficient roof. 

October 9th: We are still five miles 
from Wrangell. At eight o'clock the 
storm subsided, and the sea is smooth 
and calm, not a wave disturbs its sur- 
face. We have employed the two fish- 
ermen to assist us over the channel to 
Wrangel. With three experlenetd 
men at the oars the voyage is easy, 
t ! Nearlng the opposite shore we pass 
1 ! "Dead .Man's Island." Many years ago 
Indians from two hostile tribes met 
and fought on this little Island. Xo 
quarters were asked or given, there 
was no means of retreat for the van- 
quished. A few, and only a few of 
the victors were the sole survivors 
after the sanguinary conflict. This 
island Is now used as an Indian bury- 
ing ground. We crossed the channel 
in forty minutes. On our right and 
near our boat a loon is sitting on the 
water, apparently undisturbed by our 
approach. Can it be that this is the 
same loon, that on the lake away up 
in the mountains gave us as we im- 
agined, a warning that it was time for 
us to turn our faces homeward'.' 

We are landing at Wrangell at 9.40 
a.m. Thanks to a kind Providence, we 
now trust that our trials anil tribula- 
tions are over. Our morning trip con- 
sumed an hour and fifteen minutes. 

October 10th: Devoted most of our 
time today to drying our moose scalps 
and packing our trunks. The steamer 
Seattle, arrived at noon. We regret 
greatly that we cannot get off on her, 
but our skins and scalps were not dry 
enough to pack. In making this trip 
we have been extravagant in the ex- 
penditure of time, labor and money, 
and we feel thai it would be very un- 
wise not to have our trophies properly 
cared for. 

October II lb: We are waiting pa- 
tiently for the steamer "Humboldt," 
our baggage all in readiness, boat 
pected at. any hour. 

October 12th: Another day of wait 
ing. 

October 1 3th: "When will the stca 
mer arrive, when can wo gel starte 
home?" This is the question now up 
pernios) in the minds of us all. Till 



We have passed 
Tacoma, change cars at Arbourn Junc- 
tion, and start east al 4.30 p.m. 

October 18th: Arrived at Spokane 
at N.l r>, train two hours late, losing 
time the entire day. Some distance 
east of Spokane we pass through miles 
and miles of what seemed to be pine 
forest, part of the trees of natural foli- 
age ami appearance, other trees, and 
I be majority have .yellow foliage. We 
have never before seen this variety of 
pine. Upon enquiry we learn that the 
trees with the yellow foliage are not 
pine but tamarack. So to me here Is 
something new under the sun. I had 
never seen the tamarack before. Mur- 
doch had seen it in his early boyhood 
in Wisconsin, but It Is an addition to 
my limited chapter of knowledge: 
Leaving Missouri at 9.55, three hours 
and fifty-live minutes late. 

October 19th: We pass through 
Bozeman at eight a.m. four hours late; 
through Livingstone at H.hvi, four hours 
late. We side track for all fast east 
bound trains to pass us and for all 
west trains, freight included. 

Starting again. Amazing grace ! At 
Billing's we are nearly five hours kite. 
We recognize Tallica, east of Billing's, 
as the station where more than two 
years ago we left the main line of the 
Burlington for Cody, when on our elk 
hunt. Pass Sheridan at 7.10 p.m., five 
hours late. 

October 20th: Snowed at night. Se- 
veral inches of snow al Alliance, Ne- 
braska, when at nine a.m. we are still 
about five hours late. We are due in 
Kansas City at 11 p.m., but did not ar- 
rive thei'e until 3.40, the morning of 
the U 1 st. After an absence of seventy 
days during which we killed, as before 
stated, eleven mountain sheep, six 
bull moose and one goat, we traveled 
including our wanderings and tours in 
the mountains, approximately scv.cn 
thousand miles, at a cost aggregating 
?J,0uo.00. Tho sights we saw and tho 
experiences we have had would afford 
material for an interesting and volu- 
minous book. Intensely so to lovers of 
out door sports, but unfortunately no 
one of our number has the faculty or 
gift of relating our experiences In a 
manner that would even in a small 
degree do justice to our advantages. 
An interesting chapter descriptive of 
Level .Mountain could be written, it

October 14th: Early morning, gloomy 
skies, rough sea, many gulls following 
our boat. for amusement Murdock 
cut an apple in several pieces and 
threw them one at a time into the sea. 
in the rear of the steamer. The gulls 
would light down on the water to gel 
them, the more fortunate bird bearing 
off the prize in an Incredibly short 
time after It had reached the water. 
Later, a tray of rejected food from 
the basket table was cast overboard. 
Instantly, in number apparently a hun- 
dred, gulls lit down on the floating 
food. They were feeding on the water 
when we passed out ot sight. 1 had 
seen very few of these birds before 
this trip. While here they are so very 
common, they are interesting to me. 
Usually they are white, yet some of 
them, perhaps the younger ones are a 
light yellow. About the size of a crow, 
but lighter in weight I should think. 
They are web footed, and as much ot 
ease on water as a duel;. At. 10.30 wo 
are passing "The Princess May," an 
English steamer, and later a smaller 
boat, "The Dolphin." 

October 16th: We were four hours 
In crossing Queen Charlotte Sound 
last night, on a rough sea. Some of 
the passengers were sea sick. A brisk? 
wind blowing this morning. Weather' 
variable, sunshine, clouds, fog and 
rain. We console ourselves however, 
that twenty-four, hours will bind us at 

Seattle. We arc not pleased with tho 
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I, that has scarcely been percep- 
and you can see mountains, val- 
iinl lakes in every direction. It 
moved to be a high, Indulging 
table-land, covered with willow and 
other shrubs which grow smaller and 
smaller as you ascend.

forest; a closer Inspection, however, 
will show that much of it Is not wood- 
ed, that it is broken country of hills 
and hollOWS, swamps, bogs, thickets 
and lakes.

"What is theology but the sense of 
tilings divine'.'". The views held as to 
the nature of the Deity would neces- 
sarily be different In an age when the 
world was supposed to be a disc,

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What to Do In Emergencies 

For severe cuts, until you can get 
a doctor, first bathe the cut with 
warm water which has boiled, let it 
Meed a little to wash away any for- 
Ign matter, then hold iho cut to- 
gether, cover it with a soft piece of 
perfectly clean cloth and either put 
on a bandage or hold it on firmly un- 
til the doctor conies to put in tho 
stitches. 

In burns, which naturally are very 
painful, apply grease as soon as pos- 
sible, wrap up tho burnt place in soft 
cloths to exclude tho air and renew 
the grease often, as it dries quickly. 
Carron oil or vaseline are about the 
best to use, but if you cannot get 
these quickly put on lard or butter, 
lard preferably, as the salt In the but- 
ter will smart on a raw surface. Al- 
cohol is also good for burns, wrapped 
In with soft cloths and covered with 
a dry bandage. 

Ill fainting, lay tho person down and 
havo tho head low, so that tho blood 
can get to tho brain. It is the ab- 
sence of blood from the brain that 
causes talntncss. If there is no place 
to lay the person down, if you bend 
the head over lower than the heart 
they will soon revive. It is useless, if 
it is a woman, to undo her dress or 
take off her collar; simply lav them 
out straight or get Into the fresh air, 
so as lo restore equal circulation. 

A simple remedy for a severe head- 
ache is to take a cathartic ami also 
have a hot foot -hat Ii containing a cup 
of mustard to a bucket of water.

Household Hints and Recipes 

Instead of a dinner menu I propose 
to give a. few recipes for afternoon 
teas this week. 

Egg and Tomato Sandwiches, 
Shrimp Sandwiches. 
Jlontreiix Sandwiches. 
Auckland Cake. *> 

Coffoo Sponge Cakes. .\ 
Macaroons. , 
Curd Cheesecakes. 
Sultana Cake. 

Kgg and Tomato Sandwiches — Re- 
quired: Three hard boiled eggs; to- 
mato puree; parsley; half an ounce 
of butter; pepper and salt. "When the 
egg and butter are blended, add 
enough thick tomato puree (sold in 
bottles as "Conserve") to taste and 
make all a nice rich color. Chop the 
whites of egg roughly and add to tho 
mixture also a little finely chopped 
parsley. With thin bread and butter 
make the above into sandwiches and 
arrange in a circle on a dainty 
d'oyley, 

Shrimp Sandwiches — Kcquired: One 
pint of pooled shrimps; three ounces 
of butter; cayenne pepper; thin brown 
broad and butter. When you havo 
picked all the shrimps carefully allow 
three ounces of butter for every pint; 
dissolve this In a saucepan; add tho 
shrimps—with cayenne pepper to taste, 
and let all get quito hot. Turn all 
into a deep plate, smooth flat and 
when set, use for sandwiches with thin 
brown bread and butter. 

Montreux Sandwiches — Required : 
Two hard boiled eggs; tcaspoonful of 
capers; tcaspoonful of parsley; cay- 
enne pepper; anchovy sauco; one 
ounco of butter; thin bread and' but-i 
tcr. Poll two eggs till hard and pound 
in a mortar with one ounce of butter, 
sufficient anchovy essence to make all 
a good pink color; a tcaspoonful of 
chopped parsley nnd the same quan- 
tity of capers chopped after meiiour- 
ing; when well pounded, spread on 
slices of new bread, cover with it thin 
slice of' bread and butter, stamp in 
fancy shape and arrange daintily. 

Auckland Cake — Required: Threo 
ounces of butter; four ounces of castor 
sugar; a few drops of vanilla essence: 
three eggs; five ounces of flour; threo 
ounces of rice flour; ' one tcaspoonful 
of baking powder. Cream tho butter 
and sugar and add to It the vanilla 
essence. Boat the yolks of the eggs 
and whites separately and add tho su- 
gar and butter. Now add (beating 
all the time) the flour and ground rice, 
with a tcaspoonful of baking powder. 
Beat all together thoroughly for five 
minutes and bake in a moderate oven 
for three-quarters of an hour. Servo 
this cake tho day It is made. 

Coffee Sponge Cakes — Required; 
Four .sponge cakes; one gill of double 
cream; a tcaspoonful of castor sugar; 
two teaspoonfuls of coffee; water ic- 
ing. Take sponge cakes, which should 
he stale, and cut each Into throe. Di- 
vide each of these pieces across so as 
to have suitable pieces for sandwich 
making. Whip the cream, sugar and 
coffee together, only discontinue when 
tho mixture is on the point of turning 
to butter. Spread half the pieces of 
cake with this mixturo and cover with 
tho remainder, lightly dusting tho 
whole with castor sugar. Cover each 
sandwich with water icing and orna- 
ment as desired. 

Macaroons — Required: Half a pound 
of ground almonds, half a pound 
of fine castor sugar; thrco whites^of 
eggs; tlie juice of half a lemon; wafer 
paper. These excellent biscuits aro 
not difficult to make and when cold 
should not be crisp. Put the whites 
of eggs into a basin, add the sugar 
gradually and stir for some time till 
tho mixture is perfectly smooth, then 
add tho lemon juice, and lastly tho 
ground almonds. Mix thoroughly for 
about ton minutes, then lay out tho 
mixture in little heaps on wafer paper 
•and bake on a flat tin in a very slow 
oven till a. light golden color. Place 
in a cool place and when cold cut off 
any superfluous wafer paper. 

Curd Choose Cakes — Required: One 
tablespoonful of rennet; one quart ol 
new milk; four ounces of butter; four 
ounces of sugar; a little nutmeg; two 
Naples biscuits; one ounce of almonds; 
two teaspoonfuls of rose water; six 
ounces of currants; yolks of four eggs; 
one white of egg; short pastry. ' Put 
tho rennet into the milk and set near 
the fire to get quite warm. Break the 
curd with the hand and drain through 
a ccarse sieve. Put into this the but- 
ter, sugar, a little nutmeg, tho biscuits, 
almonds beaten up with the roso 
wattr, six ounces of currants and (ho 
yolks of four eggs, and tho white, of 
one. Lino patty pans with pastry, 
half fill with this mixture; put can- 
died peel on tho top and bako until set, 
in a quick oven, 

Sultana Cake — Required: Three- 
quarters of a pound of flour; heaped 
tcaspoonful of baking powder; 'five 
ounces of butter; five ounces of castor 
sugar; tablespoonful of brandy; mixed 
spice; half a pound of picked sul- 
tai as; two ounces of chopped peel; 
three eggs. Dry the flour thoroughly 
and then pass It through a sieve with 
the baking powder, and a pinch of salt. 
Beat together the butter and castor 
sugar. A tcaspoonful of brandy, In 
which some mixed spice is stirred. In- 
ij the bowl put the washed and picked 
sultanas and the chopped candled peel. 
By degrees work in the eggs to tho 
butter and sugar. Then the dry in- 
gredients very slowly. Beat the Whole 
ftu- five minutes. Place in a carefully 
greased tin and bako steadily. Cover 
With almond pasto and ico If desired, 
or servo with sugar scattered over. 

Paint stains on floors may bo re- 
moved b.v putting a little drop of 
benzine on them, letting it dry, and 
then rubbing the stain with emery 
paper or powdered pumice stone on a 
damp cloth. 

To clean chased brass trays — Wash 
the tray with soap and hot water and 
dry it thoroughly. Cut a lemon In half 
and with it rub the brass until 
clean. Then rinso in warm water, dry 
and polish with a wash leather. The 
fame treatment Is right for brass 
bowls and other ornaments which aro 
now so very popular with artistic 
f'llks. 

Turpentine should bo added to 
starch, A few drops of turpentine ad- 
ded to cold starch or boiled wtarch 
will glvo an excellent gloss to tho linen 
m.d will prevent it from sticking to 
Ibe «*eu. 
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THE HOME GARDEN 

BORDER PLANTS 

This class of plants has not received 
the attention from many of our flower 
lovers that their beauty and useful- 
ness most deservedly entitle them to. 
The- long spell of triple-season wea- 
ther — sometimes winter, sometimes 
spring, intermingled with a few days 
of quite slimmer weather — that we have 
experienced during the last two 
months, lias brought out more prom- 
inently than usual the usefulness of 
many varieties of into spring and 
early summer flowering plants. 

After the gay galaxy of beauty In 
the border that the spring flowering 
bulbs, such as tulips, hyacinths, nar- 
cissi, and so forth, give us, there is i ing In the gi 
too often in many l lower borders a house, bloom 
period of comparative Vlulncss before 
the better known and later summer 
flowering occupants of the border, 
such as iris, peonies, delphiniums, cam- 
panulas, and other varieties, help to 
brighten it up. 

Spring bedding, as it is termed In 
England, where the eool spring season 
often extends from the end of .January 
until early June, gives amide scope 
for the exercise of the use of this class 
of early decorative plants. With our 
usually short, uncertain soring wea- 
ther, this system of .spring bedding 
cannot, as a rule, be successfully car- 
ried out. Although we may not be able 
to have whole beds or borders entirely 
of these plants, such as pansy, violas,! 
primulas, Phlox subulata, forget-me- 1 
nots, Alyssum saxatile, and others of a 
like nature, many of them can be used 
very successfully in an ordinary per- 
ennial or mixed flower border with 
marked success and effectiveness. 

Corydalis Nobllis. — This perfectly 
hardy and showy border plant, a na- 
tive of the frozen north of Siberia, 
should be in every collection. Its long, 
drooping racemes of pule yellow flow- 
ers, together with its attractive and 
graceful fern-like foliage, make it a 
pleasing and showy object In the bor- 
der In April or early in May. Very 
early spring or early in autumn Is the 
best time to transplant this Corydalis. 

Corydalis bulbosa is another variety 
very useful as an early flowering 
plant. This, as Its name Implies, Is a 
bulbous-rooted variety, very useful as 
a border or for rockeries. The bulbs 
Should bo planted early in autumn. 

Phlox subulata (Moss Pink). — The 
several varieties of these beautiful 
dwarf little plants, with their showy, 
compact masses of pink, reddish purple, 
and lilac flowers, make them indis- 
pensable amongst our low-growing 
border and rockery plants. The var- 
ieties rosea, atro-purpurea. and lilacina 
are the most effective and hardy for 
border work, the different shades of 
color being indicated in the specific 
varieties mentioned. A mass of these 
showy little plants makes a very con- 
spicuous soot in a border. The best 
time to plant or divide the clumps of 
this plant is as soon as they are on! 
of flower. Avoid planting them on 
low ground, where water lies during 
winter. Shade and water after plant- 
ing for a while. 

Forget-me-not. — Myosotls grand i- 
flora CM. sylevatica) is the forget-me- 
not that succeds best in gardens. The 
forget-me-not succeeds best in light 
soil and in partial shade, although they 
will give good results in the open bor- 
der. Seed sown in spring or earls' 
summer will give flowering results the 
following year. When once establish- 
ed it seeds and renews itself every 
year, if the situation suits it. The 
blue type is the showiest, although 'the 
pink and white varieties are very 
pretty. No border should lie without 
a clump of these appealingly pretty, 
sentimental, spring and early summer 
flowers.' 

Primula polyantha (garden prim- 
rose). — Primroses delight in a rather 
moist, partially shaded position. A 
hot, sunny position does not suit 
them. They grow readily from seed or 
division. The best time to divide the 
plants la as soon as they arc out of 
flower. Water and shade them care- 
fully for a week or so after planting. 
•Seed sown In spring or early summer 
will produce flowering plants the fol- 
lowing season. There are a great var- 
iety of colors to be had ih garden 
primroses, white, yellow, lilac, and 
brown being the prevailing colors and 
shades. Garden primulas should be 
teen in every flower garden, 

Primula officinalis (English cow- 
Blip)— It is quite hardy as a rule, and 
when treated as described for other 
primulas, makes a pretty border plant. 
In very exposed borders or In the 
northern sections of the province a 
light winter protection may be re- 
quired. Some light rubbish, such as 
old raspberry canes, or a few small 
pieces of brushwood with a few leaves 
or some strawy manure lightly placed 
over the plants about middle of No- 
vember, or a few pine boughs placed 
over the plants until spring, makes a 
good winter protection for primulas 

Primula. Cashmerlana is a very 
beautiful early flowering varletv, It's 
pale blue flowers being very beautiful 
in early spring. Unfortunately, this 
variety is more tender than the ordin- 
ary garden primula or primor.se of the 
polyantha typo. 

Primula vulgaris. the well known 
English hedge primrose, is also ten- 
der and requires protection in winter. 
Some new and strong growing types 
of the polyantha primrose have been 
Introduced recently that are very ef- 
fective as border plants, and are quite 
hardy in most sections of Ontario. 

Papaver Nudlcaule (Iceland Poppy), 
—Plants of this prottv little hardy 
poppy that have wintered over wiil 
also give a fine display of ils pretty 
shell-like flowers. This Is one of the 
best of the poppy family as a cut flow- 
er, and Is very effective for that pur- 
pose. Seed sown in spring and at dif- 
ferent times during the summer will 
give successive batches of bloom (he 
following summer. The Iceland poppy 
is one of our best border plants, es- 
pecially in light soils. 

The plants mentioned are only a few 
of the easily grown border plants thai 
the flower lover can have to brighten 
up the border after the gay, gprlng- 



flowering bulbs have 
showy petals or ha\ 
and dimmed by the approaching heal 
and drought of summer, The pretty 
little bunch of tufted pansy, Viola cor- 
nuta, Alyssum saxRtlle, and some of 
the dwarf early flowering veronicas 
or speedwells, not forgetting the gar- 
den daisies, Pedis nerennls. are quite 
hardy in most parts of Ontario. Those 
and others could be mentioned, but 
more about them, if all is well. In a 
future number. In the meantime pre- 
pare now so as to have some of these 
early flowering beauties in the border 
for the next and successive spring and 
early summer seasons. — SVm. Hunt,

A great many people nowadays are 
trying to "work Into" perennial dow- 
ers, those which grew up \ear after 
year without planting every spring. 
Along with these may be numbered 
such annuals and biennials as self- 
sow, and so are practically perennial. 
Perennials may be bought by the root 
and planted either In fall or spring, but 
its this method is rather expensvc, 
many buy the seeds instead and 30W 
them during the first half of August. 
The best method is to sow the seed ill 
a bed or cold frame, transplant the 
plantlets to another frame when neces- 
sary, and finally into the borders 
where they arc to remain. A protective 
covering of hardwood leaves should be 
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more than GO degrees, At all times 
during growth (after taking from the 
trench) bulbs should be watered free- 
ly. The best potting soil Is that scrap- 
ed from about the roots of grass In old 
rich sod. to which a little loaf mould 
and lie black soil from the edge of a 
barnyard may be added. Tin' number 

of bulbs lo a pot may be judged pretty 
well by the .size of the bulb: If large, 
pin only one iii each pot; if small, from 
three to twelve, depending mi (he 3lzo 
of the pot. 



WORK IN THE GREENHOUSE 
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Cut the spike when the first flower 
opens and place in water without 
over-crowding. Remove the terminal 
buds soon, as this cheeks stalk devel- 
opment ami thrown the strength Into 
ihe larger and earlier maturing flow- 
ers.

man and grower strives after their 
! ideals and In some cases breed out (he 
very qualities that made it desirable, 
because, under the condition's and for 
the purposes with which that seed 
grower was familiar, those qualities 
were objectionable rather than desir- 
able. 

Let us now consider some of the. 
facts and laws of vegetable life, and 
how they may bo taken advantage of 
to produeo seed which will uniformly 
develop Into plants of distinct and de- 
sired types. Every plant originating 
from seed has a definite, distinct, and 
changeless character. This character 
is Inherent in the seed, and is made' 
up of Hie balanced sum of different 
tendencies, potentialities and limita- 
tions of development Inherited in dif- 
ferent degrees from each of its an- 
cestors lor an Indefinite number of 
generations, plus more or less influ- 
ence received from Hie climatic and 
other conditions«effecllng the growth 
ami development of the seed producing 
plant. 

The force of these different ances- 
tral influences is by no means fixed 
or stable- even in plants of the same 
ancestry. Were all the ancestors of 
a plant precisely alike and of tin; de- 
sired type, and the conditions for 
grow th 'equally favorable, all the seeds 
produced by it would develop into 
plants equally like their common an- 
cestors. 

Under the best modern cultural con- 
ditions tlie environment of plants in 
a field is practically the same, lmt 
there is usually a great variation in 
the quantity and quality of the pro- 
duct, most of which variation is duo 
to the differences In the individual 
seed. In the majority of vegetable 
crops the plants are so variable that 
if till per cent of then 
linctlvo merit of the 
as is seen in the I 
the profit and satlsfi 
the crop would in 
doubled.

Such facts show that however valu- 
able may be the part, of the plant 
breeder in the origination i>C new 
tjorts, the great need of the day is not 
for new sorts, but for seed growers 
who will furnish us with better ami 
purer stocks of the varieties we now 
have. The fruit growers have the 
works of such men as Downing and 
Beach, with their full, accurate ami 
clear descriptions of each and every 
variety of fruit, as well as the adapt- 
ability of the different sorts of certain 
places. The poultry fancier has, in 
the Standard of Perfection, a full, min- 
ute and accurate description of each 
variety of fowl, with Ihe result that 
throughout the whole of this continent, 
eacli and every poultryman is striving 
for the one and the same ideal, and it 
is only since they have adopted this 
.standard that the poultry industry 
started to make strides that have 
brought it to the front. On the other 
hand, in vegetables, where the per- 
manence of a variety and Hie reten- 
tion of its qualities depend upon a. 
clear statement of its distinguishing 
characteristics, very little work has 
been done. Is it any wonder that the 
smooth-skinned Hubbard squash of 50 
years ago, has drifted into the densely 
wasted Hubbard of today? Many claim 
that the quality has changed as much 
as the character 0J the skin. 

When we remember that the relative' 
influence of each ancestor may vary 
in each individual, ami the great vari- 
ation represented in the ancestry of 
the different plants of most stocks of 
vegetables, it is- W ot surprising that 
smn,.. individuals are very different 
and of immensely greater practical 
usefulness tnan others, i hough they 
often lail to transmit that superiority 
to their descendants. The only way 
we can secure seed certain lo develop 
plants of any exact typo is to make 
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most in sand;.- loam 
ml except in the south or in very fa- 
ored positions is led hardy.

A Walk Hound the Gurden.— Though 
we may be unjoying grateful summer '■ 
weather after weeks of cold winds ami 
rains, there is much to be done in the 
garden; the earnest gardener will not 
bask all day in the sunshine. The 
sweet peas will require constant atten- 
tion al this time, mote so than earlier 
in ihe month. The flowers are nut in 
abundance, ami they soon fade, leav- 
ing (he seed-pod to develop and prove 
an additional lax to the growth.

THE POULTRYMAN 



TWO HUNDRED EGGS A YEAR 

Considerable curiosity has been ox- 
pressed by our readers In regard to 
the system of feeding followed by Mr 
Voelz, whose Silver Wyandotte hen, 
No. 81, laid 804 eggs In four consecu- 
tive years. We bad Intended to pub- 
lish information on this matter at thn 
time Mr. Orr's article regarding her 
appeared, but it was crowded out and 
has been bold over since that time. 
We wrote Mr. Voelz asking him about 
this, and below We give his own des- 
cription of how he feeds: 

"Being a newspaper man, I keep | 
poultry for outdoor exercise and find 
It enjoyable as well as profitable. I| 
do not raise show birds, though my 
birds are all pure-bred. Eggs and egg 
production are my bobby. 

"I claim that it Is not the fault of 
the hen that she is discarded at two 
years of ape, but the fault of her own- 
er. He does not understand her thor- 
oughly and, therefore, has discarded . 
many a good layer before she was 
through laying. 

"Trap nests, used continually, not! 
spasmodically, will determine which j 
are the profitable layers, and setting 
the eggs of each hen separately, mark- 
ing the chicks when batched, will show 
the true breeder which transmits the 
laying qualities from- generation to 
generation. A large number of the] 
heaviest layers do not transmit their | 
laying qualities to their progeny, noj 
matter how they are mated up. 

"I have been devoting considerable 
time to faulty feeding, especially feed-' 
ing for eggs. During the past eight I 
years experiments have been made 
with various rations, with the object j 
of finding a mixture of natural grains 
and grasses, without t he admixture of 
meat, that would compel a hen to pro- I 
duce an egg every day during the lay- 
ing season. Below I give you three i 
successful egg producers: 

"While living at Albert Lea, Minn.' 
eight years ago, a splendid opportun- [ 
Ity was offered me In making a thor- I 
nugh lest of the meal diet as an egg! 
producer. The Clock selected for the 
experiment was composed of common 
fowls, so no special credit can be 
given any one variety for the eggs 
laid. 

"A cake of butcher's cracklings was 
kept before these fowls constantly.! 
and every morning they received all 
the green bone and lean meat they 
would eat. At noon one quart of 
heavy oats was fed to every eight hens. 
Onions and beets furnished the succu- 
lent feed. Oyster shells, grit and wa- 
ter were always accessible. tin mashes 
were fed. This composed the day's ra- 
t ion. 

"The hen house was 10 x 12 feet In 
size, with a plank floor. Forty-eight 
birds were wintered in this house, 
and a healthier, more prolific flock I 
could not be found anywhere. During! 
t ho summer green clover and dande- 
lions were fed instead of beets and! 
onions. . j 

"While r have lost the original j 
figures, the birds averaged nearly 200! 
eggs apiece for the year, and during 1 
the summer season \ gathered nearly 
as many eggs in the morning as at 
night. 

"This statement may s 
but it is true, ncverthel 
usual laying led me to 
gatlons, and I shall put 
into print at a later da I 

"There was one White Leghorn hen 
In the tiit which never missed a day 
from December 1 to April 1, laying an 
egg every morning at about V o'clock. 

"If it could be had regularly, lean 
meat and oats would be my egg diet. 
I used this diet for a year, and the 
only reason 1 quit using it was be- 
cause the butchers in other localities 
never have any scraps to soli, and 
this scarcity of mem led me into other 
feeding channels. 

'Another diet, red to thirteen com- 
mon hens from May 1 to November 1, 
was composed .if equal narts of green 
clover and dandelion cut into inch 
lengths. The hens were permitted to 
cat all they desired, am! the only 
other feed linn- had during the dnv 
was three quarts of bran ami three 
quarts of mill sittings- not screenings 
—better known as sheep feed. This 
■flock averaged nine eggs a day for the 
pe.-lod, which I consider remarkable. 

"In my opinion there is nothing llko 
green clover and dandelion to promote 
egg production; t ho only fault to be 
found with this diet, is the time It takes 
to cut the clover and dandelion, and 
the Inability to get tills green feed 
during the winter months. The yard 
these hens occupied was 14 x 2.0 In 
size, and the house 10 x 10 feet. 

"The diel that I have used during 
the past year, and on which No. .11 
made her fourth year's record Is as 
follows: 

"Two ounces of shelled corn per hen, 
per day. 

"One ounce of oil men! dissolved in 
water to every forty hens, mixed in a 
'mash composed of throe pounds of 
wheat shorts and one pound of alfalfa 
meal. 

"It should be remembered thai this 
Is for forty hens. 

"I prefer feeding once a day, at 
7ioon. At least this course of noon 
feeding bits given Ulo the greatest suc- 
cess: The mash must he fed first In 
the winter time, so the liena will eat it 



before the frost hardens it. In the 
summer it makes no difference. 

"An ounce of nil meal may seem In- 
significant, but let any; feeder omit 
it, and notice the result; or omit half 
an ounce of corn and the oil meal, 
and see the difference. There Is no 
meat connected With this diet. 

"1 do not recommend this last diet 
for anything but Wyandottos, as I 
have not tried it on any other variety. 
During the coming summer I shall try 
It on a pen of Single Comb Brown Leg- 
horns, and will give the result In due 
time. 

"My present hen house has six-foot 
posts and and is banked with straw 
on the west, north an. I southeast sides, 
while the south side/Is practically open 
This is warm enough for Wyandottes, 
but would not bo for any of the Medit- 
erranean breeds. 

"Hen No. ::i ami three others pre- 
ferred to roost In .in open coal shed 
the past three winters to sleeping in 
a comfortable hen house, laying regu- 
larly, to the astonishment of every- 
one. The past wlnt 
up with the remainder

ontributlons 
to the literature of the poultry indus- 
try that has appeared for a long time. 
Mr. Voelz confirms what we have be- 
fore said about the value of dandelion 
leaves as a green food for poultry, 
and bis experiments in feeding for eggs 
have covered enougli ground to show 
that there may be several good sys- 
tems of feeding for eggs. Just as this 
Is going to the printer we have a let- 
ter from Mr. Voelz saying that he litis 
been obliged to discontinue feeding oil 
meal, in the ration given above, to Ids 
Leghorn hens, as they did nut do well 
on it.]— Poultry. 



PURE BRED VS. SCRUBS 

in this day of enlightenment it 
would seem unnecessary to elaborate 
upon the utility of pure bred poultry 
against the scrub stock kept upon the 
average American farm. Nevertheless 
there are many today who believe in 
pure bred cattle and horses, but when 
the poultry department of the farm is 
mentioned, "Oh, anything will answer 
that will lay an egg and make good 
fowl to eat." 

There tire today many examples of 
why and how the pure bred in poul- 
trydom litis superseded the worn out 
phrase, "One chick is as good as an- 
other." The fact is exemplified in the 
matter of fertility alone. Upon the 
farm a setting of eggs is selected from 
a large number and many times a 
satisfactory hatch is made. Should all 
the eggs on hand at the same time 
have been set it is safe to say that 
probably but a small percentage would 
have been satisfactory c ither in hatch- 
ing or raising those hatched. This 
Certainly proved the case among the. 
pioneer broiler raisers of litis country 
— and has be.n the experience of many 
new poultry plants started in com- 
munities where pure bred poultry was 
scarce. Being obliged to depend on 
the average scrub stock as found in 
the neighborhood has boon the. down- 
fall of many an aspirant to high hon- 
ors as wi ll as a full pockotbook. For 
comparison, visit any thoroughly prac- 
tical poultry plan! of today and you 
will find from the pure breeds the 
average fertility will range from 
76 per cent to <in per cent. 

Tint) again, the pure breed in the 
hands of a practical man (—Oh, you 
say practical— yes, 1 say "practical," 
and it' you are interested enough to 
look Ibis matter over you will wish to 
become ]ira. 'ileal, too, and will not 
rest until you are), will give more 
uniformity in progeny in every par- 
ticular, viz., fonn, age of maturity, 
color, weight, egg production. 

From whence came your scrub 
stock? It is not difficult to notice the 
characteristics of two or more pure 
breeds in many spec-linens ,,f mixed 
breeds. Many people claim deteriora- 
tion of stock comes from In-breedlng 
upon the average farm. Yes, this Is 
true of promiscuous in - lire .ding. 

One says, "g e i new blood every 

.Near." No greater mistake could be 

made from the fancier's view point, 
for in breeding pure bred stock the 
only line to pursue is to preserve an- 
cestral qualifications ley systematic 

line breeding. Do not confi I the 

true fancier's line breeding with the 
average Inbreeding as practical upon 
the farm. 

In-breeding by some so-called fan- 
ciers lias been shown to he detrimen- 
tal, but the fault, is easily determined 
-it was thai of the Individual and his 
methods and not with the system. The 
true fancier seldom errs on this point 

- h" ma y not he able to pi od the 

object in view, but seldom does the 
stock Ins,, caste entirely. 

While there are many farmers 
throughout tin- country I ha I are learn- 
ing every year the benefits derived 
from keeping pure bred stock', yet 
there are altogether too many who 
entertain the old threadbare idea, 
"What was good enough for my father 

is g 1 enough for me." Say, my 

friend, did you Know your father's 
siock bad deteriorated considerably 
since II came Into your possession? 
Now bike my advice and become pro- 
gressive, learn the demands for a su- 
perior product in this line as well as 
others upon your farm and make a 
resolve to adopt new methods .and ob- 
tain your share of the profit in pure 
hr. ci poultry. 

You may have a son or daughter 
who would be delighted if given an 
opportunity to care for even a few 
fowls. Burnish them with the best 
literature obtainable cm the subject 
and give a helping hand occasionally. 
The third year following you will say, 
"It beats all other products on the 
farm for amount of money Invested 
and labor performed. Guess I'll try 
my hand at it and I will some day 
burn the mortgage the same as the 
churches do." 

There are few cities of a, 000 or 
more In population that are fully 
supplied with poultry products the 
year around. While the cold storage 
plants endeavor to cover the period 
of general scarcity, yet this is unsat- 
isfactory and could be better supplied 
by the farmers. When other work Is 
not pressing the lime could he devoled 

to caring for and fattening poultry, 
which w'lll certainly bring a remunera- 
tive price. Herein Is found the utility 
of the pttro bred poultry, You can 



KEEPING TAB ON FLOCK 

The average poultry-breeder is ex- 
ceedingly complaisant over the loss of 
a few chickens or a ben or two. lie 
seunis to accept such losses its Incidents 
■to the business which must be expect- 
ed and dismiss them from his mind 
as being among the things that must 
be accepted without murmuring. 

It is not at all unusual for a poultry- 
man to rear less than 75 per cent of 
the chicks he hatches, nor is it un- 
common 16 lose ten hens out of each 
hundred kept. 

If a sheep or swine-breeder were to 
lose 25 per cent of his pigs and ten 
per cent of his lireediug slock, he 
would at once begin to seek out the 
cause and try and find a way of pre- 
venting such losses. The poultryman, 
as' a rule, takes such matters entirely 
too easily. 

The loss of ten pet- cent of the capi- 
tal stock of any business is a matter 
to consider seriously. The loss of one 
lien In ten is a more serious loss than 
It would be to los one cow in ten, 
because the return in proportion to 
the investment is greater in the case 
of the hen. 

A good lien wdll pay 100 per cent 
on the investment and often twice as 
much, wliile it is a good cow that pass 
50 per cent on the money Invested in 
her. 

A very large proportion of the losses 
among young chickens is easily pre- 
ventlble. The poultryman should be- 
gin to fetd that he is neglecting bis 
flock when he loses as many as ten 
chicks out of every 100, and to' lose two 
hens out of every 100 is losing too 
ma ny. 

To lose chicks by disease, over- 
crowding, stress of weather, or insect 
or animal enemies Is to show careless- 
ness that is Inexcusable, because 
healthy chicks, which are properly fed 
and properly protected, have about as 
good a chance to live as any other 
farm stock. The same may be said of 
a flock of hens. If the old hens are 
weeded out, as they should he every 
year, the flock will consist of young, 
healthy and vigorous birds. Protect 
them from animal enemies and keep 
the sleeping quarters free from in- 
sects and there should not be a loss. 

Often a flock is allowed to run down 
in vitality by being kept in quarters 
I too close for health. At other times, 
j cracks which breed draughts are al- 
I lowed to remain open and roup gets 
j In. Nino times in ten the careless 
poultry-keeper will be found wonder- 
ing where his flock could have become 
lihtected with disease when the cause 
Is patent to every one who observes 
the conditions under which It is kept. 
I Given good care, proper wholesome 
feed and pure water, the health of a 
; flock will remain perfect year after 
year. 'Whore hens tire allowed to sit 
! week after week without being broken 
j up, disease is likely to creep | n ; and 
occasionally a case of tuberculosis, 
the origin of which is hard to deter- 
i mine,' hut this is a rare disease where 
j fowls ar,.. properly bred and carefully 
j attended to. 

! Every poultryman should try t" 
| conduct his business as carefully as 
he would any other business, for it Is 
the small savings that make for profit 
in every business. Unnecessary losses 
, have no excuse in any business, and 
j poultrymen who aspire to become mas- 
| b-rs of the business should try to prc- 
i vent them. — Poultry*

produce? a large number of fresh eggs 
daily can always find a good market 
for litem among the best hotels of the 
country. There is hardly a location 
in British Columbia that is handy to 
train service, which may not be util- 
ized in building up a large egg plant 
or farm.. 

To the person wishing la learn the 
poultry business. I would suggest, that 
he or she purchase an incubator and 
a couple id' brooders to start with. 
Follow them with a small flock of 
from twenty-five to fifty hens of a 
good egg laying breed to start with. 
Purchase this stock In the fall and 
winter. A soon as the eggs .are fer- 
tile and ready for incubation get the 
incubator going. If after the second 
hatch witli your machine you feel that 
you can make more headway with an- 
other, purchase it. The cist of a 
good Incubator is not more than about 
$1S for a 200 egg machine. You will 
learn by handling your fowds during 
tie- winter how to feed for eggs mid 
how to keep them from lice and house 
them in good sanitary conditions. You 
will also understand the little things 
that go to make up success in the 
poultry business. 

If you have a natural liking fop the 
work, it means success, for in order 
to make It a success you must take 
an interest in it. This Is just as true 
of the poultry business as of any kind 
of live stock work. If you are suc- 
cessful with your small outlay, you 
can enlarge the capacity oi your poul- 
try business until within three years 
you will be in shape to keep about 
five hundred head of laying hens. 

You remember thai the general av- 
erage of poultry raising as given by 
statistics Is something like this: Only 
half the eggs set in tile Incubators or 
under hens are hatched: but half of 
the chicks hatched grow to maturity; 
but HO per cent of These are laying pul- 
lets. Of course cockerels may be 
caponized and sold to pay for the feed 
and expense of raising the pullets. 



"By far the strongest reason why in- 
cubator chicks, hatched of healthy par- 
entage die." says Ida M. Shepler, an 
Indiana poultry specialist, "is because 
of tin- disease called Leukaemia, a 
strange filth disease- that is generated 
in the droppings of the chicks by beta. 
It sometimes attacks old fowls, but is 
the commonest disease that threatens 
young chicks. 

"1 have known it to start in a box 

where young chicks were kepi I in 

brood coops, but Its strongest lurking 
place Is on the brooder floors, especial- 
ly if they .are bare, the heal generat- 
ing the rod-like germs. The chick 
picking them up as II eat-, they quick- 
ly invade tile blood, eating up the reel 

corpuscles, iho chick becomes sleepy, 
a watery discharge passes from the 
bowels, and ii soon dies, although I 
have known older chicks to live two 
weeks before dying. 

Tlie Leukaemia germ is easily killed. 
The preventive and cure Is absolute 
cleanliness of the floor of the brooder, 
scalding it as long as a chick stays 
in it, scalding out the fond vessels, I motoi 
keeping clean sand on the floor, re- as a 
moving ami destroying every chick | draft 
that shows first signs of the disea 
the sleepy condition.

Hence, 
squab breeders tire reaping a rich har- 
vest. Squabs bring fancy prices, 
ranging from to *(i per dozen, de- 
pending upon the season and the qual- 
ity of the birds. They bring the high- 
est price during the winter months. 
Squab is a great delicacy. Its meat is 
very tender and of exquisite flavor. It 
can be taken by the sick when other 
solid food will be rcEUSOd. Epicures 
delight in it, and every year it Is be- 
coming more and more appreciated by 
the general public. The flesh of pigeons 
is not it new article ,,f food. It has 
been used for centuries. The ancient 
Romans Kept pigeons for pleasure and 
for food, and they occupied a promin- 
ent place at the banquets. 

Does Squab Raising Pay? 
It takes but a small place or capital 
to start to raise squabs, in a modest 
way, and makes an interesting and 
profitable side line for a person who is 
engaged during a portion of the day. 
In fact, we know of no business which, 
with proper care, is so safe and pays 
so wadl for -the time .and money in- 
vested is s tuab riisiiu A r Ii-uts 
time, morning and evening, will prop- 
erly care for a loft of 50 to 100 pairs 
of breeders, and the profits derived 
therefrom will add many a dollar to 
one's income.

POULTRY AND A LIVING 

Prom month to month during the 
year I receive many personal letters 
asking me to give advice regarding 
tho advisability of going into t ho 
poultry business to make a living 
from It. I am always more or less 

j reluctant about giving advice of this 
nature for the simple reason that the 
majority of correspondents do not take 
kindly to my suggestions. However, 
I will give an outline of the best meth- 
ods of going Into poultry raising to 
make a livelihood from it. 

In the first place any 'business must 
be built up from a small beginning. 

I This is just as true of poultry as of 
any other Hue of business. I have 

[seen many poultry plants sold for 
what they would, bring after two years 
of unsuccessful operation. Of course 
these plants cost an enormous outlay 
originally — and were managed by 
greenhorns — tor this reason i am loath 
to advise any one to go Into the poul- 

1 1 rv business oth< r tho h on o small 
scale to start with. 

Tho best returns In the poultry busi- 
ness are always from eggs for mnr- 

Iket. The breeder of poultry who can 



Ih directed to what wo ask the horse 
to do In hauling heavy leads when 

it is sought to replace him by mechani- 
cal power. 

In the first place the horse is like 
any other motor In that he hauls 
most powerfully al low speeds. If ho 
is asked to develop his energy at high 
speeds he must necessarily have the 
weight diminished, This is pursuant 
to tho mechanical law that work Is 
product made up of two factors; the 
one is the force and the other is tho 
distance through which that force 
moves. If the unit of force is in 
pounds and the unit of distance mov- 
ed is In feet, when they are multi- 
plied together tho product Is called 
by engineers by the compound name 
of "foot-pounds." .lames Watt, ll) 
making contracts for mechanical mo- 
tors to replace horses for pumping 
.and oiher work, ascertained that a 
powerful Norman draft horse of the 
Percheron type could do In a minuto 
of time an amount of work rop/csent- 
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like a weighted lever around the point 
where bis hind foot rest on the 
ground, as an axle or centre around 
which such rotation occurs. If the 
resistance to the thrust against his 
collar is greater than the resistance 
between hla feet and the ground or 
pavement it is his foot whloh slips 
back rather than the load which is 
thrust forward. This Is the difficulty 
on slippery pavements In mud or ice 
and when the shoe calks are dull or 
smooth. If you watch ,a powerful 
horse from above, ad from an omni- 
bus box or the box of :i high truck, 
you will see that he twdsts his back- 
bone al each step of his hind feet, so 
as to throw his centre of gravity Into 
a vertical plane passing through his 
hind foot, touching the ground and 
the centre line of bis- collar half way 
between the two traces. Watch him i 
do this the next time you are above 
him as\ lie pulls. 

This explains Why a grown horse 
pulls more than a pony; it explains 
Why a tall horse is more powerful than 
a short horse. When you put both 
conditions together the heavier weight 
can fall further for eacdi step, before 
the horse must put forward Ills fore 
leg to catch himself, and consequently 
he Is a more powerful draft animal. 

The work which a horse duces In 
hauling is therefore to hit his own 
weight at each step, through the dis- 
tances that be allows it to fall al each 
Step. By hauling slowly he lets it tall 
further at ouch step, ami consequently 
his hind leg seems to stretch out be- 
hind his body further than when he is 
trotting, ami an impression is given 
that he Is "spurning the ground" with 
his hind feet. He Is not really doing 
so, but is working bard lifting his 
own weight a greater distance per 
step. 

The Hitching 

The trace or tug should lead from 
the collar to the whiffle-treo In such 
direction that as much as possible of 
I he horse's weight should be transfer- 
red into horizontal pull of the wagon 
body. When tho trace is led obliquely 
downward it helps to lift tho weight 
on the four wheels slightly. If hitched 
too high for the height of the horse, 
he exerts his power at the most dis- 
advantageous angle and the man who 
harnesses him makes him work harder 
than necessary to haul a given weight. 
As horses are about of a standard I 
height, the diameter of the front 
Wheels has also become about standard 
but for a tall horse a different level 
for the whlffletree is desirable from 
that which would be all right for a 
pony or horse, of low height. As a 
matter of theory the trace should lead 
in the direction of the resultant force, 
as the students of mechanics call it, 
which lies between the motion of tho 
wagon body parallel to the ground and 
the fall of the shoulders of the horse 
nearly perpendicular to the ground. 
When the trace direction coincides 
With the resultant Of the two motions 
tin' horse is working at his brat. It is 
troublesome to change the height of 
the whit'fletree as the horse varies his 
sliced of draft, but theoretically this 
would be defensible. The whiffietren 
should be higher from the ground with 
a given height of horse as the speed In 
the horizontal direction increases. 
Holding Back 

When it comes to backing the load, 
or holding back cm hills, the single 
horse between sliarts throws bis 

weight backwards against the breech- 
ing strap, exactly as in hauling he 
throws it forward against the collar. 
The weighted lever is now rotating 
around the front feet of the horse as 
an axis of center, if his front feet slip 
he cannot hold back. He bends his 
hind feel under him so as to take the 
weight off them and throw it into his 
holding back process against the 
breeching. If the ground will give him 
adhesion lie can take bis hind feet off 
altogether, If the load is 
ver, tlie thrust mi the 
ay upscl tie horse from 
tend to make him turn a 
somersault or do what the boatman 
calls "pooping'," afl applied to a boat. 

Under these- conditions the horse In- 
stinctively lowers the back part of bis 
body to prevent himself from being 
thrown over; .again with the bind feet 
tucked under him. 

i two horses are hitched in a 
•ithout a shaft between them, 
pole, the holdback straps are 
d by straps or chains to tho 
front end of the pole. These chains 
lead to the c ollar, to which tho breech- 
ing straps are attached. The horse 
therefore throws his weight on tlie 
end of the pole through the chains. 
This arrnngemonl is most unfortunate 
for tlie horse. Instead of throwing the 
weight into planes parellol with the 
motion of the wagon tho horse throws 
his weight Into the line of 
his pole chain, which is obli- 
que in that direction. His tendency 
is therefore lo throw himself outwards 
from the pole In an effort to get into 
the line of the pull of the pole chain. 
The traces prevonl this and the driver 
tries to bring him sideways by the 
reins or by the whip, because it looks 
unmechunlcal ami displeasing to him 
to see the horse throw himself out- 
wards. The eff eel mi tie- horso anato- 
mically Is unfortunate, because it 
twisis his vertebral volumn .at. the 
withers and tend- to do what the sur- 
geons call "wring" the withers. Tlie 
horse is apt also to tilt Ills body out- 
ward while keeping bis feel nearer to 
the plain- of the pole, and as a result, 
on slippery asphalt or in Icy weather 

his feel go from under him, be falls 
sideways and his feed become tangled 
up Willi those of his mate as he falls 
outward cm tin- pavement. This is 
(lie hardest position for him to get up 
from, usually necessitating bis being 
unharnessed and the wagon backed 
away. 

1 Suggested Remedy 

What would seem to be required is 
a method of attaching the holdback 
straps to an arrangement Which should 
In effect act In the holding back pro- 
cess as the whlffletree acts iii hauling. 
Tho spreader, which is much used in 
heavy team work, does not meet the 

requirement altogether, although it 

relieves the difficulty in part. It trans- 
fers, however, by its lack of rigid ™n- 

linn lo Hie pole in holding back the 

stress from one horse to the other, and 

the lighter horse is forced sideways by 

thai t the two which has tint best 

adhesion to the ground, or, in other 
words, the heaviest weight. The frame, 
should Ice sillily connected to the polo, 
so far ou sldowaya motions are con- 



cerned, while permitting a certain 
flexibility back and forth to .allow for 
unequal holding back effort of the two 
horses. In a three horse team with 
two poles the middle one alone pro- 
duces his holding back motion without 
.strain to his backbone and with the 
greatest effectiveness. 

The fact that our methods of har- 
nessing have been inherited from a 
generation which knew bow to work 
in leather better than It knew how to 
solve problems of draft must doubtless 
explain our slow willingness to help 
our faithful servant to do his work 
with the best effectiveness.

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borer can lay rock almost equal to an 
expert, and at less than one-fourth 
the expense. 

For a straight plain wall, upon 
which to rest the sill of a shed, or ver- 
anda, procure some inch planks — a 
foot in width and sixteen feet long is 
a convenient size. Stand two rows of 
plank upon edge where the wall is to 
be. Placo these, as far apart as the 
required thickness of the wall. Drive 
slakes at intervals of three or four 
feet, against the outside of each plank 
to hold the- plank in place. Be sure 
they are set firmly in the ground so 
that the. pressure of the rocks will not 
move them out of line, milling tho 
plank thereto from the inside, being 
careful that the top edges of both 
planks are- level from end to end and 
of oven height. Tills makes a long 
trough, open at top and cuds, with 
the ground for the bottom. Now re- 
move the earth from the bottom of 
this trough till a firm foundation for 
the wall is reached. 

The only special tools needed for 
the rock work, are a small stone ham- 
mer, weighing about two pounds, a 
mason's trowed and a spirit level. For 
brick work- the hammer can be dis- 
pensed with. 

Select flat stones, with tit least one 
straight edge, if possible, but In case 
none of this sort can lie had, the un- 
even projections are to be knocked off 
w ith i he hammer, so that tin approxi- 
mately straight edge- is formed, while 
a few- loads of any rough boulders, to 
be broken up, for filling purposes, will 
not come in amiss. 

The space s between the stones are 
to be tilled with mortar. It is some- 
times convenient to keep a supply of 
air-slacked lime handy. Partially sink 
into the ground a watertight barrel. 
But three pecks of good unslacked 
lime in tlie barrel, pour over it five 
buckets of water, allow it to stand till 
thoroughly slack, stirring occasionally 
with a long-handled shovel. In about 
half an hour it will tie ready to use. 
Thin to tlie consistency of cream by 
adding more wafer. 

While the lime is .slacking, construct 
the mortar-bed. Stand three planks 
on edge, forming tlie two sides and 
end of a box, similar In size and shape 
to a one-- horse wagon body. Lay 
planks on the ground for the bottom, 
lilting the edges closely together. A 
few loads of clean, sharp sand having 
been hauled, shovel into the mortar a 
good wheelbarrow load, dig out a -.ci 
in the middle, pour in two or three 
bucketsful of the cream of lime, and 
with .a hoe well mix in the sand, till 
the mass is of proper consistency. 

Now you are ready to begin opera- 
tions; first select those rocks having 
straight edges and lay it course dry 
over the entire bottom of the 
trough, putting the straight edges 
against the plank. Then with the old 
axe or hammer, break some of the: 
more illahapen or larger pieces of 
rock Into small fragments, with which 
the depressions in the middle may b* 
filled, pounding all well down with tho 
hammer. The next course now be- 
ing in order, mortar (a little at a 
time) Is placed upon the first course, 
and a rock laid upon it, so that it will 
come over tin- joint formed by two 
rocks coming' together in the first 
course; remembering always to break 
Joints, as well as to keeo the straight 
edges of rock against the plank. Con- 
tinue this, laying course upon course,) 
tilling up the middle. with broken 
stone-, or. gravel laid in mortar, till 
the trough Is filled, save for tho last 
course, which must be just thick en- 
ough to come up level with tlie top of 
the plank'. This leveling up will re- 
quire rocks thinner than for the other 
courses, and by passing a straight 
edge over the top of the wall, letting 
it touch the edges of both planks at 
once, a true surface can be secured. 

After the wall has he-en leveled up 
to tin- top cif the plank, let It dry for 
about a week, when tlie planks may bo 
removed .and any holes upon the sides 
of the- wall chinked up witii broken 
stone and mortar. 

If a wall of greater height than one 
plank width is desired, higher stakes 
and more, courses of plank must bo 
le "milk to USC(1 ' fitting all int.. proper positions; 
the extent of ll per cut., besides show-jl'ben carefully number the planks and 
big a decided diminution in the quantity remove the top courses.

BEST USE OF SKIM MILK 

Skim-milk, Is very often fed by far- 
mers too lavishly. They have a 
considerable quantity of it ami have few 
pigs, and therefore the pigs receive all 
they will drink — sometime: 
have seen farms where there 
milk standing in the troughs all day. 
Now this Is extravagance.. If we are 
to make, the- be-st use of our dairy pro- 
ducts, ;ts we should, there is no better 
way to use them than for bacon or 
pork production. But if we .are going 
to use them st a profit, we must use 
them economically. A series of experi- 
ments were commenced at the experi- 
mental farm some years ago. I believe 
Professor Robertson conducted most of 
them; I also had something to do with 
them. These experiments were con- 
ducted to determine the amount of 
skim-milk that was most profitable to 
feed to young pigs. To some, we fed as 
high as thirty pounds a day— all that 
they could possibly drink, and they re- 
ceived hardly anything else, and to cith- 
ers we fed as low as two pounds a 
clay. We kept account of the amount 
of milk that each lot was fed. We val- 
ued the skim-milk according to tlie 
results it had when fed along with tho 
meal, and the results obtained were as 
follows: Where we fed thirty pounds 
a day of skim-milk — all they would 
consume in addition to a small amount 
of meal — the milk was worth about j 
eight cents per 100 pounds. Another lo/t I 
received twenty-five- pounds a day and j 
we found Uiat the skim-milk was worth 
ten cents per 100 pounds. Other lots 
got about twenty pounds e>f skim-milk 
a day. Where we fed twenty pounds 
a day the skim-milk was worth about 
12 cents per 100 pounds. When we fed 
fifteen to eighteen pounds it was worth 
15 cents. AVhen we fed from ten to 
twelve pounds we got a little over twen- 
ty cents. When we fed eight pounds 
wo got 25 cents. When we fed from 
four to six pounds it was worth over 
30 cents per 100 pounds. Where we fed 
fifteen to eighteen pounds it was worth 
40 cents— a little over -10 cents. Now 
you see the wonderful increase In value 
that the sklm-milk underwent when fed 
In small quantities, Skim-milk Is valu- 
able not only .as a feed, but it acts as 
an aid to digestion, or helps to digest 
other feeds and makes them more valu- 
able. Where we fed men; alone it cost 
us Jt.50 for 100 pounds of bacon, where 
we fed skim-milk with it at the rate 
of from three to five pounds a day 
valued at iiO cents per 100 pounds, It 
cost us only $3. HO, and where fed in 
addition to a small amount of roots it 
made the cost even less. — J. H. Glis- 
dale, in Nor'-West Farmer.

STONE WORK 

Sooner or later there arises a need 
for stonework or masonry in some 
form around the home garden or on 
the farm, and oftentimes when the 
need is pressing the necessary work- 
man cannot be had, or perhaps the 
cash cannot be spared. 

I have laid hundreds of cubic feet 
of rook wall (made from the ordinary 
stono picked from tho fields of my 
farm) that Is as neat, smooth and 
substantial In its character as though 
laid of dressed rock or pressed brick 
by a skilled mason; thereby saving 
hundreds of dollars besides helping to 

rill land of a nuisance. Previously 
to doing tliis work, I had never laid a 
rock. The work Is so simplified by my 
method, that the most unskilled la'-

Sir David's Dream 

"It is a dream of my life to see the 
great African are on the 30th meridian 
completed, We have now continuous 
trlangulatlon from Cape L'AguIhas to 
within SO miles of the southern end 
of Lake Tanganyika — that is to say. 
a continuous geodetic survey extend- 
ing over 25 degrees of latitude. The 
African arc, if my dream is realized, 
will extend from Cape L'AguIhas to 
Cairo, thence round the eastern shore 
of the Mediterranean and the islands 
of Greece, and there meet the trlan- 
gulatlon of Greece itself, the latter be- 
ing already connected with Struve's 
great are. which terminates at the 
North Cape ill latitude 70 degrees X. 
This will constitute an arc of 105 de- 
grees in length — the longest are of 
meridian that is measurable on the 
earth's surface." 

"The sun's distance is now almost 
certainly known within one-thou- 
sandth part of its amount. The same 
series of observations also yielded a 
very reliable determination of the 
mass of tlie moon. The more recent- 
ly discovered planet Eros, which in 
l!l\)0 approached the earth within one- 
third of the mean distance of the sun, 
afforded a most unexpected and wel- 
come opportunity for redetermining 
the solar parallax — an opportunity 
which was largely taken advantage of 
by the principal observatories of the 
northern hemisphere. 



"In 1931 Eros will approach the 
earth within one-sixth part of the 
sun's mean distance, and the fault 
will rest witli astronomers of that day 
if they do not succeed in determin- 
ing the solar parallax within one ten- 
thousandth part of its amount. Now 
is tlie time for preparation. We ought 
to construct telescopes specially de- 
signed for the work. These telescopes 
should be applied to the charting of 
the star.-, near the path which Eros 
will describe at its opposition in 1931, 
A congress of astronomers should as- 
semble In 190S to consider what steps 
should be taken witli reference to the 
imposition of Eros in 1931." 

Value of Star-Cataiogues 

"Tlie value of a star-catalogue of 
precision for present purposes of eos- 
sic research varies as the square of 
its age and the square of its accur- 
acy. We cannot alter the epoch of 
our observation, but we can increase 
their value fourfold by doubling their 
accuracy. Hence it is that many of 
our greater astronomers have devoted 
their lives chiefly to the accumula- 
tion or meridian observations of high 
precision, holding the view 'that to 
advance such precision is the most 
valuable service to science they could 
undertake, and comforted in their un- 
selfish and laborious work only by 
the consciousness that they are pre- 
paring a solid foundation on Which 
future astronomers may safely raise 
the superstructure of sound knowledge. 

"Stars (or suns) have independent 
motions of their own in space. This 
at once creates a new difficulty — 
viz.. that of defining an absolute lo- 
cus in space. The human mind may 
exhaust itself in tlie effort, but it can 



never solve the problem. We can 
imagine, for example, the position of 
the sun at any moment to be defined 
with reference to any number of sur- 
rounding stars, but by no effort of 
imagination can we devise means of 
doftnlng the absolute position of a 
body In space without reference to 
surrounding material objects. If, 
therefore, the referring objects have 
unkown motions of their own, the rig- 
or of the definition is lost." 

A Century Hence 

"It now seems almost, certain that 
the true value of the sun's velocity 
lies between IS and 20 kilometres per 
second; or, if we adopt tlie mean 
value, 19 kilometres per second; this 
would correspond exactly with a year- 
ly motion of the sun through space 
equal to four times the distance of tlie 
sun from the earth. Tints the sun's 
yearly motion being four times tlie 
sun's distance, the parallactic motion 
of stars in which this motion is tin- 
foreshortened must be four times their 
parallax." 

As tlie result of tlie Congress of 
Astronomers, held in Paris in 1S87, 
some sixteen of the principal obser- 
vatories in the world are engaged, 
as is well known, in the laborious 
task-, not only of photographing the 
heavens, but of measuring these pho- 
tographs and publishing the relativo 
positions of the stars on the plates 
down to tlie eleventh magnitude. A 
century hence this great work will 
have to lie repeated, and then, if wo 
of the present day have done our duty 
thoroughly, our successors will have 
tlie data for an infinitely more com- 
plete and thorough discussion of the 
motions of tlie sidereal system than 
any that can lie attempted today." 




Long before the reporters swarmed 
over the side of the Minnetonka at

A Collision at Sea

The life-boats were 
swung out and completely manned for 
lowering, and for a few minutes we 
had visions of bobbing about in the 
fog in these small boats until picked 
uji by some passing vessel. Every- 
one seemed self-possessed and only 
one or two women showed signs of 
hysteria. 

Mr. Clemens was one of tlie first 
on deck, clad in a bathrobe, slippers 
am' cap. He manifested great in- 
terest in what was going on hut was 
entirely calm and apparently not dis- 
turbed in the least. As soon as pos- 
sible the captain hurried forward and 
assured Mr. Clemens that we were till 
right. 

"I know we tire all right," returned 
Mr. Clemens, "but how about the 
ship?" 

"We will do our best to find out,--' 
replied Captain Layland. and then the 
I Minnetonka swung about in search for 
I (he schooner.

Doesn't Wear Pajamas 

Almost as soon as the news was 
made known that the danger was over 
a stage whisper went around that 
Mark Twain was clad in pink paja- 
mas.

"I am sorry to disappoint you," lie 
said, "but as a matter of fact, Mr. 
Clemens doesn't wear pajamas at all. 
but a night shirt, a sort of double- 
barrelled nightshirt, a cotton one with 
a flannel one over it. and it was this 
double garment that he had on at the 
time of the collision and over it lie 
slipped his bathrobe. His cap and 
slippers completed his costume. His 
bathrobe is a yellowish affair, but it 
isn't pink and it isn't blue, and it isn't 
pajamas." 

Soon after breakfast that morning 
Mr. Clemens appeared in the familiar 
gray suit and expressed concern about 
the missing schooner and frequently 



expressed the wisli that we might 
learn of her fate. 

After that a discussion arose on the 
ship as to whether the humorous 
things said by Mark Twain derived 
their humor mostly from the manner 
in which they were said. Discussion 
waxed warm on it and it was decided 
finally that if some one could bo 
found who would say the same sort 
of tilings in the same way, day in 
and day out, without effort, perhaps 
ho would be as humorous as Mark 
Twain, and that was the end of it.

Tlie older these measurements 
' more valuable do they be- 
come to a student of the slow secular 
changes taking place in the apparently 
unchanging heavens. A good begin- 
ning was made at the Cape In the 
middle of the eighteenth century by 
the Abbe de Laeaille, who, with the 
cordial encouragement of the Dutch 
governor, erected a laboratory and did 
a great deal of excellent work, Includ- 
ing' a catalogue of nearly 10,000 stars, 
in the course of a single year. Hut he 
had no successor, and it was not until 
1.S20 that the Royal Observatory at the 
Cape was established by an order in 
uncii. Thus astronomy at the Cape 
mad.- a late start, which would not 

have mattered much in the ease of 
any other science, but is very serious 
III the case of one depending so great- 
ly as astronomy upon comparisons ex- 
truding over long periods. 

Sir David Gill furnishes an Interest- 
ing example of the cumulative effect 
of slow astronomical change, He 
quotes the Book of Job where It cou- 
ples tin.' "chambers of the "south" 
with Arcturus, Orion, and the Plei- 
ades, antl cites Schiaparelli's highly 



probable conjecture that the expres- 
sion refers to the stellar region which 
includes tlie Southern Cross. How- 
did tlie writer of the Hook of Job 
know anything of that splendid con- 
stellation? The answer is that at tlie 
time lie wrote, probably 750 B. C, the 
Southern Cross would he visible in tlie 
latitude of Judea, low down on the 
southern horizon. To sec it we have 
now to travel some twelve degrees of 
latitude further south. Dante, who 
was born 2,000 years after the Book 
of Job was written, could never have 
se n the Southern Cross, yet he de- 
scribes it as "four stars ne'er seen 
before save by our first parents." It 
might seem that some vague tradition 
of a striking group once visible in 
Europe had been .'handed down from 
ancient days. At all events the con- 
stellation was once visible in Europe, 
and its disappearance illustrates 
the nature of the slow changes 
which astronomers with modern in- 
struments of precision endeavor to 
register within short periods. That 
particular phenomenon is due to ter- 
restrial changes which alter our point 
of view, hut every star in the heavens 
is continually changing its own posi- 
tion in space as well as its apparent 
relation to oilier stars as viewed from 
our moving phi t form. The sun, with 
all Us retinue of planets, is moving 
towards a star in Hercules iat the rate 
ol about twelve miles per second, 
hence there is continual alteration in 
the apparent relations of the stars to 
one another as seen from our point of 
view. I!ut besides this apparent mo- 
tion there an- real changes due to the 
proper motion of each star upon some 
orbit as vast as thai followed by the 
whole solar system, To disentangle 
these motions, lo discover how much 
is proper motion, how much apparent 
motion due lo our change of place, and 
how much mere systematic erroi in I 
our instruments, is tin- task upon 

which astronomers all ov.-r the world ] 
tire engaged. It is a task of enormous | 
difficulty, since we cannot Indepen- 
dently verify any of the data. We 

have to measure each by a Standard 
which is itself of unknown and per- 
haps unknowable value, lo Judge tlie 
sun's motion from the displacement of 
the .stars, and to decompose that dis- 
placement by the conjectural value we 
have assigned to the motion of the 
sun. 

Astronomy in its broader aspects 
lias always been* a very popular sci- 
ence. II appeals lo the Innate love of 
wonder, mid it fascinates by the mag- 
nitude of the quantities with which it 
deals. In tlie hands of a lecturer who 



can make his audience partially re- 
alize by suitable Illustrations and an- 
alogies the vastness of space, and who 
can confidently put forth speculations 
which astronomers know to be con- 
jectural, the science appeals forcibly 
to a popular audience. But the real 
astronomical labors to which we have 
alluded are apt" to prove too burden- 
some for the popular Imagination, and 
the long chains of reasoning from data 
not easy to apprehend speedily -weary 
the lay mind. The solar system is 
well enough when picturesquely ex- 
pounded, but when the solar system 
becomes a mere atom Ira veiling some 
four hundred millions of miles per an- 
num towards some Inconceivable goal, 
and when millions of similar systems 
have to be contemplated .-ill pursuing 
some similar course, the lay Imagina- 
tion is completely baffled. Nor is it 
easy to believe that the most eager 
astronomer -is not sometimes perplex- 
ed and dismayed by the visits opened 
up before him. For everything he 
'earns merely opens up vaster prob- 
lems, and when he has extended his 
vision to stars from which light would 
take two thousand years lo reach this 
earth lie is no nearer finality than the 
child who thinks the sky but a spec-' 
tacle of revolving lights. We are told 
thai the heavens as we see them are 
occupied by two great streams of stars 
moving in opposite directions. That 
suggests at least two centres of revo- 
lution at some unimaginable distance 
and adds to our aching embarrass- 
mf-nt. We ask Whence? Whither? 
And with all our science there Is no 
answer. 



Tlie difficulties of electroplating wilh 
cadmium have been recently overcome, 
thus opening up an important use for 
trre metal, which is now obtainable at 
:i- moderate price. The best results 
have been obtained from specially pre- 
pared cadmium carbonate, carefully 
purified, although the commercial salt 
lias proven fairly satisfactory. The 
cadmium carbonate is dissolved in a 
solution of potassium cyanide forming 
a clear, bright yellow plating* bath, 
and a cadmium plate Is used for the 
anode. A perfect deposit is had witli 
either a hot or cold bath, a tempera- 
ture of about 125 degrees F. being 
preferred. The coating, though soft, 
Is harder than silver, and the color Is 
as' while as tin but not so white as 
silver. Tlie surface, which takes a 
very high polish; is not readily tarn- 
ished by sulphuretted hydrogen or 
other vapors^ 
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Following is the full text ot the ad- 
fjress at Halifax the other day, by 
Which Mr. R. L. Borden Inaugurated 
his Canadian tour:

"How brazenly the present adminis- 
tration lias voted and expended public 
moneys for private and partisan pur 
poses, and lias oft 
followers and to 
certain cominunit 
forth in tiie recoi 
ing the past thi' 
be emphasized on due occasion. 

"The same may lie said of the out- 
rageous abuse of patronage. A gov- 
ernment holds the power .,f patronage 
for tin? benefit of tin- public, and it is 
entitled to till public ollices solely in 
the public interest. The duties of those 
officials are for the public benefit ami 
are fixed by the laws of the country; 
their salaries are paid out of the peo- 
ple's moneys. To us,' the power of 
tilling such positions as a reward for 
party service and without regard for 
the character and capacity of the in- 
dividual selected is a gross breach of 
a solemn public trust. A private 
trustee so dishonoring liis

"The present government came into 
power upon pledges of electoral purity;

Queens and Shelburnc, and last, but 
nol least, London has disclosed a con- 
spiracy to retain power founded upon 
an unlimited command of money, the 
source of which can only be surmised, 
carried out by the most unscrupulous 
methods and supported In many cases 
by a control of the administration of 
criminal justice, which rendered the 
criminals absolutely fearless. In 18!>8 
the government of this country In Its 
unwisdom saw lit to repeal the act 
providing for pensions to retired civil 
servants; In taking'thls course it set 
aside the example of every prudent 
business corporation which would have 
led it to extend and Improve that act. 
But while abolishing pensions to retir- 
ing civil servants, the party In power 
did not fall to establish, out of the se- 
cret fund at its command, a pension 
system for bribers and ballot switch- 
ers, who, upon discovery, were forced 
To leave Canada and seek an asylum In 
the United States. The existence of 
this bribers' pension fund has been 
demonstrated by affidavits of men who 
have enjoyed it; witness the affidavits 
of Prlthett some seven years ago. cor- 
roborated some few months .ago by 
his own sworn testimony In the Bnn- 
don conspiracy case, and the recent 
declaration of the deputy returning of- 
ficer, James Fair.

A Useful Senate

There seems little sense of Individual 
responsibility, little desire to grapple 
with public questions, little disposi- 
tion for effective work, but Intense in-!, 
clinatlon, and, indeed, determination, £ 
to make its sittings as infrequent and j 
as brief as the. barest decency will per- | h 
inft. In saj ing this I do not overlook j j 
Important individual exceptions. When j x 
one considers the problem to be solved, 
h, is met with the declaration, not 
easily disproved, that the present 
method of appointment Is sufficiently 
good if the power was properly ex- 
ercised. It is beyond question that 

while some appointments to the Sen- 
ale by the present administration 
have been excellent, a very consider- 
able number have been absolutely im- 
proper and even absurd, so that the 
status, character and tone of that 
House have seriously deteriorated 
since the advent of the Laurler gov- 
ernment. The Senate, if properly con- 
stituted, under the present system, 
should be greatly superior to the 
House of Commons in the chief essen- 
tials of a legislative bod.w and should 
lie one of tiie main safeguards of our 
constitution/ It does not occupy that 
position either in fact or in public es- 
timation. I realize certain possible 
dangers of an elective Semite, but con- 
ditions may force it upon us; ami 1 
stand for 

"Such reform in the mode of se- 
lecting future members of the Senate 
as wifl make that chamber a more use- 
ful and representative legislative body. 

"It is unnecessary to add that a 
constitutional change of such import- 
ance could not take place without the 
consent of every province of the Do- 
minion.

The Railway 
Commission of Canada is at present 
the most Important judicial body in 
this country. Its work touches more 
closely the everyday life of our people 
than does that of any other court. It 
has power judicial, semi -.indicia I .V n i f 
administrative. It should probably be 
organized in two divisions, one deal- 
ig with matters of judicial or semi- 
judiclal nature and the other con- 
cerned more especially with matters 
of administration. On this point, how- 
ever, 1 would be very much guided by 
the advice of the chairman of that. 
Commission, lor whose experience and 

ability I have every respect. A com- 
mission so constituted is at orfce a 
safeguard to tin- capitalist and to the 
people. II safeguards the people 
against the oppression of greed of any 
public corporation. It protects their 
lives, their property and their gener- 
al interests. for the capitalist ,'i af- 
fords a safeguard against hasty or un- 
just legislation based upon Impulsive 
or unreasonable demands. Let one 
cardinal principle of the Conservative 
party be never forgotten — the sanctity i 
of public contracts must always be re- 
spected. Any legislative action, which 
in effect amounts to confiscation of 
private property, must lie carefully 
avoided. Canada requires for tin- de- 
velopment of its enormous resources a 
vast amount of money, which can be

When thai demonstration shall have 
been successfully made, and when the 
interests of Canada, and especially our 
great West, shall render necessary the 
construction of another: great trans- 
continental railway. I do not doubt that 
the country will be ready, ami the 
Conservative party then in power will 
be prepared to extend a successful sys- 
tem of government railways to the 
great provinces of the West. 

We do net depart from the best 
traditions of tiie past, but the nation- 
al policy of the day must take account 
of conditions which have arisen since 
ISTs. In no purl of the world is the 
question of transportation of more 
vital concern than in Canada, and no- 
where are ihe opportunities more fa- 
vorable on the wool,- for its solution. 
The problem begins nt the farm or fac- 
tory, and ends with the market, wheth- 
er at home or abroad. Our natural 
advantages include a remarkable series 
of wonderful inland waterways, tin 
developed water power of untold pos- 
sibilities, and great national ports on 
two oceans. The issues are provincial 
as well as federal, for the problem 
must take account not only of great 
railway systems and inland naviga- 
tion, hill of the tramway and even of 
the ordinary hig.hway. The develop- 
ment ,,f our unrivaled natural facil- 
ities for transportation and the equip- 
ment of great national ports on both 
oceans must be vigorously advanced 
if our producers are to compete on 
fair terms in the untries where we 
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could render. A com 
1 have outlined would constitute a suf- 
ficient safeguard of public rights and 
Interests, ami at the same time would 
stand as a bulwark' against unjust or 
hasty legislative action. 1 submit 
as another article of our policy. 

"The reorganization of the present 
railway commission as a public util- 
ities commission, with wider powers 
and more extended jurisdiction so as 
to establish thorough and effective con- 
trol over all corporations owning or 
operating public utilities, or investod 
with franchises of a national character. 

Public Ownership 

"It has been demonstrated in Great 
Britain that telegraphs and telephones 

can be successfully operated in connee- 
offlce department.

Few peo- 
ple realize that at the present time 
Canada owns and operates 6,586 miles 
of telegraph line. These lines have not 
been remunerative fur the reason .luw 
they have been established in thinly 
settled portions of the country, where 
private enterprise could find no .ade- 
quate return. If we are prepared to 
Invest national capital in -thinly peo- 
pled and unremuneratlve localities, 
why should we hesitate in those por- 
tions of the country where operations 
can be carried on ;u a profit'.' I do not 
forget the necessity thai our gre.it 
railways must be equipped oilh lol"- 
graph and 'telephone lines, nor do I 
forget the principle of justice hi in- 
vested capital which 1 have already 
invoked.

Preferential Trade 
"The Conservative party has always 
stood, and still stands, for a policy of 
preferential trad.- within the Empire. 
; The attitude of the present govern - 
l ment has been almost negative. There 
.has been a half-hearted reaffirmation 
(of desire lor better trade relations with 
j Hie Mother Coynity based on prefer' 
j eneos given and received; but the 
| prime minister and the minister of 
I agriculture have repeatedly assured 
the British public that the people of 
I Canada have no desire for a prefer- 
I once in the markets of Great Britain. 
,lt is not by such means nor by such at- 
! titude that we can expect success. The 
I recent change of government in the 
British Isles litis been regarded as the 
postponement of all hope that this 
I great Imperial .scheme propounded by 
I a far-seeing and patriotic and Im- 
I perial statesman, can be consummated 
in the early future. It is nevertheless 
true that the British government was 
returned to power not upon that issue, 
but upon a dozen Issues, which had 
various effects in different constitu- 
encies throughout the British Isles. 
The cause of mutual preferential trade 
received a great stimulus, not from 
the prime minister of Canada, but by 
the efforts of Australian, New Zealand 
and South African representatives ac 
the recent colonial conference. The 
Canadian representatives adopted a 
policy of comparative indifference. 
Australia, New Zealand and South Af- 
rica, with the exception of the Trans- 
vaal, urged, upon the British people the 
Infinite importance of cementing Great 
Britain and the great dependencies of 
the Empire by a system of mutual 
trade preferences. Our prime minis- 
ter is quite ready to interfere in the 
domestic affairs of Great Britain when 
he considers that his political interests

Mr. Wal- 
ter Scott, has openly stated In a let- 
ter, which was read on the Floor of 
the House, that not Ihe lieutenant-gov- 
ernor of Saskatchewan, hut Sir Wilfrid 
Laurler made the selection of the first 
prime minister of that province. Pro- 
moters, not only from Ontario, but 
from Quebec, have come to the Do- 
minion parliament for charters which 
1 should have been granted only by the 
I provincial legislatures. One charter, 
j obtained nearly twenty years ago from 
the Ontario legislature when under 
Liberal control, was brought before 
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public. Let your elections be eon- 
dueled according to honorable, decent 
and clean methods. 

"A campaign of education to ti 
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gard of provincial rights extended that 
J the Dominion government has at- 
tempted to possess itself of valuable 
timber lands in the province of On- 
tario without regard to the rights of 
the province or Its lessees. AVc shall 
advocate and maintain: 

"The unimpaired maintenance of all 
powers of self-government which have 
been conferred upon the provinces of 
Canada under the constitution. 

The "All-Red" Line 
"George IV. became firmly convinced) 
that he had commanded the British! 
forces at Waterloo, and a similar men- 
tal aberration has fastened itself up- 
on our prime minister, who stoutl.i 
maintains, notwithstanding the most 
convincing evidence to the contrary, 
that he is the author of the 'All-Red' 
line project. Sir Charles Tupper hard- 
ly needed to remind us that the pro- 
posal was his own, that It ^kvas de- 
feated by the action of Lord Aberdeen 
and Sir Wilfrid Laurler. Our prime 
minister conveniently forgets his bot- 
tle-necked proposals of 1S9S and tho 
shout of triumph from his party 
friends at the supposed establishments 
of a fast Atlantic service. He appar- 
ently forgets what the Allans have ac- 
complished on the Atlantic and what, 
the Canadian Pacific Railway company 
has achieved on the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific as well since his famous scheme 
broke down. Upon his return from 
the colonial conference he said at Que- 
bec: 'During the last days of tho 
conference I announced a new idea 
Which has become almost historic, tho 
"All-Red" line.' His motion was moved 
before the colonial conference on the 
14 th of May, but the proposal, which 
ho claims as a new idea of his own, 
was that of Sir Charles Tupper in 
1890. And more than a month before 
Sir Wilfrid's resolution was moved cer- 
tain capitalists had addressed to each 
member of tho conference a proposal 
'to link together the different parts of 
the Empire- by a service of fast steam- 
ers and fast trains working in conjunc- 
tion and forming through routes 
through British territory.' Yet this is 
the new and original idea which Sir 
Wilfrid announced a month afterwards. 
We have no details of the govern- 
ment's proposal, and we cannot profit- 
ably consider it until those are made 
known. The best possible passenger 
service is, desirable, but we must not 
sacrifice the interests of our producers 
lor the spectacular effects. Condi- 
tions have changed since 1896. Tho 
necessity of a thorough and efficient 
freight service with a complete sys- 
tem of cold storage at the lowest pos- 
sible rale is more apparent now than 
ten years ago.'

London- Times, August 3.— The sit- 
tings of the thirteen sections of the 
British Medical association began at 
Exeter on Wednesday, were continued 
on Thursday and concluded yesterday. 

In the naval and military section on 
Wednesday, Inspector-General J. Por- 
ter, C. H., the president, congratu- 
lated the army medical service on the 
revolutionary strides it had "made in 
recent years towards complete effici- 
ency. Promotion by merit had been 
established Ihrough alb the ranks of 
the army medical service, its officers 
had been given a career, the paralyz- 
ing blight of seniority had been swept 
away, and healthy development had 
been assured for the first tlnio In their 
history. Secure provision had been 
made that the military doctor should 
be an expert adviser, nol in name only, 
but in reality, and in the future they 
were likely to hear less ol military ne- 
cessity having to override me, Meal re- 
quirements. In the medical service 
of the royal navy many Improvements 
had been made during the past de- 
cade. 

in the slate medicine section Dr. 
Arthur Newsholme (Brighton), the 
president. Introduced a discussion on 
the co-ordination el' the public medi- 
cal services. II,' said a rapidly in- 
creasing proportion of sickness was 
being treated in voluntary and in state 
or rate-supported institutions, and 
whether viewed from the standpoint of 
patients, doctors or of the public 
health, the present state of the medi- 
cal service must lie condemned as un- 
satisfactory. Tile conditions of priv- 
ate medical practice among the poor 
were admittedly most harassing and 
unsatisfactory to the doctor. The de- 
fects could l>» overcome, as was seen 
in the co-ordinating arrangements 
where the notification of consumption 
was successfully at work. The de- 
fects of the system were not overcome 
when the organization for the medi- 
cal supervision of scholars was sep- 
arate from the general public health 



administration of a district. The homo 
was the point from which many of the 
evils discovered by the medical school 
inspection would have to be attacked 
ami controlled. Parents would not 
tolerate dual medical examinations for 
school purposes, anil on the other 
hand, neither the school doctor nor the 
medical officer of health fulfilled, tho 
complete needs of the case. These

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tors were appoint,

secure the early 
stinted diagnosis o 
Justification of a 
service, both econ 
cally, consisted in

icine. This necessarily implied thai 
it must centre round an expanded 
public health medical service, embrac- 
ing every phase of disease and every 
means of maintaining health. 

A long debate favorable to the gen- 
eral principles of the proposal follow- 
ed, and the president said the details 
of his scheme had been prepared, ami 
would Shortly be published. 

Dr. Garrett Hordcr. Cardiff, 

speaking on tin- new vaccination or- 
der, said whatever their opinipns might 
be with respect to the administration 
of the Vaccination acts, every practi- 
tioner would agree that the profession 
generally must feel humbled when tin- 
local government board proposed that 
the minimum fee for tlomlllcilary vac- 
cination should be half a crown. After 
other speeches, lie moved that il be a 
recommendation to the central council 
that tile attention of the local govern- 
ment board be called to the inadequacy 
of the minimum fee laid down in tho 
vaccination order of 1907, moreover 
that it was desirable that all expenses 
connected with the carrying out of the 
Vaccination acts should be borne by 
the imperial exchequer. 

The resolution was carried unani- 
mously. 

Hr. VV. Hale White. M. D., senior 
physician, Guy's hospital, delivered the 



address In medicine. He. begged of 
tlie profession to take all the oppor- 
tunities they wore able of bringing 
before the public the duty they owed 
to medicine. The profession was try- 
ing their hardost to diminish suffer- 
ing and get rid of disease, ami yet they 
got little help from the Very public 
whose suffering the> were endeavoring 
to lessen. ThoroTought to he fully 
endowed professorships for teaching 
and research, so that those having a 
taste and ability for such work might 
do it, and not, as now, have to pass 
it by because they could not earn their 
bread and butter by it. In London 
not a single medical school had a fully 
endowed professorship of pathology. 
After speaking of alcohol and disease,

ing their life. Even figures from life 
insurance companies dealt with by ac- 
tuaries were not free from fallacies of 



evidence, for they could tftke no ac- 
count of those who were born of tu- 
berculosis parents and died of tuber- 
culosis disease before they came up 
for examination for life insurance. Tho 
statistics about insanity and cancer 
also showed tlie extreme difficulty of 
a proper use of medical figures. 

On Thursday the science committee 
of the National Temperance league 
gave a breakfast at Exeter to meet the 
members of the British Medical associ- 
ation, and he. had some hesitation in 
attending the gathering, nut that lie 
had not the greatest sympathy with 
the temperance movement, but because 
most temperance societies and a large 
number of temperance advocates talked 
the most unscientific twaddle that was 
ever invented. He agreed that they 
should teach children in tlie schools 
that alcohol was not necessary for or- 
dinary physical life, but to go mi and 
tell them, as in some American schools, 
that they were morally wrong in drink- 
ing a glass of wine, and to do so was 
taking poison, was unscientific twaddle 
and absolutely wrong. If thai was 
what they were going to be taught, 
then he for one preferred to teach them 
nothing at till. Physiological science 
had taught one thing, that a man or 
woman did not want to drink more 
than two or three pints of beer a day. 
That was enough for anybody unless 
they were doing heavy muscular work. 
Thai amount of beer would hoi do 
any more barm than tea. A study of 
the evidence of tile physical deteriora- 
tion commission showed him thai tea- 
drinking in the neighborhood of large 
towns, where tea was soaked on tlie 

hob and given to children, was pro- 
ducing deterioration In the very worst 
form. Therefore lie would pul in a 
plea for light beers containing only 
2 l-J percent of alcohol. (Hear, hear, 
and dissent.) In his opinion, a meal 
of cheese and bread and light beer was 
infinitely more scientific than food 
w hich the children were now getting of 
bread, lea and jam. (Dissent.) He had 
never recommended a patient to take 
alcoholic drink, The teaching in our 
schools on the subject should be scien- 
tific and not tinctured with dogma. 



One .scientific fact they did not know 
was that alcohol was not necessary to 
life in- bodily work, very rarely useful 
In disease, and they ought not to drink 
half as much as they did. 

Sir .John .Moore said Intemperance in 
beverages containing alcohol was the 
most potent factor in the production 
of disease. 

e In the stab, medicine section, Pro- 
fessor ir. Kenwood, London, read a 
paper on tin- reduction of Infant mor- 
tality by better management and con- 
trol of the milk supply. He said that 
in spite of till their efforts a large pro- 
portion of infants would continue to bo 
foil artificially, and public health In- 
terests demanded a guarantee of heal- 
thy cows, a sufficient standard of 
cleanliness of milk and the discontinu- 
ance of the very general practice in 
summer months of drugging it with 
chemical preservatives. All local au- 
thorities should be compelled to adopt 
| and enforce suitable and sufficient 
| regulations, and the local government 
board should appoint inspectors to 
see thai those were enforced. More- 
over, a bill should he drawn up 
| to empower county councils to bake 
over and execute the power of default- 
ing authorities, ant! charge the expense 
(to defaulting districts. Another very 
| necessary reform was the animal li- 
censing of all premises where milk was 
sold or prepared for sale. There should 
| also be a veterinary inspection of milch 
] cows, and fair compensation provided 
when animals Infected with tuberculo- 
sis had to be slaughtered, and the 
| board of agriculture should make tu- 
berculosis in milch cows a notifiable 
disease.

tributed a paper suggesting the ad- 
visability of Hospital ships carrying a 
wireless telegraphy installation. 

The address in surgery was given by 
Dr, II. T. Butlin, consulting surgeon 
at st. Bartholomew's hospital, who 
dealt with the subject of the contagion 
of cancer in human beings. His be- 
lief that carcinoma was a parasite dis- 
ease, and that the carlclnoma was tho 
parasite, strongly disposed him to be- 
lieve that the disettso should be cap- 
able of auto-inoculatio'n. The study 
of auto-inoculation was for him only 
preparatory to the studs- of 'the com- 
nnmleability of cancer from one hu- 
man being to another, and he had set 
himself tho task of Investigating this 
question. That it was an exceedingly 
difficult Investigation there could be 
little doubt, and from what, he had 
gathered so far there could be even 
jess doubt that such cases must be 
very rare. The small number, if 
there were any such cases, must be 
compensated by the quality of those 
which wen.- discovered. 

The annual dinner was held in the 
evening. 

Yesterday, in the statu medicine sec- 
tion, Or. li. Tldswell, Torquay, read a 
paper on the effect of tobacco smoking 
on tlm health of the individual and 
the nation. lie believed that the 
smoking habit was founded entirely 
on sentiment. Medical science dis- 
tinctly taught that tobacco contained 
a deadly poison called nicotine, and 
that this was especially injurious to 
growing boys. The only use that to- 
bacco could be pul to was to keep off 
mosquitoes, and as there were none of 
these here, the Briton had no excuse 
for smoking. (Laughter.) It was a 
habit which was nothing less than a 
slow process of self-destruction. Was 
it reasonable to suppose that people of 
their land could enjoy good health 
when they consumed three million 
pounds by weight of tobacco each 
year'.' lie believed that the use of to- 
bacco had something 'to, do with epi- 
thelial cancer of the tongue, and that 
the connexion between smoking and 
insanity was much closer than was 
generally believed. 
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Dr. Arthur Newsholme, Brighton, the 
president, said that till would agree 
on the evil of smoking among chil- 
dren. 

Dr. A. Drury, Halifax, said that many 
minute insects and germs were incap- 
able of liylng In tobacco smoke, and 
that was surely one reason for taking 
an opposite view to Dr. Tldswell. 
.Mr. ,J. C. MeWalter, Dublin, a non- 
aid that smoking was very 
rarded as a preventive of lu- 
and from his observations 
In hospitals ho had found that non- 
smokers anion- young patients up to, 
say, 22, were more prone to tnbercu- 
culosls th-.m smokors. 

The president said that statement 
might give a false Impression, for they 
would surely expect to find more non- 
smokers than smokers in patients up 
to 22 years of age.

In the evening Sir .1. W. Moore, Dub- 
i popular lecture on weather,

The lecturer showed by figures that a 
relatively low death rate from tuber- 
culosis prevailed practically through- 
out i be western half of Ireland, while 
higher death rates from the disease 
were met with in the urban districts 
of Dublin, Cork. Belfast and Derry. Ho 

said the fact was that the slums atld 
tenement houses of our .dd towns 
reeked with the poison of tuberculosis, 
and that climate played a subordinate 
part in relation to the spread and fa- 
tality of this white plague,

Mountain Climbing Down In 




My introduction to the Kentucky 
mountaineer came on a hazy Septem- 
ber afternoon two years ago. I was 

making a foot traverse alone through 
Harlan and Perry counties in advance 
of the regular surveying parties.

1 known as much about tin- country 
and its people as I learned afterward

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I wished 

to use as nn elevation. 1 walked along 
the bed of a creek for a hundred feet 
before I could find an accessible point. 
I tucked my transll under one arm 
and made ;i running start up the Hteep 
incline.

About Irish Agriculture 



The sixth annual general report of 
the department of agriculture and 
technical instruction for Ireland, which 
litis just been issued, affords an In- 
structive account of what is being ac- 
complished, under tiie direction of (be 
government, for rural industries in 
Ireland, The work undertaken by the 
department is of a diversified as' well 
as of an extensive nature, and II will 
nol be the fault of the government re- 
presentatives if Ireland falls lo benefit 
tangibly as a result of these well- 
directed efforts to turn to more profit- 
able account, through skilled manage- 
ment on sound scientific principles, tiie 
natural resources of the country. The 
report In n bulky volume of oVor 000 
pages, and it recounts the multifarious 
schemes Instituted by the department 



and financed by the state for Improv- 
ing the condition of agricultural Ire- 
land. The evidence set forth shows that 
the' progress Is gratifying. It has not 
been of the mushroom order, hut It has 
been steady and unmistakable. The 
educational work directed by the de- 
partment. Is Intelligently described, and 
abbreviated, and extended reports are 
embodied In the volume showing wdiat 
has been done in tho direction of Im- 
proving the various classes of live 
slock, and also the methods of tilling 
and cropping the land. The records 
tire Instructive as disclosing the extent 

lo which Ireland has been considered 
and assisted by Indulgent govern- 
ments. 

What has been done in improving 
the breeds of live titoclc and in devel- 



oping early potato growing In Ireland 
through state aided schemes is well 
known, but much has been accomplish- 
ed, iii a less prominent way, and of 
this the public have little knowledge. 
The department brings within the 
scope of their operations every branch 
of the farming industry, ami in numer- 
ous directions the stum]) of departmen- 
tal support has been deeply Impressed, 
At different times and in various ways 
the department has been Instrumental 
in Improving barley growing by en- 
lightening the growers us to the selec- 
tion of the best varieties and In meth- 
ods of cultivation, thereby enabling 
them to increase materially the propor- 
tion suitable for malting purposes. 
Flax growing, which for many years 
was a decaying pursuit, has also re- 
ceived serious attention with benefi- 
cial results, and, although Ireland Is 
not noted for fruit growing, its capa- 
bilities In this direction have likewise 
been stimulated. 



The Plants to Avoid 



Most .of those plants whose leaves 
and stalks are covered with fine, soft 
hair have unpleasant effects upon 
people whose skin Is under tho average 
thickness, and there are bulbs which 
have a similar effect. One should al- 
ways wear gloves while planting Ro- 
man hyacinths, for the light "scalo" 
which covers ihe roots comes off on the 
hands, .and sets up a kind of rash 
which is extremely Irritating and 
spreads rapidly, Most, people tire 
aware Hint tlie loaves of the yew are 
poisonous lo cattle. The red berries 
have also poisonous properties to 'man, 
though birds — especially missel 
thriishes-real litem freely. The com- 
mon box tree has poisonous properties, 
as those who cut up green box-wood 



are well aware. Scarlet blotches ap- 
pear on the skin. Spruce-tree pitch* 
has a similar effect upon many per- 
sons. In other cases It is the leaves 
which are poisonous. The young 
spring leaves of the red cedar and the 
arbor vltae have an unpleasant effect 
upon many skins, and other plants 
which tire not good to handle are 
meadow saffron, garlic, celandine, tlie 
anemone, monkshood and the common 
milkweed. The effects of these plants 
upon different people, are quite var- 
ious. Sonic Individuals do not suffer 
at all; others are affected with a rash 
which resembles measles.

Augments Aerial, Fleet 



Paris, Aug. 15, — The success of tho 
dirigible baloon "Lobaudy'.' last year,, 
and of tin- "Patrle," which concluded 
Its trial last week, lias' caused tho 
government to augment its aerial fleet. 

Several new dirigibles on the model 
ut the Patrle are being constructed 
forthwith, and M, .lulllott. the engineer 
of Messrs. Labaudy Brothers, and des- 
igner of the Patrle, counts upon ■ intro- 
ducing many Improvements In tho new 
airship. The principal strategic points 
on tho eastern frontier, such us Pool, 
Eplnal, Verdun, and Holfort. will he 
supplied with airships as soon as they 
can be launched. 

The Lobaudy and Patrle are at pres- 
ent at the balloon park at Menrlon, but 
the latter Is to be stationed at Verdun 
and would have begun its journey thith- 
er today had the conditions been favor- 
able. 

A sum of $60,000 now remains on 
the estimate for the hulUlInc of the 
new ship, but the military commission 
is to ask Purl anient for a fresh credit. 
Although the *>ebaiidy was purchased 

for $20,000, the J'uti'ie. cost $70,000 and 
this Is to .lie the suni paid for the uddl- 
tlpnal ships. 

M. .lulllott Is certain that, the Pat- 
rle and airships- ol: her class will play 
an Important part In the land war of 
the future. They would, he points out, 
be of Inestimable Vghio tn the com- 
mander of a beslegid garrison. It is 
next to ImooBSlblo fell artillery to hit 
a Bpherical-shnped nn ss of go motors 
long traveling tn klluiieters an hour at) 
an altitudo of 1.000 miters.

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There is no phase of modern seafar- 
ing adventure more fascinating than 
the quest i'or buried hoards of wealth, 
sunk In the ocean's depths or secreted 
on lonely seaboards. Alluring, indeed, 
is this ever new temptation to tlie dar- 
ing visionary, who dreams of enrich- 
ing himself at single stroke, while fact 
and fiction alike pay tribute to this 
will-o'-the-wisp as the basis of some 
of the most thrilling Incidents in 
countless narratives of past and pre- 
sent days. 

Highly romantic are the stories of 
treasure hunts in mysterious islands, 
or distant soas, and many a Wild 
gamble is comprehended hi the en- 
deavors constantly being mail,, to lo- 
cate this trove in various parts of the 
globe. The hidden hoards of precious 
stones and minted metal, which are 
the lode-stones that attract so many 
searchers and involve such large out- 
lays, should be worth hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars, if existing at all. while 
Midas himself might well gasp at a 
mere enumeration of those more or 
less mythical Eldorados. 

Some of the buried pelf has a well- 
established historical existence, as in 
the fact that the Romans, in the good 
days of old, by casting their priceless 
possessions of gems and valuables in- 
to the bosom of the Tiber, to appease 
the god which they believed dwell 
there, must have littered its bed with 
untold wealth. The ancient royal rc- 
galia of Engiand, King Alfred s crown, 
many Norman jewels, and numerous 
other valuables were Inst by King 
John in crossing the wash. Ancient 
ships containing great stores of gold 
arc known to lie beneath the waters of 
a Swiss lake, where even now efforts 
are being made to get at them. 
Equally certain is it that the Floren- 
tine tiie flagship of the Spanish Ar- 
mada, sank in Tobermory Bay, mi the 
west cdast of Scotland, in the event- 
ful year of 1 f. SS, carrying down with 
her bullion and valuables estimated at 
fifteen million dollars. The Spanish 
galleons scuttled in Vigo Hay in 1702, 
to avoid capture by the British, were 
laden witli gold, silver, and precious 
stones, the harvest of four years' loot- 
ing in Mexico, which is estimated at 
one hundred and forty million dollars. 
Spcred Hoards in the Tropics 

Traditional merely, though perhaps 
Willi a substratum of truth, are the 
accounts of treasure hiding by the 
Chlbchas, Aztec, and Incas. The for- 
mer, a race once numbering a mil- 
lion, dwell on a mountain range in- 
land from Bogota, where they wor- 
shipped of yore a deity Whose home 
was in the bottom of the lake of Gua- 
tavita. Into Which for ages they cast 
their wealth, amounting, from the es- 
timates of Humboldt, the famous tra- 
veller, and others who investigated the 
story, to some five hundred million 
dollars. The long- lost golden store of 
the Incas, supposed to exceed thirty 
million dollars, secreted on the com- 



ing of the Invader, has yet t 
earthed 111 the wilds of Bolivia, and a 
Still greater sum consigned to the 
beds of swift Hewing rivers by Aztec 
priests and chiefs under similar cir- 
cumstances may be there for count- 
less ages yet. so scant nr.' the clues to 
its whereabouts. 

In a still different category stand 
the so-called pirate hoards. Theso; ac- 
cording to tradition, are as numerous 
as the davs are long. Cuptttln Kidd, 
premier pirate of his time, is reputed 
to have buried treasure on almost every 
islet from Yucatan to Labrador, and 
in Newfoundland many places are 
known as Kidd's treasure grounds. 
Some years ago, when a bank sus- 
pended payment at St. John's, a local 

| worthy given to treasure hunting ser- 
iously proposed to the trustees that if 
advanced a moderate sum for such 
purposes lie would return them enough 
to pay oft! their liabilities — surely the 
strangest vagary in the history of gold 
seeking enterprises. In the West In- 
dies the equally enormous booty which 
Blackboard 'IVaeh Is credited with 

j having secured is believed to be en- 
riching numerous caves there, and 

I has been the inspiration of many a 
hunt. Other notorious pirates of the 
Indian ocean are said to have secreted 
plunder worth one hundred and fifty 

I million dollars in Black River moun- 
tains, Mauritius, and lesser spoil from 

j scores of ships, partly laden with 

! specie or bar gold and wrecked along 
every coast line of the ocean's great 
highways, tempts the efforts of as 
many purely local search parties. 

The Cocos Island Hunt 

In its romantic Interest and alluring 
possibilities, the Cocos Island treasure 
easily transcends all others of these 
tantalizing bullion phantoms. Within 
the last twenty years no fewer than 
eighteen different expeditions have 
been organized to search for it; but 
so far without result. 

There are two treasure hoards 
there. The first was the plunder from 
many gold ships and rU lily freighted 
merchantmen looted by Benito Bonito, 
the last of the great pirates, in the 
Pacific up to 1820, and estimated to 
be worth sixty million dollars, which 
lies buried on this lonely Islet, sixteen 
square miles in area, lying three hun- 
dred miles west of Panama, lie mur- 
dered half Ids crew .01 doing so; hut 
his vessel, being undermanned, was 
dismasted soon after, and, putting in- 
to V alparaiso to refit, was recognized, 
and till were handed save a boy named 
Thompson, taken I shortly before from 
an English ship. In IS.30 the boy was 
in lama, master of the brig 'Mary 
Die;;,' , when a. revolution broke out, 
and church-men, grandees, and not- 
ables piled treasure aboard her to tin 
amount of fifteen million dollars, be- 
lieving them safe under the British 
flag. Mat Thompson and his crew set 
sail at night for Cocos, dividing part 
of the spoil among them and burying 
the rest — eleven 'boatloads — ashore. 



While Thompson was thus engaged 
a Peruvian gunboat sent in chase cap- 
tured the brig and shot the crew; hut 
he hid hi a cave and escaped, being 
taken off the island later by a pass- 
ing craft, which supposed him to be a 
ship w reeked mariner, 

Five years later, being without facil- 
ities for recovering the treasure him- 
self, he disclosed the facts t ic 

Keating, mate of Hie Newfoundland 
barque Albatross, while crossing from 
Liverpool to St. Johns. At the latter 
place he took ill and, escaping from 
Keatlng's home while light headed, 
perished in a snow drift. Having his 
parchment map and oral data, Keating 
fitted out a schooner, sailed round 
Cape Horn, and duly reached Cocos, 
where he afterwards declared ho found 
the treasure and selected from ii jew- 
els worth some thirteen thousand dol- 
lars, fearing' to take more lest his crew 
might murder him in their cupidity. 
He informed the latter that he had 
failed in his quest. 

In IX IS, after having returned to St. 
John's, he Induced Johnstone, a mer- 
chant there, whose firm still survives, 
tu equip the schooner Gauntlet and 
send lilm on a sec. mil voyage; in 
which lie always claimed that he and 
ihe captain unearthed the hoard a 
second time, filled a sack with dia- 
monds and gems, and put off again in 
their boat, when a squall overturned i'. 
the captain and the sack were lest, 
and Keating had to return once more 
villi only a few gems he had pul in 
his pocket as they worked. He could 
never raise means for a third essay; 
but in 1881 he and a shipmaster named 
Hackett were planning a cruise when 
Hackett succumbed to yellow fever in 
Havana, and Keating died shortly af- 
ter hearing the news. Hackett's la-o- 
ther and Keating's widow tried the 
venture ten years later, but without 
result: and during recent .'.ears seal- 
ers from Japan, beachcombers from 
the South Seas. Admiral Pallister in 
tiie British warship Impereuse, (who 
put one hundred nun and an adequate 
supplj of explosives ashore there for 
a month's work), and numerous others 
have engaged in t li • • same wild goose 
chase, 

But except for Keating, no man 
has ever claimed to have brought 
away from CoCOs island anything bill 
disappointment. Howard Grey, an 
Irish gentleman, with live yacht "Rose- 
marine." recently speft two years 
there, with a force of peons hired in 
Panama exploring likely spots, hut 
without result. Lord Fitzwllllam, in 
1904, went mit from England hi the 
steamer Veronlque, ami tried it also, 
but onlv succeeded In damaging him- 
self and several of Ids associates bj a 
premature explosion of dynamite. Both 
these expeditions abandoned their 
quest in November, 1905, and it was 
given out that they believed the trea- 
sure to have boon secured ami car- 
ried away In the oast or that the en- 
croachment.-; of the sea had submerg- 
ed it beyond hope of recovery. Cap- 



tain Gossler, a German, and bis wife 
have lived on the Island for some 
years, and sought for the treasure un- 
ceasingly, but without any result. 

A midget edition of the Cocos story 
is that of Alboran Island, a lonely rock 
in the Mediterranean. About 1831, so 
the legend runs, the crew of u pirate 
ship, the "Young Constitution,' chased 
by British men-of-war, landed on (he 
forsaken islet and burled their booty, 
gold, ami jewels, worth five million 
dollars. Subsequently they wore cap- 
tured and hanged, with one exception, 
la lad named Robinson being spared, 
i He later entered the service of a mili- 
tary officer, ami many years after- 
Ward told him the secret of the Island. 
The officer organized an expedition to 
search for the treasure, but Without 
avail. and many modern treasure 
hunters have been equally unsuccess- 
ful. The latest, a syndicate of Eng- 
lishmen who went from Plymouth in a 
yacht, spent many weeks there, going 
over the ground systematically, but 
came away empty-handed, convinced 
that the alleged treasure was a myth, 

Untold Wealth of the Armada 

The search for the hoard of the Ar- 
mada's flagship rests on a surer foun- 
dation, it is a matter of historic re- 
cord that the Florcntls harbored In 
Tobermory Bay and bought stores 
from the islanders of Mu'l. Tradition 
declares that one of these, being de- 
tained aboard, fired her magazine and 
blew In-r up; but it is possible she 
may have foundered from other causes. 
Certain it is that she lies there. The 
Duke of Argyll, who lived in 1641, ob- 
i tallied a concession from tie- Scottish 
.crown of any treasure he might re- 
j cover from her, and salvage work, was 
continued until Ki65. It was resinned 
by one of his successors, and a diving 
I bell was used. A tine brass cannon 
eleven feel long, with engravings there- 
Ion attributed to Bcnevonuto Cellini, 
.was recovered, as well as many gold 
and silver coins. 

| Since then at intervals the work has 
j been resumed, swords, scabbards, pis- 
I tois, and boarding pikes, cannon boils, 
and the bones of moldered Spaniards 
being brought to light. Gradually, 
however, the hull has settled down and 
been silted over with sand and mud, 
to pentruto which the modern salvors 
.are now working. They have a most 
complete outfit of sand pumps, caissons 
a two thousand caudle power electric 
light, and many other ingenious con- 
| trlvancea of w hich earlier seekers for 
I treasure knew nothing. 
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Operations are being 
| ( 'aptaln William Burns, one 
j most noted marine salvage .-> 
i Britain, a ma n who has the r 
re-floating one hundred and 
seven vessels without a failure. His 
| men in this venture have already 
| brought up swords, pistols. flagons, 
candlesticks, and many other articles, 
proving unmistaken hly the presence 
of the vessel, and ii is believed they 
will soon find the nfter part of her hull 



and her treasure room, with its 
wealth untold that has been concealed 
there for more than three centuries, 
it is calculated that the Florontia's 
treasure, embracing, us it did, the' 
money to pay soldiers and sailors dur- 
ing' the campaign designed to end the 
conquest of England, must have been 
equal to at least fifteen million dol- 
lars of our present coinage, while the 
admiral himself was a renowned sy- 
barite who always ate and drank from 
silver plates and golden goblets, ami 
she bore many priests with golden 
crucifixes and chalices thickly studded 
in gems. 

An Obdurate Government 

The most extraordinary treasure 
seeking expedition of modern times is 
that of the Collls Diamond syndicate 
of London, which started from Cardiff 
last August III, to explore Halifax 
island, one or i he Guano archipelago 
off the South African coast, in the 
hope of discovering diamonds there, a 
geologist In Wales having; declared that- 
they existed In that group in fabulous 
quantities. A conditional license was 
obtained from the Cape Colony gov- 
ernment, and a syndicate formed in 
England of peers, parliamentarians, 
judges, generals, writers like Conan 
Doyle, and men eminent in every walk 
of life. Tin- steamer 'Xema' was char- 
tered and despatched to the island with 
the requisite apparatus for prospect- 
ing; hut the cane government, alleg- 
ing that it feared the birds which re- 
sort there would be driven awaj and 
the future of the islands as producers 
of guano impaired, decided not to per- 
mit the expedition to pursue Its 
scheme, and sent a gunboat to th. 
archipelago to prohibit the Xema's 
people from landing. This stopping 
of the adventurous spirits who had the 
project In hand put an end to their 
picturesque undertaking, to the great 
disappointment of tin- British public. 

The venture was started on the faith 
of a story told to a man named Griffith, 
who formed the syndicate with the 
aid of Collls, a London broker: and 
all die foregoing notable Englishmen 
took shares in It. The expedition cost 
fifty thousand dollars, and has brought 
nothing thus far to these people but 
undesirable notoriety. 

Signer Pino, whose marvellous in- 
vention, the hydroscope, enables him 
to view- the bottom ,.f the sea as a 
I telescope allows one to observe that 
j sky, has contrived a colossal specimen 
of this instrument, and Is now engag- 
ed with a Spanish syndicate in prob- 
I ing Vigo Bay for the fleet of galleons 
; sunk there In 1 T0l*. The facts as to 
! this flotilla and its golden lading are 
j indisputable, and fully a score of trea- 
| sure seeking expeditions, with all sorts 
hi wonderful salvage apparatus In- 
I vented for the purpose, have been try- 
i ing their luck in this quest for a cen- 
| tury. Whether Finn will have better 
fortune, time alone can tell, but the 
great difficulty In these cases Is that 
the bottom of the sea silts up rapidly, 



and even vessels of the size of these 
treasure ships are in due course burled 
beneath the ooze. And so it happens 
that in a large hay it is extremely dif- 
ficult to imaie the particular spots 
where they are concealed. 
Similar fruitless attempts have been 

made to locate the wreck of the British 
war craft Black Prince, sunk by Rus- 
sian gun fire at Scbastopol wltta>a car- 
go of more than three million dollars 
in gold and valuables, or the hull of 
East India merchantman Grosvenor, 
Which went down off St. John's, Cape 
Colons', witli five millions of specie 

in her hold, while the same disap- 
pointment has met the searchers for 
one hundred and fifty million dollars 
id" pirate loot hidden on the coast of 
Mauritius Island, in the Indian ocean, 
the spoil of countless fine vessels 
plundered there in the palmy days 
when British and French struggled for 
mastery of the Carnatie, ami every 
adventurer enriched himself with the 
spoils of kings and rajas. Hut thus 
far none of the secreted hoards in 
Mauritius has been brought to light, 
albeit many parties of searchers are 
almost constantly at work. 

A Voyage of Mystery 

In. August. 1906, tin- k.-tch Cather- 
ine left the Isle of .Man for a mystery 
port in the Carriboan sea, an island 
reported to contain a pirate hoard of 
estimated value of six million dollars. 
The secret of its hiding place was re- 
vealed by an old sailor, while on his 
death bed nearly thirty years ago, to 
a ship's doctor named Davison,' the 
sailor alleging that he was made pris- 
oner In ixihs by Latrobe, a notorious 
French pirate, ami to escape death 
joined the bucaneers, who, being 
chasen by an American warship, land- 
ed on this island and buried their 
loot. After putting to sea again they 
were overcome by the warship, and all 
on board killed except this sailor. Da- 
vison, whom he informed, organized 
an expedition in INST, and found the 
island and the place where the treas- 
ure was said to be buried, without 
difficulty. Hut on digging down 
through a bed of shells which had 
been placed over the hoard an exten- 
sive quicksand was discovered below 
and having no apparatus to continue 
the quest ii was temporarily aban- 
doned. In 1896 one Mealy tried for 
the treasure, hut failed, and now the. 
present venture under the leadership 
of a man named Small hopes to find 
a fortune. 

in considering tin- stories of treasure 
buried by pirates, it should be remem- 
bered that all commerce was done a 
hundred year.! ago not by hills of ex- 
change, as now, but by carrying specio 
or bullion on every vessel. This would 
account in part for the legends of loot 
in which pirates revelled and the rapi- 
dity with which they acquired their 
alleged wealth, since tiie general ear- 
goes of the rrafl were of little value, 
as they could not be sold, and were 
ton bulky lo be buried as gold or gems 
easily could be. 

Then in the days of piracy on the 



Spanish Main a ceaseless procession of 
richly freighted galleons passed from 
the gold and silver mines within the 
territories held for Castile beyond the 
seas, and the extent of this truffle may 
be estimated by the fact that the craft 
were often ballasted with silver bars, 
like pigs of lead. Sir William Philips, 
a famous New Englunder, took thirty- 
two tons of silver and a large fortune 
In gems from the hold of a sunken gal- 
leon off Santa Domingo in 1695, and 
several other instances are known 
where early gold seekers have been 
quite as fortunate. 

Hut on the other hand those con- 
jectural pirate deposits may he re- 
garded with much suspicion, both as to 
their number and value, because it is 
doubtful if the pirate crews would 
permit their plunder to be so disposed 
of, and also because it would be no 
easy task to bury millions In gold 
and gems so that it might he reason- 
ably safe. The popular Idea Is that 
a million in gold can be packed in a 
small cask or box; that a casket of 
gems to be borne In the hand may hold 
a king's ransom, and that chalices, 
goblets, crucifixes and other valuable 
articles can be stowed Into a small 
space. No Impression can he more 
erroneous. Gems, it is true, are very 
valuable, though of small size, If they 
rank as first stones; but it is taxing 
credulity too much to claim that all 
the loot of tlie pirates' lairs was of thU 
description. As for gold, ,. a million 
dollars in coin or bars would weigh 
more than two tons, and It would re- 
quire a strong man. indeed, to carry as 
much as twenty or thirty thousand 
dollars in gold. 

Hence, great hoards, if found, will 
likely prove less rich than report rep- 
resents them, while it is a significant 
fact that in later years nobody has 
ever been known to come upon one, 
despite the most elaborate preparations 
that have been made and thorough 
searches of the regions reputed to 
contain such treasure. The similarity 
In all the stories respecting such sup- 
posed stories of wealth awakens sus- 
picions as to their genuineness, for 
while in an isolated ease one man 
might escape who possessed a knowl- 
edge of the treasure, yet to suppose 
that in every ease such occurred is 
preposterous. 

With regard to the treasure at the 
bottom of the sea, sent there by storms 
and tempests, and never since recov- 
ered, it is undeniable that it exists in 
immense quantity in all parts of the 
world's great waterways. During the i 
generations when Spain ruled the wost 
there must have been treasure almost 
incalculable carried across the ocean, 
and much of it went to the bottom 
in the myriad storms which swept the 
seas during that period. The traditions 
of the Carribean are that its shored 
are fringed with the hulls of sunken 
treasure ships, and doubtless In some 
future age when the navigation of the 
mightiest depths becomes possible 
much of this will be recovered, hut it 
is unlikely that any great quantity will 
ever be regained before that period. 



The Moors of Morocco Regard Christians With, an Unmixed Hatred 



For centuries past there has been 
more or less connection between Mo- 
rocco and- Europe. Just now attention 
is being directed thither by the un- 
rest, at present prevailing. A few notes 
based on information picked up by the 
writer when in Morocco during the 
early part of last year may be apropos. 

Morocco is looked upon as an Inde- 
pendent power, while France Is held to 
have the predominating European in- 
terest. A.t one time the situation was 
very much the other way. Tin- Moor 
occupied and controlled a largo por- 
tion of Spain and left many marks of 
his stay, the most famous of them the 
Alhambra, for which Grenada will al- 
ways be remembered. After the ejec- 
tion of Ihe Moors from Spain various 
European countries occupied coast 
towns here and there, but their hold 
was never very firm and they never 
penetrated inland. Tangier was at one 
time an English possession, having 
com-' to England in Charles It's reign 
as part of the marriage portion of his 
consort. She was a. daughter of the 
King of Portugal, and Tangier was 
then in Portuguese hands. The English 
occupation was not of long duration, 
bill there are still the remains of a 
moat constructed by the English gar- 
rison. 

Independent Mohammedan Power 

During recent times Morocco has 
been an independent Mohammedan 



power under a Sultan with a seat at 
Fez. Several of the coast towns con- 
tain numbers of Europeans, who are 
there mainly for purposes of trade, in 
Tangier tlie population is quite 
large, far outnumbering other Euro- 
peans. In other coast towns tin- num- 
bers are comparatively small. in Fez 
and Morocco city there are embassies 
j of various European governments. The 
articles traded In are .skins, for which 
j Morocco has long been justly famed; 
| cereals and other agricultural pro- 
I ducc. Gibraltar looks to Morocco lor 
I a large portion of it. fresh meat sup- 
ply. In return Morocco tak's vari- 
ous manufactured -goods, cotton goods, 
| candles and curiosities for sale to tour- 
ists, At present trad.- is carried on 
j under difficulties. There is not a 
j single harbor on the coast, and all 
Cargo has to be transferred by means 
Of lighters. Most of the coast towns 
are very difficult of access; the surf 
j rises very quickly and may not go 
down for day-. A boat may have part 
of iis cargo discharged when the surf 
gets up, ami either must waste valu- 
able tim ■ go off with its work- un- 
finished. As an instance I was told 
of a party of French officers who land- 
ed at earache. Intending to stay two 
or three hours. The surf, however, 
rose ii], suddenly, and il was impos- 
sible for them lo get away till they 
had waited eleven days. I had a de- 
scription from a sufferer of a night 
-pent on the bar a t the same front. 



Fate one eviHiitig in trying (o get out 
they were pitched by the receding tide 
right en to;, oC tile bar. and ill spile 
of all tlu-.ir of forts had to wait for the 
morning tide before they could get 
away, In addition to these trade dis- 
abilities goods Intended for the Interior 
have to make tlie journey op the back 
of some animal. Mules tind donkeys 
are largely used, and for the longer 
journeys caravans of camels. 

Eight Million Moors There 

The number of .Moors in Morocco — 

they prefer lo call themselve.i Arab. 

is estimated at about s, 000,000. The 
great niajoritv live in villages scattered 
ov. r the country and engage m agri- 
cultural pursuits. The towns are 
lev.- In number, Tangier being i ho big- 
got, with a population of 40.000, The 
people arc divided Into a number of 
tribes, tlie head of each of which is 
responsible to the sultan. The towns 
are governed by Bashas. who again re- 
cognize as higher authority the sultan 
alone. European residents in .Morocco 
are responsible to tin- embassies of 
tlu ir respective governments. The sul- 
tan maintains one standing army, 
Which for some years lias been under 
the command of a Scotchman, Kaid Sir 
Harry .Maclean. Generally the pay 
of the army is very much in arrears, 
and often the soldiers have to restort 
to pillage for the means to live. In 
addition the Basha of a town main- 
tains ids o\\ n force to discipline the 



! town, responsible to himself and under 
his pay. Fighting is almost continu- 
ously taking place in the interior. In- 
ternal raids being quite common. There 
! is considerable disaffection from the 
sultan, its ruler, and conflicts between 
his troops and the tribes are frequent. 
A battle in Morocco is not, however, a 
very serious matter. The Arab ta 
splendid horseman) rides towards his 
enemy in troops, fires at random into 
the air. and then rides hack. Occas- 
ionally an accidental death results. 

The revenue of the country is largely 
rais.-d by import duties, but very Utile 
is applied t" constructive works or 
even to administration. Most of it Is 
appropriated by the different officials 
through whose hands it passes. 

Trouble a Religious One 

The present unrest dales about four 
years back. At that time Morocco was 
making strides as a health resort. Its 
climate, especially in the winter, is re- 
markably fine and dry, and is said to 
be eminently sultabl, for consumptives. 
Km this ha-; goo-, and visitors are 

now very few. Sol f the residents 

have I n badly hii in consequence. 

Tin- trouble Is mainly one of religion. 
The Mohammedan will have no deal- 
ings with the Christiap, but regards 
him wilh an unmixed haired. Though 
christians may have been tolerated as 
residents in their towns, the Moors 
v. ill brook no Interference with I heir 
religious cr.ed. |i would be death 



, lo a Christian to be found in one of 
| their mosques, and no Christian at all 
Is allowed to enter the sacred town of 
Sallce, where many of their sultans 
have b.-en burled. The present sultan, 
however, has had something of a 
European education, Is inclined toward 
progress, and is ready to adopt Euro- 
pean Ideas in a measure. Accordingly 
he has used European influence. The 
tribesmen, uncon tarn Ina ted Moham- 
medans, cannot understand this, and 
accordingly resist it. They are re- 
fusing any longer to recognize his 
authority, They say that by his deal- 
ings with the Christians his right to 
rule is forfeited. All this has culmin- 
ated in a difference In attitude towards 
Christians. Toleration and freedom 
have given place to insults and at- 
tacks, Sometimes the sufferers have 
h.'en made prisoners and released on 
payment of ransom. Such was the 
case of ihe correspondent of the Lon.- 
'1 in Times, who was captured by Ral- 
suli, and also of two officers of the 
British navy taken by ihe brigand Val- 
iante, when II. M, S. Assistance 
grounded near Petwar. Sometimes, 
however, the affair has ended in mur- 
der, as In the case of the Frenchman, 
Dr. Mauchainp. and of the recent mas- 
sacre at Casablanca, This condition 
of things seemed m one time likely 
lo cause complications in European 
polities. it was realized that such a 

state of anarchy could not go on. II 
was accepted that steps were neces- 



sary to insure 'the lives .of residents, 
to police Morocco, to put tin. finances 
on a sound basis and to initiate works 
of development, Bui no power dared 
to take action for fear of involving 
itself in differences with several oth- 
ers. • England and France considered 
themselves to have special interests, 
and by a treaty between them in 1905 
France was given a fi hand in .Mor- 
occo, so far as England is concerned, 
in return for concessions in relation to 
Egypt.' f 

Germany Claimed Interests 
Hut Germany considered herself as 
having interests, too, and witli- justice. 
For example, German shipping with 
Morocco has incrcp.sed much in the 
hist ten years, though almost entirely 
at the expense of Britain. Conse- 
quently shortly after the publication 
of the undertaking the German em- 
peror himself visited Tangier. He 
went over the town as some little risk 
and hi a speech at tin- German lega- 
tion promised help to the sultan In 
case of outside Interferences. Follow- 
ing this up, Germany demanded a con- 
ference of ihe powers, denying the 
right of England and France to settle 
Morocco's destiny, which culminated in 
tile Algeciras conference silling in the 
early pari of last year. As the out- 
come of ihe conference certain reforms 

Were decided oil. All efficient police 

force was to be organized under the 
control of an officer () f some power 
without special interest in Morocco, 



I was made for reorganizing the finances 

! under a measure of control from 
Franco and for certain development 
works, including a harbor at Casa- 
blanca. The attempt to carry out 
these reforms has increased the hatred 
for Christians and litis merely inten- 
sified the situation. It has been proved 
that it is one thing to obtain the sul- 
tan's signature and quite another to 
carry on work against the will of his 
people. Tin- question is whether his 
-authority lias sufficiently diminished 
to render a "holy war" possible, If 

1 so, the opening will probably be a gen- 
eral massacre of Europeans similar to 

i that in Egypt in the early eighties. 
The matter is of moment in England, 
for quite recently it 1ms been neces- 
sary to lake strong measures to repress 
dissatisfaction in Egypt. In some 
quarters the unrest in Morocco and 
Egypt are regarded as only part of a 
larger movement, the direction being 
towards pan-lslamlsm. As the biggest 

I Mohammedan power in the world Eng- 
land would be particularly affected. At 

I present the Mohammedans are among 
the most loyal of the Indian popula- 
tion, and it was part of the Curzori 
policy in tlie partition of Bengal In 
bring the Mohammedans nearer the 
crown. If, however, Morocco or 
Egypt gut out of hand, or really stern 
measures were necessary, the effect on 
India can only he eon jectured,'-and In- 
dian affairs would at once become the 
centre of anxious interest. 
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to Witness Gun Practice

The ships of Hie home fleet had been 
dressed over ail al S o'clock, and as 
the Dreadnought passed between the 
battleship and armored cruiser lines 
the. same ceremonial of saluting by the 
o ulcers and cheering by the ships' 
companies was observed as at the In- 
spection on Saturday. 

The main purpose of tin- cruise was 
to enable their Majesties to witness the 
firing of some of the Dreadnought's 
12-ln. guns and also the evolutions of 
certain of the newer types of sub- 
marines Which had previously been 
ordered to a rendezvous off Sansdown 
I enjoyed Ihe high privilege of being 
allowed to go on board the Dread- 
nought and to stay there during this 

memorable and most Impressive cruise. 

The ship proceeded al moderate speed 
through the lines, but soon quickened 
up lirsi to 15 and shortly after to I .S 
knots. Before the cruise was ended 
she heal steamed 20 knots for some 
little time. The steadiness of the ship 
at these speeds and the complete ab- 



sence of any vibration due to the move- 
ment of tiie engines- were most re- 
markable.

beam. The King was so greatly grat- 
ihed by the splendid shooting of his 
bluejackets that as soon as the firing 
was over he sent for tlie gunlayers 
and guns' crews, 'and complimented 
them on having achieved what he un- 
derstood to be the record practice of 
the whole world. Subsequently he in- 
spected the turrets and their crews, 
and congratulated the officers in. 
charge on the splendid results of their 
efforts. After the practice the ship 
steered close up to tlie target so as 
t oexhlblt at close quarters the effects 
of the firing. The targets were subse- 
quently recovered and hung up for in- 
spection en the quarter-deck. It ap- 
peared that the two first shots had 
both siruci> within the very small 
circumference of a small circle not 
more than 2 ft. or :! ft. in diameter at 
the centre of the bulls'-eye. 

The Dreadnought anchored whilst 
luncheon was served on board, and 
soon afterwards their Majesties wit- 
nessed the evolutions of eight of the 
two latest types of submarines now In 
commission. Four were ordered to 
trim for diving so as to enable them 
to steer down below the surface of 
the water. Four others wcro ordered 



to pass the ship under their petrol | 
engines al a speed of 1 ,'! knots. The | 
four first mentioned were then order- 
ed to dive and circle round the snip, 
occasionally putting even their peris- 
copes under water so as to become 
entirely Invisible At the end of the 
evolution they were to return to the 
surface and make their way hack to 

their anchorage, li was very remark- 
able to note ihe smartness with which 
the submarines took in Hie signals 

made to them from the Dreadnought 
by Commander S. s. Hall, their com- 
manding officer, oven when, being sub- 
merged, they hud nothing but their i 
periscopes to depend upon. Several 
orders signalled to them were quite 
unexpected, and were obeyed on the 
instant. The Khisj watcheri^these evo- I 
lutlons with sustained Interest, as, in- 
deed, did every one else on hoard. 

Th • submarines having completed 
their evolutions and departed, His Ma- 
jesty ordered the Dreadnought to pro- 
ceed to sea; and nfter a short run at 
2(1 knots in the Channel we steamed 
hack about 5 p.m. to ihe anchorage 
al Cowed, a...' his Majesty returned to 
the Victoria and Albert, having, as I 
understand, graciously expressed his 
extreme Interest in tlie ship and her 
cruise, and Ills high satisfaction with 
nil Hint he had witnessed. It. is, as 
Sir John Fisher remarked to me In 
his picturesque way, an Interesting 
historical fact that this is the only 
Occasion on which a Sovereign of the 
United Kingdom has steamed out to 
fen, in the premier battleship ef the 
world, with the Koynl Standard flying 
aloft and the Admiralty (tag at the 
yard arm — the combined symbols of 
supremacy both Navy and Army; It 
Is, perhaps, a still more significant 



fact that on this unique occasion their 
Majesties should have witnessed a feat 
of gunnery practice which has also no 
parallel in recorded history. 

Fill il may bo said the Dreadnought 
is an exceptional ship, and no criter- 
ion of the home llect at large. Well, 
we shall see in Ihe course of Wed- 
nesday. At daybreak on that day the 
whole fleet— with on ■ two excep- 
tions, including the Dreadnought which 
remains at Cowes as guardship — will 
pin to sea for Hie punw.se of carrying 
out a stragetie exercise of -great inter- 
est and importance, and of consider- 
able magnitude, since it virtually cov- 
ers the whole Channel, hut of no very 
long duration, since it begins at -I a.m. 
on Wednesday and ends at 6 p.m. on 
the same day. The "general idea" Is 
rather a complicated one, which 1 have 
no time to oxpound in detail today. 
But it defines a very interesting situ- 
ation, and one which In certain con- 
tingencies might become , at least ap- 
proximately an actual one\ It involves 
a conflict between this country and an 
inferior naval power, the whole situa- 
tion being suddenly and unexpectedly 
complicated by the fact that a third 
power has declared war and despatch- 
ed its Meet into the Channel to nssist 
the Inferior enemy's (loot at. the mo- 
ment when the blockade established 
against it by the British forces has 
been broken during thick weather. 1 
must reserve further details for a fu- 
ture occasion, for I have obtained the 
permission of the Commandcr-in? 
Chief of the home licet to remain on 
hoard the Bulwark during the exercise, 
and I shall hope to send a full ac- 
count of It as soon as the Bulwark 
arrives at Sheerness, which will prob- 
ably be some time on Thursday. Of 



course, the test to he applied is not 
of the same nature as that which the 
Dreadnought, has undergone so trium- 
phantly today. But the gunnery ef- 
ficiency of the home fleet has already 
been established by its place In the 
general gunlayers' competition. We 
shall now see how it acquits Itself in 
seagoing and strngellc efficiency, I for 
one shall he surprised and disappoint- 
ed if it does not show itself worthy of 
Its Incomparable flagship.

What Canada Owes to Fraser 

I Toronto Mail and Empire: Not un- 
til the last moments of her long life 
wore th" people of Toronto aware that 
the daughter of Simon Fraser dwelt 

I among them. F,ven at her death but 
little publicity might have been given 
to the fact that this famous man was 

'icr father, had not the announcement 

! been made just before she breathed 

I h, r laal that tho British Columbia. 
Government had granted her a life an- 
nuity of $000. Thai message came to 
Miss Fraser at tho House of Provi- 
dence, when' she spent the last four- 

| taen y. ars of her old age. British 
Colurnila's generosity was too long 

i delayed to bo of any help to her. The 
tardiness of tho grant Is perhaps not 
altogether tho fault of the Government. 

If it renyiltlOd unknown to tho people 
I of Toronto thai the explorer's daughter 
dwelt hi their city, the British Colum- 
bia Governmenl mighl well be in ig- 
noranc ' the fad that she was with- 
out means in her old age. It ought 
long ago to have been somebody's care 
lo ascertain tlie facts .about her and 
make thorn known to tho governmenl 
of British Columbia or the Govern- 
ment of Canada. 

A Groat Achievement 
The North-West Company, to whom 
her father rendered such groat ser- 
vice, .was Ions ago swallowed up by 



the Hudson's Bay Company, and can- 
not, therefore, discharge debts of gra- 
titude on account of its old servant, 
hut Ihe latter company might lie ex- 
pected to take some interest in the 
daughter of a man from whose great 
labors it derived so much profit. Of 
course, it could be said that the obli- 
gation devolved wholly upon British 
Columbia. To tlie traveler who today 
crosses the "sea of mountains" between 
the plains of the Canadian West and 
our Pacific Coast, glimpses of some 
of tho tremendous obstacles and terri- 
fic dangers that had to be encountered 
by Simon Fraser in his great journey 
of 101 years ago can be bad through 
the windows of the luxurious coaches 
of tlie C. 1'. R. Even from that safe 
and comfortable place of observation 
the perils seem appalling. What must 
they have been to Fraser, Stuart 
and the other hardy and intrepid men 
who first made use of the Fraser as a 
highway to the sea? Fraser himself 
lias left an account of this remarkable 
voyage in his journal. One incident 
he relates as follows: 

Dangers Encountered 
"Leaving Mr. Stuart and two men 
at the lower end of the rapid in order 
to watch the motions of the natives, 1 
returned with the other four men to 
tho camp. Immediately on my arrival 
I ordered Ihe five men out of the 
crews into a canoe lightly loaded and 
the canoe was In a moment under way. 
After passing tlie first cascade she 
lost her course and was drawn into 
the eddy, whirled about for a consider- 
able time, seemingly in suspense whe- 
ther to sink or swim, the men having 
no power over her. However, she took 
the favorable turn, and by degrees was 
led from Ibis dangerous vortex again 
into the stream. In Ibis maimer she 
continued, flying from- one danger to 
another, until the hist cascade but one, 
where, in spite of every effort, the 
whirlpools forced her against a low 
projecting rock. Upon this the men 
debarked, saved their own lives, and 
continued to save the properly, hut 
the greatest difficulty was si ill ahead, 
and to continue by water would be the 
Wtty to certain destruction. During 
ibis distressing scene we were on the 
shore looking on and anxiously con- 
cerned: seeing our poor fellows once 
more safe afforded us as much satis- 
faction as lo themselves, and we has- 
tened to their assistance; but their 
Situation rendered our approach peril- 
ous .and difficult. The bank was ex- 
ceedingly high and steep, and we had 
to plunge our daggers at Intervals In- 
to the ground to check our sliced, as 
otherwise we were exposed to slide 
into the river. We cut steps in tho 
declivity, fustened a line to the. front 



of the canoe, with which some of the 
men ascended in order to haul it up, 
while the others supported it upon 
their arms. In this manner our situa- 
tion was most precarious; our lives 
hung, as It were, upon a thread, as 
the failure of the line, or a false step 
of one of the men, might have hurled 
the whole of us into eternity. How- 
ever, we fortunately cleared the bank 
before dark." 

Not the Columbia 

Sir Alexander Mackenzie had cross- 
ed tiie mountains and made his way 
lo tho Pacific fourteen years before, 
and for some distance had followed the 
Fraaer. which he took for tho Colum- 
bia. Considering the courso of the 
stream too long, he left it at the point 
where Alexandria Fort was afterwards 
built. In 1X05 the North-West Com- 
pany sent David Thompson up the 
Saskatchewan to explore the Columbia 
River. At the same time Simon Fraser 
received his orders to enter the Rock- 
ies by way of the Peace River and ex- 
plore the region thus opened up. On 
a stream called Stuart, after his asso- 
ciate, Fraser built a post, which he„ 
called New Caledonia, a, name which 
afterwards spread to tho country west 
of tlie mountains. His success in that 
undertaking led tho company to com- 
mission him to descend the river from 
Which/ Mackenzie had turned' aside. 
This was the stream which now bears 
Eraser's name. The party left the 
mouth of the Stuart River on May 22, 
and reached an arm of the sea on July 
2. II wa- not till he got to tide water 
and obtained the latitude that ho knew 
the stream along which he had made 
ids difficult way was not tho Colum- 
bia. 

Tho Thompson River 

Though the descent of tho Fraser 
took forty-two days, tho party retraced 
their footsteps In thirty-three days. 
■ Fraser would not have been surprised 
i had he fallen in with Thompson's ex- 
pedltinn, which, had 'started by way of 
Saskatchewan. When ho arrived at 
the confluence of tho Fraser with a 
river apparently of even greater vol- 
UUie, he supposed the latter was tho 
stream along which his partner would 
come, and he therefore named this 
tributary the Thompson River. But 
Thompson did not take his courso 
along lho stream which continues to 
bear his name.

Surely the majority of us wilUadmit 
that the average landscape photo- 
graph does inn. adequately cooxcy lo 
our minds the impression our eyes 
saw when .we gazed on the original 
scene. Sonieliow or other ii all seems 
to lie so cramped and objects that 
came out strongly i n the originul 
scene seems to have shrunk up Into 
mere specks; the whole arrangment 
is too crowded and, as a matter of 
fact, is false in its proportions to na- 
ture. As you stand on the lop of 
some lofty mountain and gaze ai the 
magnificent panorama that lies 
stretched before you, has ii ever oc- 
curred to you that it is really ridicu- 
lous to try and represent it all in the 
.small compass of a 5x4 or even 7x5 
print? It you gave the matter a few 
moment's thought you would at once 
see that the only reason you do so is 

because you have got into the habit 

of using one size for .ill an. I every 
subject that you want to take a pie- 
tun' of; why you should adopt tins.' 
tactics 1 cannot unite understand as 
I presume you are alive to the neces- 
sity of wearing different kin Is of 
clothes for different ceremonies, hut 
the fact remains that tie.' majority of 
amateur photographers are quite Ig- 
norant of the possibilities of panor- 
amic photography or if tin y have seen 
one or two successful specimens they 
are too apathetic to bother themselves 
to enquire into the methods bj which 
these charming pictures am produced. 
As a matter of fact thej are no more 



method we can still get the same re- 
sults by using a special camera in 
which the lens itself BWings In ihe 
arc of a circle with the sensitive film 
stretched across this are. The latter 
way is in some ways the easiest me- 
thod to adopt as it avoids the trouble 
of sectional printing, hut at the same 
time there are certain limitations to 
lis general or universal adoption which 
do not altogether appeal to the more 
ardent photographers. It must not 
he supposed that this idea id' taking 
panoramic photographs is by any 
means a new one, on the contrary, 
very much the same method as we, 
find use. I toda> In the Panoramic 
Kodaks was devised by a Frenchman, 
Monsieur .Martins, as far hack as the 
year I S4T> « ith the difference that he 
used a curved Daguerrotype plate for 
the reception of his image in place 
of the more adaptable and sensitive 
celluloid film. However, for those 
who want to obtain panoramic nega- 
tives with a minimum expenditure of 
energy there is nothing simpler than 
one of the regular stock pattern Pan- 
oram Kodak:, which can be obtained 
at any photographic store at a most 
reasonable price. The principle of 
this Ingenious Instrument is extreme- 
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n la r box fined with a swinging lens 
and shutter and a mechanical device 
which permits of l\vo speeds of ex- 
posure being given. As before ex- 
plained, the film is stretched across 
the back of the camera in the form of 
a semi-circle ami ae the lens rotates

bo extremely instructive but also dis- 
tinctly artistic. The lirst thing to be 
done Is to ascertain exactly the 
amount of view obtained on the fo- 
cussing screen and then to swing the 
camera round until we get the next 
portion of the subject, taking great 
care that a small amount of the lirst 
portion Is included in this second 
piiase; we can continue this proce- 
dure lid Infinitum until we g«t ihe 
whole range that wo wish to be in- 
cluded and provided guiding marks 
are drawn on the focussing screen We 
shall and ..n developing the plates that 
the negatives constitute ;i complete 
series which can be printed from and 
will form a complete panoramic rep- 
resentation of the whole sweep of the 
landscape. I do not intend In this

graphs and even if we do have to use 
two or more negatives for the purpose 
of the finished picture I really do not 
think that there is a very great deal 
of trouble in preparing them and plac- 
ing (hern, correctly in contact with 
each other. There is no question 
whatsoever that a really good pan- 
oramic photograph has a charm' en- 
tirely of its own and one that the or- 
tilnarj small picture does not pos- 
sess; and, Kivn a suitable subject It 
is the only correct way to portray it 
in order to yet a full representation 
of it. You see the ordinary lens does 
not embrace a wide enough angle of 
view to Include a long panoramic 
landscape on the plate, and therefore 
we have to adopt mechanical nod hods 
and dodges to overcome this difficulty 
or else exercise u small amount of hu- 
man ingenuity. 

It is well to understand exactly what 
we are after before we go any further 
into the subject. Imagine yourselves 
say— at the Outer Wharf with your 
face set towards the Olympic moun- 
tains; instinctively you will swing 
your head round from tight to 
left to take in the whole of 
the magnificent view tha 
self before your enchant 
you only look straight 
true that you will get 
view, but not one to be co 
the other that we have just spoken of 
previously, because you w ill only in- 
clude a small portion of ihe subject 
in your field and will make that wide 
sweep which lends all the charm to 
this sort of landscape. Now, liow are 
we to obtain photographs which will 
embrace such a large angle of viow? 
Obviously the answer is in just the 
same way that we saw the original, 
i. e., by swinging our camera round 
in the same manner that we turned 
our eyes, or if we do not adopt this

on its own axis, it is obvious that the 
Image projected on the film must be 
in focus at any particular point. 1 lav- 
ins completely passed over the surface 
of the sensitive film, the lens si ill 
continues on its course until it gets 
completely beyond the range of the 
sensitive surface and therefore cannot 
do any more harm. 

I should perhaps have mentioned 
that attached to the lens is a sort 
of sleeve arrangement which controls 
the amount of view permitted to im- 
press itself on the sensitive film, and 
therefore this arrangement consti- 
tutes a sort of focal-plane shutter. In 
order to make an exposure the lens 
Is pulled round as far as it will go 
to one side or the other when it will 
catch in a clip and is released by 
pressing a buttoon which permits it 
to fly round in the arc of a circle 
across the sensitive surface of the 
1 1 l'ii. which as before explained, is 
stretched across the hack of the cam- 
era in a semi-circle.

! bourgeois classes In India to capture 
[the leadership of the masses could be 
''traced in no small measure to the 
| alarm fell by a small but active group 
!<of Bengalis at the proposed decen- 
tralization in the Bengal province. 1 
propose today to deal with the pro- 
gress of the seditious movements In 
[the Punjab. Before, however, enter- 
ing "ii this very complex subject, let 
it be stated that there Is no real or 
'■dangerous sympathy between Bengal 
Slnd the Punjab. The unity of any 
movement, be it political or religious, 
unless it Is based upon mutual trust 
and respect between all parties oon- 
<-, rm il in it. cannot I"' complete. Al- 
though the educated or semi-educated 
bourgeois class In the Punjab may 
have the same aspirations as Its pro- 
totype in Bengal, though the griev- 
ances, real or imaginary, under which 
they labor, may be identical, yet the 
field of though! of each is so ordered 
and Influenced by local prejudices and 
conditions thai there cannot possibly 
be any lasting sympathy or cohesion 
between them. The Punjab, educat- 
ed or otherwise, has never been at any 
pains to conceal his opinions with re- 
gard i" the Bengali; and the inherent 
vanity of the Bengali will ever pre- 
wai him from malting common cause 
with ti pi ople \\ ho have hitherto held 
lilm In contempt. At bottom there 
can be no fellow-feeling between the 
two races, and even if "nationalism" 
■Were not a misnomer in connection 
"with recent events in India, the "na- 
tionalism" of the native of Pun- 
jab must over r. inain a thing apart 
from "-nationalism" in Bengal. But 
since national prejudices are no bar to 
a community being Imitative, it Is evi- 
dent that the Punjab has been influ- 
enced by the fashion which Bengal 
jhas set. That il has been so is not 



entirely iis own fault. The spectacle 
of half-educated bourgeolsh — and a 
despised bourgeoisie at that— tyran- 
nizing an entire province, and defying 
at every stage the timidity of the gov- 
ernment was bound to affect a similar 
class, developed from the more mar- 
tial and latest acquired provinces in 

In so much, therefore, as the movc- 
mml in tlie Punjab is one by which 
the educated bourgeoisie hope to con- 
stitute themselves the chartered ex- 
ponents of "the will of the people" ■nid 
thus coerce the governing authority, 
which at its best is still alien, it can 
be conceded that the movement is in 
sympathy with Bengal, the Decenn, 
and any other of the leading provinces 
In the Indian Peninsula. For the rest 
the sympathies, aspirations, and or- 
ganizations are local, and, if one may 
apply thi.' term to immense provinces, 
parochial. 

It is the business of the self-consti- 
tuted prophets of democracy in this 
province to establish themselves as 

tlie leaders of i he ] pie. Ill their 

public and private protestations they 
declare that they already represent 
"the will of the people." 1. hope, on 
the other hand, to show that they do 
not represenl "the will of the people"; 
and that until this new phase of in- 
tellectual .development has been 
brought into focus with the realties of 
the social and political organism il 
should be the business of the govern- 
ment of India lo see that the present 
ngitators du not make good their claim 
to express "the will of the people." 

It were a platitude to say that the 
complexity of racial conditions in the 
Punjab only enhances the difficulties 
of administration In the matter at 
present under discussion, the Mahom- 
etans, however, take no active part. 
Not that their attitude Is not an im- 
portant factor in the situation. What 
Is one man's meat is another man's 
poison, and more Mahomedan trouble 
may crow out of the present situation 
than one cares, at the moment, to con- 
template. But for the moment wo 
need to deal only with Hindu Influ- 
ences, which in the Punjab must in- 
clude the Sikh, the Mount, and the 
.Tat Sikh. 

Three decades ago a studious Hin- 



du, rising superior to his fellows on 
tin' crest of the wave of progress 
which followed the stormy decade of 
the fifties, broke through the network 
of petty tyrannies and obstacles to 
advancement that centuries of bigotry 
had woven into Hindu theology. This 
student, the Swami l>i>'n Nand, cleans- 
ed Hinduism of many of its extreme 
prejudices, and astonished Upper India 
with his far-reaching doctrines. The 
schism which resulted from this apos- 
tle's genius survives today in the 
Aryu Samaj. which at the moment is 
the groatcsl for.-,., w ith which the gov- 
ernment of the Punjab has to reckon. 
With tlie theological slgnilicance of 
the Ayra Samaj we tire not concern- 
ed, .and none tint a student of the Ve- 
das would be qualified to give .an 
opinion. Bui although it has been the 
open contention of all Aryn Samajlsts 
that the principles and tenets of their 
belief arc purely religious, moral, and 
social, it has been from Us early in- 
ception a political force. The most 
cursory study of its tenets, though 
shorn of their full slgnilicance in the 
language of the translator, must con- 
vince the reader that Dlya Nand's 
stock-in-trade was religious emotion— 
a religious emotion directed agalnsl 
the alien rai c in India. 

Dlya Nand had forseeii with uner- 
ring instinct Ho. Intellectual awaken- 
ing of the middle classes. It was the 
natural result of the spread of book- 
learning. 1 !e had the acumen to per- 
ceive that the existing aristocracy of 
the country, effete and tradition-rid- 
den, would prove moribund in com- 
parison with the new national forces 
that were gathering strength. it was 
his business to knit these forces to 
the reformed tenets of Hinduism lest 
education should merely bend the In- 
dian mind slill more to the will of its- 
alien instructors. Here we have the 
subtle fascination of the Arya Samaj. 
Hinduism was to some extent purged 
of the despotic and dwarfing influ- 
ences of 2. imh years of Brahmlnlsm, 
and emerged fr.om the purification in 
a form thnl appealed to the personal 
vanity of the newly found bourgeoisie. 
In later days the path of the Arya 
Samaj appears to have bifurcated. 

Th ie i rain of thought has remained 

largely religious. The other has 



merged into politics, and today the 
government of India is reaping the 
harvest. ,,f its tolerance In the past to- 
wards a movement of which the po- 
litical significance was too long care- 
lessly overlooked or purposely ignor- 
ed. 

The palatable tenets of the Arya 
Samaj fell upon fertile soil. It insti- 
tuted its own educational establish- 
ments, iind as the Indian government, 
in Its post-mutiny dread of religious 
prejudice, was too timid to insist up- 
on any particular form of moral train- 
ins in its own establishments, the 
ethics of Dlya Nand, borrowed from 
the students in the .^ryn Samaj insti- 
tutions*, were grafted mi to the cut -io- 
nium of government colleges. Thus 
the pick of the bourgeoisie were 
brought directly or indirectly under 
its Influence. Many hundreds at the 
same time acquired the spirit of racial 
equality by sojourn in England. To 
these men the ancient civility of de- 
portment, traditional to their class and 
race, began to savor of 
servility. Their very con 
belled against il, fur the 
t he Arya Samaj taught th. 
were not inferiors. but 
"Lei no man abide by I 
down by men, who are al 
norant and destitute of th 
of the Vcdas." 

Tin- ai t itude of the government, a ml 
of Europeans generally, towards the 
educated native, did not a little to en- 
courage the more baneful features of 
the Arya Samaj movement. As edu- 
cation Increased and stimulated the 
native love of litigation, the time of 
district officers was more taken up 
with magisterial duties, and unwill- 
ingly enough they drifted further ami 
further away from that sympathetic 
personal intercourse, with the people 
which in the past so largely contri- 
buted to their hold upon the confi- 
dence of the natives. Also a preju- 
dice arose— there is no necessity to 
disguise facts, this prejudice exists t,, 
this day — against the educated classes, 
or ai least resentment against certain 
features displayed by them, such as 
the native imitation of European 
diess and habits. you cannot teach 
the theory of equality implied b wos- 
t. rn civilization ami then wit' nold it 
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in practice without stirring resent- 
ment, especially when you have neg- 
lected the ethical and disciplinary 
side of education. Cheap iind easy 
communication gave opportunity for 
the comparison of grievances. The 
railway peopled tlie whole peninsula 
with a class of European who hith- 
erto had come but little In contact 
with tlie educated native. This type 
of Europe, and more especially of 
semi-European, is apt to assert, by at- 
titude and word, what in his Ignorance 
or vanity be Imagines to be the pre- 
rogatives of the ruling race. Further, 
the giant strides made in tile com- 
mercial development of India have 
produced Into Indian polities a third 
European estate. The exigencies of 
business have found this class of Eur- 
opean as ready to accept social equal- 
ity wiih the native as the oHlclal class 
has been prone to deny it. Nor can 
one ignore the unpleasant fad that 
European prostitution litis become a 
factor in the great racial question. 

for a long time only a small sec- 
tion of the population was affected. 
The great masses of the people, the 
agriculturists, ami the merchants wero 
unaffected. They remembered the evi- 
dence of their grandfathers, who, 
sweated under another rule, had suf- 
fered other things. They appreciated 
the security of life, and properly which 
was theirs under British rule. Ra- 
cial antipathy did not as yet appeal 
to them. As long as they could nil 
their lands in peace and garner a 
profit without molestation il was dif- 
ficult to inoculate (hem witli the po- 
litical virus. Bul the leaders of the 
Aray Samaj had gradually gained 
control of two classes — subordinate 
servants of the government ami the 
pleaders or members of the bar. 

Speaking generally, (he former are 
loyal as far as the safety of their 
emoluments requires. The latter, who 
claim to represenl the only free edu- 
cated opinion in the province', not at 
all. It is these who have furnished 
the machinery of sedition. AVhen the 
propagandists first established con- 
tact with the masses they met with 
little response. They then copied Ben- 
gal, and whilst working slowly and 
steadily to imbue tlie masses with 
their own ideas, they waited patiently 



for the opportunity which, sooner or 
Inter they felt confident, government 
would give them, For I lie purpose of 
cultivating public opinion countless 
vernacular journals sprang into ex- 
istence. On their Inflammatory char- 
acter and general political Immorality 

there is no need to dwell. Their object 

— and this is an Important point — was 
lo create public opinion, no! to reflect 
It. The Inng-oxpecteil opportunity ar- 
rived. The much-discussed' Coloniza- 
tion bill, tlie proposed enhancement of 
(lie water rate Oil tlie Barl Doab canal 
and, last but not least, (he plague- 
terror, produced local Irritation against 
(he government; and the leaders of 
the Arya .Samaj were tit band to in- 
flame the sore, liul this was not en- 
ough. Race hatred could alone gen- 
erate tlie power which those would-be 
exponents of "the will of the people" 
required. British justice, at any rale. 
.' med to defy even the most perfid- 
ious misrepresentations. Vet when 
the Punjab undertooK tq deny the ex- 
istence of justice as between the na- 
tive and the white, and for the pur- 
pose invented a store of white sav- 
agery, condoned by a British court — a 
story several years old. for which not 
a (idle of evidence could be produced 
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government in power In England 
which was committed to the principle 
of universal equality? Had not (ho 
'•will of the people" in Bengal broken 
[list a viceroy and then a lieutenant- 
governor? The former, Indited, upon 
a side issue and tlie latter upon a di- 
rect issue; hut In both eases had not 
the "will of the people" supplied tlie 
motive power'.' The moment was op- 
portune, the "will of the people" 
should lie felt also in the Punjab. The 
government was afraid of the people, 
and. as in Europe, the educated bour- 
geoisie, through their instrument, the 



students, would show tlie way. The 
masses, open-mouthed at the audacity 

of it all, Would he convinced. Their 
conviction of tin. power of the people 
and the Impotency of the government 
would influence tlie army, already 
canvassed in its Hindu elements. In 
no country will money buy profes- 
sional rioters so easily as In India, and 
in all countries, oven Japan, students 
arc ready for a riot. 

Hut. and here you have the key of 
all this trouble in India, In no country 
in tlie world docs the rioter fear tlie 
iron hand of the absolute ruler as In 
India. He has the- experience of a 
thousand years to draw upon. The 
whole trouble in the Punjab has arisen 
out of tlie exploitation of certain ag- 
ricultural grievances by a section of 
the most important clauses in the net 
—that referring to reversion of lands 
to die crown— had been grossly mis- 
represented to the colonists. Holders 
of plots in (he settlement had been 
told thai He- reversionary clause was 
to be made retrospective with effect 
(o till concluded holdings. That the 
excitement had 1 n artificially fo- 
mented was shown by the attitude of 
tin- settlers as soon ns they understod 
that the .ict. wllb Its several objec- 
tionable regulations, was suspended, 
and by their subsequent reception of 
a settlement officer in whom they had 
confidence. Another and perhaps 
stronger proof may be found in the in- 
difference of "(I.-- people" towards the 
• ■ditor of India, who Is now standing 
his trial in Lahore for the same sort 
of offences for which the government 
had prosecuted the editor of the Pun- 
jabi. If the prosecution of the Pun- 
jabi had taken place after (he depor- 
tation of Lala Lajpat Ral and his mls- 
i rable tool. Ajlt Singh, instead of be- 
fore it. there would have been as little 
public intej-est in tlie case as there is 
m w in the ease of the India. The 
strong action taken rn the case of 
Lajpat Ral lias thrown the machinery 
of the "will of the people" out of gear. 
Unruly schoolboys and hired bad- 
mashes no longer answer to the Arya's 
word of command. It Is for (he gov- 
ernment to see that no chance is given 
to (he leaders of 111.' Arya Samaj to 
constitute themselves at some future 
time the real will of the people.

Professor Maitland 
was spoken of .as "a scholar whose ge- 
nius revolutionized historical science." 
An article by II. A. L. Fisher in Put- 
nam's Magazine gives some Idea, of 
what this great English scholar really 
did. 

"There need lie no hurry to estimate 
the historical work of Frederick Wil- 
liam Maitland," declares Mr. Fisher, 
"lie had no rivals, he will have no 
successors; centuries may elapse be- 
fore anyone will arise with the rare 
combination of endowments which 
made him so unique and commanding 
a figure in historical literature. 

The Finest Student of History 

"It has been said by one competent 
judge that no finer intelligence lias 
ever been devoted in England to the 
study of history. Other men have told 
captivating stories, but none have ap- 
plied themselves to the most difficult 
the most Important, the most funda- 
mental problems with an equipment so 
completely .adapted to solving them. 
Maitland possessed in the highest de- 
gree qualities Which are seldom united 
in one man. lie was a good practical 
lawyer, who had read with a convey- 
ancer, and know by experience tlie 
far-reaching practical Implications of 
technical phraseology. He was a phil- 
osopher, familiar wilh the world of 
abstract ideas, and walking with ease 
in the rariflod atmosphere of legaKmo- 
taphyslcs.

The first submarine craft which 
really navigated under serious condi- 
tions wa- ihe Invention of an Ameri- 
can, Daniel Buslineli, of Saybrook, 
' 'on n. 

Bushncll was graduated from Vale 
in 1775, and in tin- same year com- 
pleted th.- submarine vessel mi which 

he had been at work since 1771. He 
does not seem lo have mine d (he boa! 
himself, bul il lias com,, to he known 
as (he Turtle, because of its shape. 

The entrance to the vessel, says a 
writer h, the Navy, corresponded to 
the opening made by the swell-; of a 
turtle sin II at its head. The boat was 
about seven and a half feet long and 
six feet deep; large enough to contain 
ihe operator and sufficient air lo last 
him half an hour. 

it was ballasted chiefly with perma- 
nent lead ballast. In addition to this 
a mass of lead. 200 pounds in weight, 
could he let down forty or fifty feet 
below the vessel, enabling the opera- 
tor lo anchor or to rise quickly to Ihe 
surface In case of accident. 

A water gauge, Illuminated by means 
of a cork with phosphorous mi it, 
Which floated mi Ihe water within tlie 
gauge, registered tlie depth of the Tur- 
tle. By means of a compass, also Il- 
luminated with phosphorous, the oper- 
ator was able to direct the course of 
his vessel. 

An oar formed on the principle of 
an old-fashioned screw was fixed in 
tlie forward part of the Turtle, The 
operator by turning it In one direction 
could propel the vessel forward, or- In 
the other could propel It backward. 

Another oar, placed near the top or 
the Turtle, worked on the same prin- 
ciple. By means of the latter tlie op- 
orator, after having established Hie 
equilibrium '"' the vessel, could move it. 
cither upward or downward. A rud- 
der in the al'tcrpart. of the Turtle 
could be used for sculling. 

A Small Craft 

T110 entrance to the boat was el- 
liptical and so small as to barely ad- 
mit one person. It was surrounded by 
n broad elliptical iron band, tin- lower 
edge of which was let Into the wood. 
Aboyo the upper edge of tills brass 
Iron band was a crown, resembling a 



hat. It shut watertight upon the iron 
band to which , t was lining with 
hinges. There Wero .several glass win- 
dows in ihe crown for tin- admission 
of light, and two pipes. 

A ventilator drew fresh air through 
one of the pipes and discharged ii al 
Hie bottom of tin- vessel. Tho Impure 
air escaped through the oilier pipe. 
Those, of course, were used only when 
ihe turtle was floating mi the surface 
of the water. Tie- valve.-; opened au- 
tomatically when thoy came out of 
tlie water and closed as .coon as. they 
entered it. 

When tlie operator wished to de- 
scend lie placed hi... foot on the lever 
of the valve, by which means lu- 
opened h large apeii ure in the bottom 
of the vessel, thereby allowing the 
water to enter ihe tank. When a 
sufficient quantltj had been obtained 
to cause Hie vessel to descond very 
gradually, he closed Hie valve. Tho 
aperture under this valve was covered 
by a perforated plate. 

The water could be discharged from 
the. tank by the brass force pump. 
When the ve-sei leaked the bilge 
could he pumped out by a similar 
pump. Everything in tin- Turtle was 
brought so near the operator thai lie 
could Iind in tlie dark what he wish- 
ed and without turning either to tlie 
light or to the left:. A firm piece of 
wood was framed parallel to the short 
diameter of the vessel to i event tho 
sides from yielding. This also served 
as a seat for ihe operator. 

In the fore part of the brim of the 
brass crown was soclcol with an 
Iron tube passing through it. At tho 
top of the tube was a wooden screw, 

fixed by means of a rod Which pass- 
ed through Hie tube. When (he wood- 
en screw had been made fast to some 
object it could be ,.tist off by unscrew- 
ing tho rod. Behind the vessel ami 
above the rudder was attached n 

magazine composed of two blocks of 
oak wood, hollowed out so as to hold 
160 pounds of powder- This was fired 
by a percussion device, timed by 
means of clockwork; A rope extended 
from the magazine to tlie wooden 
screw; 

To desti'oy a ship the. operator was 
to submerge the Turtle, navigate It 



until It was underneath the ship that, 
was (o he dor/royed, screw the wooden 
screw Into her bottom, cast off the 
magazine and move away. The mag- 
azine being buoyant would immedi- 
ately rise against die bottom of the 
ship. The clockwork which Hrcd it' 
I was started by the casting off ,,f the 
.magazine, and gave the operator time 
to retire lo a safe distance. 

Buslinoll made many trials ol the 
Turtle before soiuling it against a 
; British vessel, lie found il very dif- 
ficult P. obtain a skilful operator. 
In He- summer of 1771;, when Ad- 
: miral Howe lay with a formidable 
• British fleet in New V'ork bay, a lit- 
tle below the Narrows, Bushncll at- 
tempted lo d istroy one ,,f his ships, the 
Eagle, of 64 guns. The operator 
I Whom lb Inventor selected to make 
the experiment was Sergt. Ezra Lee. 

He iiad had little experlenc with 
the Turtle, and was therefore Inexpert. 
Lee, however, sin ccessf it 1 1 v navigtited 
tho Tunic under the Kaglo. lie at- 
tempted to flx the wooden screw into 
her bottom, but struck as in- supposed 
I a bar of Iron, which passed from tho 
I rudder hinge and was spiked under 
; tlie ship's quarter. 

Two subsequent attempts were 
made with the Turtle against the 
British shipping. In one of these (he 
operator succeeded In getting Ills ves- 
sel underneath a Hrltish ship, but tlie 
tide ran so strong the Turtle was 
swept away. Finally the British sunk 
an American boat which had tlie Tur- 
tle on board. » 

The inventor afterward recovered 
his vessel, but did nothing nurther 
with il. His health was poor, and he 
was. unable t,, obtain money and as- 
sistance wiih whlcli to (prosecute his 
experiments.

become a philologist of highest rank 
was made apparent when to the 
amazement of Ills friends he settled 
the grammar of Law French In a pre- 
face to a volume of fourteenth-century 
year-book.?; that lie had mathematical 
talent was clear from a subtle disser- 
tation on the.land-measures of Domes- 
day. No (earning was too tough or 
technical for his acumen; no detail 
too small for his patience; no drudgery 
too repellant for his zeal; His lucidity 
and humor in* exposition made every 
fragment of his knowledge quick ami 
living. 

How He Came to His Task 

"Every great life has a unity of Its 
own. Maitland's life was dedicated to 
tlie exploration of legal antiquities. lie 
might have been many other things, 
a musical critic, for instance, or a 
judge, or ti metaphysician: but for- 
tune determined that he should be an 
historian, it was perhaps fortunate 
that after a brilliant undergraduate 
career at Cambridge lie should have 
failed to obtain the coveted Trinity 
Fellowship, for the failure sent him to 
a conveyancer's office in London. The 
niceties and humors of the law found 
a love such as they have rarely had. 
Every legal phrase and formula be- 
came for him charged with history, 
with the tragedy and comedy of human 
things. 'The gladsome light of juris- 
prudence' shone upon his head. Then, 
after sotue ten years In London, a 
moment came, memorable in the an- 
nals of English historical writing, 
when Maitland realized what his task 
was to be. 

"An eminent Russian scholar, Haul 
Vlnogradoff, informed him of an unex- 
plored ocean of legal records, of a 
mass of continuous testimony lying in 
tlie Public Record Office In London, 
such as no other nation in the world 
possessed, in an instant Maitland's 
mind was made up. Ho would at 
least make an effort to redeem the 
reproach to English scholarship. He 
drove lo (he Kecord Office and asked 
to see the pleas of the Crown for the 
County of Gloucester, Ills native shire. 
The publication Of these plea-rolls of 
the year of grace 1221 was Ids first 
serious contribution to mediaeval 
•scholarship. The date was 1881; Mait- 
land was then thirty-four years old. 

"Braclon's Notebook, a collection of 
cases decided In the King's Court dur- 
ing the reign of Henry III., was edited 
for the first time In 1887, and at once 
placed the editor in tlie first rani; of 
English scholars. The three substan- 
tial volumes showed all, or nearly all, 
Maitland's gifts, his inexhaustible pa- 
tience in pursuit of the 'elusive fact,' 
his wide knowledge of French and 
Gorman modlaovar law, his light, firm 
touch, his grasp of general principles. 
Cambridge reclaimed him first as 
reader, then at the first occasion pro- 
moted him lo be Professor of English 
Law. The title of his Inaugural dis- 
course, delivered mi Oct. 13, 1888, was 

significant: 'Why ihe History of Eng- 
lish Law is not Written.' 

His History of Law 
"The 'History of Law,' published In 
1896, is a measure of the rich results 
which may he achieved by the genius 
and diligence of one man (and one, as 
the writer points out, who was con- 
tinually harassed by pain.) "Much of 
the material out of which the history 
was built had been deciphered, copied 
and edited by Maitland himself, nor 
is there any work in English mediae- 
val history, wilh tho possible exception 
of Stubbs' masterpiece which so com- 
pletely revolutionises our knowledge of 
the subject with which it deals. Stubbs 
had prodigious learning, a strong, 
shrewd judgment, and a gift of humor; 
bui Maiiinud had more besides— a 
freer spirit, a power of philosophic 
speculation to Which the clerical his- 
torian did not pretend, and a finer 
gift of dlvinatli -.. There ere four 
chapters in Ihe Hist volume oi Hie his- 
tory which should be printed on the 
mind of every Intelligent youth who 
wishes lo understand Hie secret of the 

persistence ami w ide diffusion of the 
English common-ln w. 

Maitlnnd's Heroism 
"By his energies the Selden Society 
was founded for the purpose of pub- 



lishing such material as might illus- 
trate the early history of English law; 
and the literary director of that society 
lived to sec' Hie appearance of no less 
than twenty-one. volumes. The ma- 
chinery of an early parliament was 
revealed in a splendid volume contri- 
buted to the Rolls series. A masterly 
treatise on tlie English Church and the 
Canon Law proved up t.i tlie hilt that 
every portion of Hie Canon Law was 
accepted in England prior to tlie Ro- 
l'oi-nmtioii.

Just before he sailed upon his 
last voyage, reviews bad begun to ap- 
pear of the 'Life arrd Letters' of his 
friend Leslie Stephen. That book cost 
.Maitland much, for it was written 
Straight from the heart, from one of 
the noblest and tenderest hearts that 
ever heal."— Public Opinion.
